Some Observers Assert Lowden or 
Dawes Will Be Nominated if 
Coolidge Runs After Veto.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes and Speaker Longworth, 
the respective presiding officers of the 
Senate and the House, signed the 
McNary-Haugen Farm Aid bill this af- 
ternoon, and it will be sent to the 
White House tomorrow with their at- 
test that it was passed by the Senate 
on .Feb. 11 and by the House yes- 
terday. 

The presentation of the measure at 
the White House tomorrow will have a 
seemingly important bearing on the 
situation in that it will ‘mean that, as 
the President will have the constitu- 
tional period of ten days before Con- 
gress adgourns on March 4 to consider 
the bill, he cannot dispose of it by a 
*‘pocket veto,” as some persons here 
have been predicting. 

Three courses are left open to Mr. 
Coolidge: He must sign or approve the 
bill; or return it to the Senate with his 
disapproval, otherwise veto it; or he 
must let it become a law without his 
signature, 

While divergent argument over the 
action the President will : take; was 
rampant today, those in a position to 
know the President’s mind are confi- 
dent that he will -véto the measure. 
Tus New YorRK Times correspondent 
has reason to believe that the Presi- 
dent’s, disapproval is assured already, 
although such a statement cannot be 
made in a public way in any authorita- 
tive quarter. 


Will Consult Cabinet Members. 


Mr. Coolidge will follow his usual 
course of referring the bill to the Cabi- 
net officers chiefly concerned, with a 
request for their views, and is expected 
to study these views before taking for- 
mal action, even though his conclu- 
sions as to the bill’s disposition had 
been reached before they are pre- 
sented. 

At the White House this afternoon it 
was said on the President’s authority 
that he had talked with some members 
of the Cabinet about the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill, and when it reached him he 
would consider it “the same as any 
other bill.’”’ 

The members of the Cabinet whose 
views the President naturally would 
seek are Mr. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury, whose department would be 
concerned in the heavy Government 
financing which the bill involves, with 
its provision for a Federal loan of 

250,000,000; Mr. Jardine, Secretary of 
Agriculture, whose department would 
have the major share in the adminis- 
tration of the scheme for farm relief 
which the bill provides, and Mr. 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, whose 
department deals with economic con- 
ditions. 

All three of these members of the 
Cabinet are opposed to the measure on 
principle as well as from the convic- 
tion that it will not give the benefits 
to the farmers and the country that its 
sponsors predict. It is taken for 
granted here that if the President re- 
lies on their advice, the only question 
will be as to the degree of the em- 
phasis with which he will return it to 
the Senate without his approval. 

In the spirited discussions of the sit- 
uation at the Capitol today—not on the 
floor of either House, but outside the 
legislative chambers—the fundamental 
premise of the arguers appeared to be 
that the President would be actuated 
by political reasons in determining 
what action he should take with ref- 
erence to the farm aid measure. 


Expect Politics to Govern. 


The underlying idea of most of those 
who debated the question was that the 
President would have an eye single to 
succeeding himself in the White House 


in giving consideration to the bill. 

Among advocates of the bill the view 
‘was prevalent that if the President did 
nat permit it to become a law he would 
never serve another term in the White 
House. There was a disposition of 
some of the bill’s more pronounced Re- 
publican protagonists to go so far as 
to say that the President, if he vetoed 
the measure, would be surrendering 
the. Republican nomination to former 
Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illinois.

ORDER NEW OPERA 
BY DEEMS TAYLOR 


Metropolitan Authorities Are 
Impressed by Success of 
‘King’s Henchman.’ 








FOR THE NEW OPERA HOUSE 





And if That Is Not Ready in 
Time, Will Be Sung in the Old 
—Rewards of First Work. 





Deems Taylor is to write another 
opera—this next for the new Metro- 
politan Opera House, opening two 
years from now, or for the intervening 
seasons on Broadway in case the 
Fifty-seventh Street building is de- 
layed for causes unforeseen. This was 
the most important news in the 
theatrical district last evening. 
Following the success of his first 
Metropolitan production, “The King’s 
Henchman,” ‘in which there were 
thirty-seven curtain calls at its pre- 
miére on Thursday night and a final 
twenty-five minutes of enthusiastic 
applause, the proposal for the new 
opera was made informally, to be con- 
firmed in due contract form at the 
convenience of those concerned... . 
Broadway busied itself yesterday 
with the rumor that theré was to be 
another Taylor opera. The rumor be- 
came a certainty last night. Questions 
in authoritative quarters failed to 
elicit a denial. Whether the new work, 
unlike its predecessor, will be limited 
to an American scene is still a ques- 
tion, with the probabilities against any 
limitation. The popular verdict on Mr. 


Taylor’s maiden effort with the Anglo- 
Saxon story of Edna St. Vincent Mil- 
lay’s poem was a reversal of some 
earlier American composers’ less for- 
tunate experience. It is believed to 
have opened the way to a world field, 
such as has always been assumed in 
choice of subjects by composers of 
other nations. 

Neither the Metropolitan nor Mr. 
Taylor has told any details of the fi- 
nancial contracts and costs of produc- 
tion of ‘“‘The Henthman.”” Broadway 
speculation on these points declared 
that the staging of an untried work 
with appropriate and massive scenes, 
as well as costumes of a historic period 
for the full company on a grand opera 
scale, could not possibly have been 
done under $30,000 and more probably 
had run up to $50,000 or more. 

Two weeks of paid orchestra re- 
hearsals added some $15,000 to that, 
while Monday’s premiére meant an- 
other $15,000 as the cost of the per- 
formance. This means an initial cost 
of $75,000, plus a running expense of 
$15,000 for each performance. ‘The 
Henchman” should round out the opera 
subscription during at least two sea- 
sons, a high record never yet made by 
an American opera. If it does so, its 
gross receipts will not greatly exceed 
$150,000 for ten houses sold out, the 
premiére having topped previous first 
nights at an actual $15,504, as disclosed 
rs! the surprised management on Mon- 

ay. 

Mr. Taylor’s royalties on his work, 
which is protected by copyright here 
and in Great Britain, would promise 
more if separate songs for concert use 
had been provided and sold, according 
to one Broadway publisher’s comment 
last night. The composer, said this 
critic, had s®uck to his dramatic text 
in his first opera, although such inci- 
dental ‘‘numbers’’ might have largely 
increased his personal receipts, 

What the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany paid Mr. Taylor and Miss Millay 
was estimated by old-tim: observers 
at $15,000, share and share alike. 
When Charlies Cadman produced his 
one-act Indian opera, ‘“‘Shanewis,’’ he 
received $50 each for five perform- 
ances, after spending personally $800 
to come from California and stay a 
Winter in New York. Horatio Parker 
received $10,000 as a prize award for 
*“‘Mona.’’

LAW FORBIDS MONOPOLY 


PASSED BY SENATE,

Commission of Five Is Looked 
for Next Week. 








Many-Sided Regulation of Trans- 
mission and Broadcasting Assured 
After Long Contest.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The long 
fight in Congress over legislation to 
control radio transmission was ended 
this afternoon when the Senate adopted 
the conference report on the Radio 
Control bill without a record vote and 
without a change in phraseology. Al- 
though there had been strong opposi- 
tion to the conference report, the ob- 
jectors did not,even demand a roll call. 
The bill will now go to President 
Coolidge and will take effect upon its 
approval py the White House, except 
that for sixty days after the President 
signs the bill no holder of a license 
issued gnder the act of Aug. 13, 1912, 
shall be subject to the penalties. of 
the new law for operating without the 
required new licenses. 

To Name Commission Next Week. 


The 1912 act for regulation of radio 
communication, the joint resolution of 
June 5, 1920, authorizing operation of 
Government-owned radio stations for 
the general public, and,the joint resolu- 
tion of Dec. 8, 1926, limiting - -the_ time 
for which licenses for radio aaa 


sion may be granted, are alr arses, 
The new law will be. adm 

for one year by a Presidential commis- 
sion of five, with the Secretary of 
Commerce acting in an administrative 
capacity and after that by the Secre- 
tary, except as to revocation of 
licenses and controversial matters 
which would be referred to a perma- 
nent commission. 

The President is expected to sign the 
bill next week and at the same time 
submit to the Senate for approval the 
names of the five memebrs of the 
commission. 

While the bill was not wholly satis- 
factory to the House or the Senate, it 
was declared the best compromise that 
could be obtained between the original 
Dill and White bills. It is expected to 
clear up the present “‘chaos”’ in ‘‘broad- 
casting’ and thus respond to a tre- 
mendous demand from radio listeners. 


Three Final Speeches in Opposition. 


Threé speeches were made against 
the conference report by Senators Pitt- 
man, Howell and Blease, while Senator 
Copeland opposed it in principle but 
said he would not try to prevent its 
adoption. The vote came late this af- 
ternoon. 

Senator Pittman argued that the re- 
port permitted monopolistic control and 
that there was nothing in it to pre- 
vent broadcasting stations from charg- 
ing for programs. 

Declaring the bill had been read by 
few Senators, he criticized severely a 
section which, he said, would allow the 
Radio Corporation of London to send 
a speech by the British Premier to the 
Radio Corporation of America, but 
would prevent newspapers from pick- 
ing this up unless authorized by the 
sender. 

Senator Copeland contended that the 
bill was chiefly defective because it 
failed to declare that the United States 
“owned the air’ above it, and also 
that nothing in the bill prevented the 
levying of a fee on listeners. 

He suggested as a temporary control 
a resolution requiring the Secretary of 
Commerce to issue no licenses to sta- 
tions not now broadcasting and to re- 
fuse modification of wave lengths. 

Senator Howell said the plan would 
permit a monopoly to control the air, 
as did Senator Blease, who predicted 
that in less than a year some of the 
Senators voting for it would be refused 
permission to speak through the air. 

“In less than two years the air will 
be controlled for political and partisan 
purposes,’’ he said.

DENVER, Col., Feb. 18.—Pressure of 
President Coolidge’s finger upon a tiny 
telegraph ‘key and an invisible spark 
spanning’ thousands of miles. of the 
continent ripped through the Continen- 
tal Divide at 8:10 o’clock tonight to 
throw open the country’s greatest rail- 
road tunnel, the $12,000,000 Moffat 
bore in James Peak, near here, .6.9 
miles long.

Sees Way to Reduce Basic Levy 
for 1927 Through Gain in 
Realty. Valuations. 








DEBT MARGIN -$250,000,000: 





$20,000,000 Increase Disclosed 
in Survey— Subways to 
Get $120,000,000. 





Controller Berry said yesterday that 
he hoped to be able to reduce the city’s 
basic tax rate for 1927 by two points, 
making . it. 2.66 instead. of 2.68,-as at 
present, for each $100 of taxable 
assessed valuation. He further an- 
nounced that it was his ambition to be 
able to cut the rate by at least two 
points for each successive year during 
his term of office, with the intention 
of making this city ultimately the most 
moderately taxed muynicipality in the 
State. 

The city will be able on March 4, 
when the Board of Aldermen will meet 
to receive the tax assessment rolls,:to 
issue bonds against an available debt 
margin of $250,000,000, the Controller 
said. This sum exceeds by $20,000,000 
the figure which he said last week 
would probably mark the maximum 
limit of the debt incurring margin for 
the current year. It is thought, how- 
ever, that this increase of available 
borrowing power will not add material- 
ly to the. sum to be allotted to the 
Board of Transportation for subway 
construction for the present year. 
This brighter outlook for the city’s 
finances, the Controller explained, was 
made possible as a result of the most 
recent studies of the figures now in 
the hands of the Department of Taxes 
and Assessments. A complete survey 
of those figures showed that the in- 
crease in the city’s taxable assessed 
realty valuations for the year would 
not fall below $1,500,000,000. 


Goldfogle Figures Reduced. 


Henry M. Goldfogle,. President of the 
Tax Board, last October estimated the 


increase in the city’s taxable assessed 
valuations at $1,600,000,000. Realty ex- 
perts figured, however, and past ex- 
perience seemed to justify their fore- 
cast, that as much as $400,000,000 prob- 
ably would have to be written off from 
the Goldfogle figures in making up 
the revised assessment lists. It was 
expected that the shrinkage in the ten- 
tative . figures would be especially 
marked among the heavily assessed 
skyscraper structures in the downtown 
section of Manhattan. 

These fears have not been justified. 
Final assessment figures have reduced 
Mr. Goldfogle’s estimate by only about 
$100,000,000 instead of $400,000,000. The 
city’s credit, therefore, is proportion- 
ately improved. 

When Controller Berry was asked to 
make an informal allotment of cor- 
porate stock and serial bond issues 
that might be made against these 
assessed valuations according to his 
own ideas, he indicated that the allo- 
cations were likely to be made by the 
Board of Estimate approximately as 
follows: 

For new school construction, includ- 
ing. Hunter College and the City Col- 
lege buildings, $35,000,000. Both Con- 
troller Berry and Acting Mayor McKee 
are understood to be strongly ‘opposed 
to any curtailment of the school pro- 


gram, 
For hospitals and docks, $20,000,000. 
For street improvement fund, a mini- 
mum of $15,000,000. 
For extension of gaa contracts 
Nos, 3 and 4, $5,000 
For judgment aaa and other like 
contingencies, $15,000,000. 


Needs Not Provided For. 


The total of these requirements is 
$90,000,000, and the additional $30,000,- 


000 of available borrowing capacity, 
the Controller believed, should be set 
aside as a reserve margin for emer- 
gencies. ‘These allotments, however, 
make no provision for water bonds, 
which, although outside the debt limit, 
must. be provided for originally from 
the city revenue.

MUSEUMS HUNTER 
DESCRIBES TORTURE 


J. L. Clark Says He and Morden 
Hoped to Be Shot to Escape 
Suffering in ae. Hut. 








FREED WHEN AWAITING ‘END 





Many Perils Had Been Passed 
in Turkestan Before Their 
Capture on. Way to Peking. 





The most adventurous and dangerous 
trip ever taken by members of the 
staff of the Museum of Natural His- 
tory was described yesterday by James 
L. Clark, Assistant Director. of the 
museum, who, with William J. Morden, 
leader of the expedition,: found: the 
home of the ovis poli! in «Turkestan; 
traversed a part of Motigdlia:and: was 
captured and tortured ty Mongols: until. 
he wished they would “shoot hith -to 
put him out of his misery. ~ ~ 

He escaped death ‘probably because 
of the interferenfte of*Russian officials, 
who, he said, are now worried by the 
unruly aspect of this savage people 
whom they have armed and inffaméd. 
The burden of Mr. Clark’s story was, 


“Take a chance.” He and Mr. Morden 
took chances because there was noth- 
ing else to do if they were to accom- 
plish their mission. The peril of storms 
in the black passes between India and 
Turkestan, the horror of heat on the 
alkali plains and the untcertainty of 
their reception by natives were with 
them on every' stage of their trip. Mr. 
Clark admitted yesterday that he was 
glad the trip is now in the realm of 
reminiscence. 


Obtained Museum Specimens. 


The expedition went after large ani- 
mals of the Russian Pamirs, which is 
usually forbidden territory; the Tian- 
Shan Mountains, and of Central Asia, 
such as the ovis poli, roe deer, ibex, 
gazelle and others needed to complete 
the museum’s collections. Despite the 
mishaps vahich befell Mr. Morden and 
Mr. Clark, it was completely suc- 
cessful. 

The first adventure was into the 
jealously guarded Pamirs, where Rus- 
sian Turkestan abuts on Chinese and 
British territory, and three nations 
watch each other across the borders. 
Outsiders are not welcome in the 
Pamirs; those who go there are sus- 
pected of looking for oil or gold or 
of wishing to start a railroad. Hunt- 
ing for pleasure is inconceivable and 
@& museum means nothing. 

“Don’t go over,’’ the natives told 
Mr. Morden and Mr. Clark when they 
approached the border. “They will 
strip you and turn you out in the 
snow to freeze.’’ 

“So we talked it over and decided 
to take a chance,” said Clark yes- 
terday. 

They started over the Burzil Pass, 
between great peaks 16,000 feet high, 
a month before the pass was officially 
open. There were storms ahead of 
them and storms behind them, blind- 
ing whirlwinds of snow that beat in 
their faces and hid the trail as fast 
as it could be made. 


Burned by Sun Amid Snow. 


“But we had to travel early in the 
morning, at the first hint‘ of light,’’ 


said Mr. Clark, ‘“‘for in those passes 
the heat of the sun is terrific, and 
when it reaches its height it ‘melts 
the snow and softens it so that any- 
thing will start an avalanche. A foot- 
fall, a rolling stone, the vibration of 

a voice between those great walls of 
nacteaed rock will bring down a 
mountain of snow. 

‘The sun was so hot that frequently 
when my feet were frostbitten it. would 
burn the exposed parts.of my face. 
Three times our faces peeled that way 
as we ploughed through the snow.” 

Once in the Pamirs they were treated 
well by the Russian officers on post 
there. They found herds of ovis poli, 
and discovered, as Mr. Morden had 
suspected, that it was the breeding 
place for them and was one of the 
spots oye which Marco Polo, for 
whom the sheep are named, wandered 
on his trip to the east. They saw 225 
rams in a morning. 

From the Pamirs they went on to 
the Tian-Shan Mountains, where there 
are 7,000 glaciers. From there they 
went over the Muzat Pass, 11,000 feet 
high, over a glacier, to a fertile area, 
well watered and covered with spruce 
trees and grass. It is known AY the 
Tekes Valley and is unique in that 
arid region.

Smith Suggests Roosevelt _

Thursday afternoon when an army air- 
plane with a pilot and a passenger 
bound from Mitchel Field, L. I., to 
Langley Field, near Washington, 
dropped into the ocean. 

The pilot, Lieutenant Willard L. Har- 
ris, and his passenger, Lieutenant 
William A. Gray, both of Langley 
Field, are believed to have been 
drowned. ‘It is supposed that their 
bodies are still entangled in the sunken 
fuselage of the plane. 

The accident was apparently due to 
a heavy fog into which the plane flew 
as it approached the New Jersey coast, 
and which prevented search being 
made yesterday for the victims by other 
pilots. Air officers of Mitchel Field 
said that the plane must have been 
flying very low to keep under the fog, 
and that it is difficult for a pilot to 
tell from the air where the fog and 
water meet. That the plane struck 
with terrific force was indicated by the 
fact that the landing gear, one wheel 
wrenched from the axle, was broken 
off and washed ashore. 


Sea and Fog Hamper Search. 


This landing gear and the pieces of 
wing and propeller were all that were 
cast up by the sea to Indicate the quick 
tragedy that had occurred. An hour and 
a half before this wreckage was found, 
the plane had been seen winging its 
way south, low over the water. What 
happened in the next few minutes after 
it passed from view will not be known 
until the fuselage, held down by the 
heavy motor, is found. It could not be 
found last night because of a heavy 
sea and fog, which made a search by 
the Coast Guards impossible and ren- 
dered futile the desire of fellow-avia- 
tors in the army and navy air services 
to fly out in the hope that they might 
find the bodies of Lieutenants Gray 
and Harris. 

The aviators had been on a cross- 
country training trip. They reached 
Mitchel Field from Boston on Wednes- 
day, and took off from the Long Island 
field at 1:55 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon. That was the last seen of 
them until they passed Lavallette, a 
little north of the Island Beach sta- 
tion, shortly before 2:30 o’clock. They 
were in the fog then. At 2:30 o’clock 
they were seen by Louis G. Mitchell, 
commander of the Island Beach sta- 
tion, flying very close to the water 
over a heavy sea and under thick 
fog which threatened to close down on 
them every moment. 


Langley Vainly Awaits Them. 


Their departure had been telegraphed 
ahead to Langley Field, as is custom- 
ary. As hour after hour went by, anx- 
lety grew among their fellow-officers 
at Langley, and Colonel C. C. Culver, 
commandant of the Air Corps Training 
School there, telephoned to Mitchel 


Field for word of the missing. men. 
He was told nothing had been heard 
from them. There was definite fear

Foreigners Think Defense Adequate. 


There is not much anxiety in either 
the international or the French set- 
tlement regarding the adequacy of the 
defense. - 

In the French settlement, where 
many foreigners other than French re- 
side, the authorities are relying more 
on modern appliances than on num- 
bers, and the French system of de- 
fense is considered scientific and for- 
midable. 

As the international and French set- 
tlements border each other, any serious 
disturbance in one would endanger the 
other, but it is understood provisions 
have been made to cope with such a 
contingency.

Sun Issues a Statement. 


‘ 
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SHANGHAI, Feb. 18.—Marshal Sun 


Chuan-fang has authorized a formal 
statement to be made to foreigners and 
Chinese that he neither misunder- 
stands nor resents the presence of the 
British troops at Shanghai nor regards 
Britain’s action in guaranteeing the 
defense of Shanghai against disorder 
as an invasion of China. He says: 

“To take an unreasonable view of 
Britain’s action in the defense of her 
legitimate trade ‘at this critical time 
is only to aid dnd abet our enemies 
who are working for our elimination as 

_ well as the ruin of British interests.’’ 

The Ningpo correspondent of the 
North China Daily News states that 
the military yesterday seized two Chi- 
nese steamers, imposed a forced loan 
on the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
and removed all Northern troops from 
East Chekiang, apparently to Shang- 
hai, 

The Nanking correspondent of the 
same journal states that Chang Tsung- 
chang’s Shantung troops are on the 
move to join Wu Pei-fu’s expedition in 
Hupeh against the Nationalists. Large 
reinforcements of Shantung troops are 
also expected to garrison at Nanking, 
Chinkiang and Woosung. Their ad- 
vent is reported to be by no means 
welcomed by the merchants, for the 
Shantung men have a bad reputation. 

In the recent fighting the Northern- 
ers are reported to have lost 4,000 out 
of 14,000 men. If this is true it would 
seem to support the story of the ma- 
chine guns being manned by Russians. 





Says Sun Plans a Stand.

“The defeat of the Northern Army, 
while apparently heavy, has not yet 
developed into general disintegration. 
Reliable news from Hangchow is 
meagre and extremely difficult to ob- 
tain because of the cutting of tele- 
graphic and telephonic traffic. Only 
belated and often distorted reports 
are trickling through, but it is appar- 
ent that Sun is still trying to hold his 
forces together for another stand. 

“The most serious development is 
the general looting of Hangchow by 
his men. This is always the sign of 
approaching dissolution of an army, 
The Cantonese have not yet entered 
the city, where a portion of Sun’s staff 
and some picked troops are said still 
to remain, although the civil Governor 
and railway staff fled. 

“The Cantonese appear content to let 
their shaken opponents straggle back 
in the usual Chinese way instead of 
following them up. Steady streams of 
railway wagons are piled with equip- 
ment and stores and the drenched, 
weary infantry have been moving 
thence to Kashing, southwest of 
Shanghai, which Sun is said still to 
favor as the next battlefield.’’ 

A dispatch to The Daily Telegraph 
sent from Shanghai at 1 o’clock this 
morning says: 

“Although, owing to disrupted com- 
munications, official confirmation of 
the Cantonese capture of Hangchow 
and Ningpo is lacking, it is generally 
admitted here that Sun Chuan-fang 
evacuated Hangchow and Ningpo and 
that his troops are falling back upon 
Sungkiang, a town situated approxi- 
mately thirty miles south of Shanghai, 
for the purpose of making a final 
stand before relinquishing his grip on 
Chekiang Province. 

“Sun’s commanders commandeered 
some Chinese shipping at Ningpo and 
transported their troops to Shanghai, 
where they are now stationed prepara- 
tory to their dispatch to Sungkiang. 

“It is learned that missionaries, most 
of whom are Americans, have evac- 
uated Ningpo. Although private tele- 
grams received here from Hangchow 
report Sun’s routed troops looted Chi- 
nese shops, the missionaries stationed 
in Hangchow are reported to be safe. 

‘‘There is the probability that Chang 
Tsung-chang, civil Governor of Shan- 
tung Province, may dispatch an ar- 
mored train with White Russian troops 
from Nanking for the purpose of 
strengthening Sun’s diminishing resis- 
tance. - - 

“All available Chinese troops, in- 
cluding Sun’s Defense Commissioner 
at Shaughai, are being rushed to Sun- 
kiang.” 


OFFICIAL LONDON CONFIDENT. 


Believes Sending of Troops Protects 
Nationals at Shanghai. 
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LONDON, Feb. 18.—Although news 
of the fall of Hangchow has added 
anxieties to those who have friends or 
business connections in Shanghai, it 
is believed in official circles that the 
British forces now in or near Shang- 
hai are sufficient to protect the Brit- 
ish residents in the international set- 
tlement.

OF CRUELTY TO DOGS 


Sees No Need to Act After Getting 
Testimony on Doctors’ Tests— 
Dr. Daugherty’s Denial.

The charges of cruelty to dogs were 
taken from the Jewjsh Hospital in 
Brooklyn to the office of Health Com- 
missioner Harris in Manhattan yester- 
day, as three members of the experi- 
mental staff at the hospital asked 
whether the Commissioner would care 
to hear their side of it. Dr. Harris 
said he was interested in hearing all 
the facts, and could not assert em- 
phatically enough that medical men 
should not carry on a systematic cru- 
elty under the guise of medicine. Dr. 
David M. Schelling, now facing 
charges of cruelty; Dr. Murray Shear 
and Dr. William S. Collins, all research 
fellows at the hospital, went to the 
Commissioner’s office. They said the 
system at the hospital had always been 
to obtain stray dogs for experimental 
purposes. 

One day, they continued, a man who 
said he lived in Far Rockaway came 
to the office and hinted that he had 
stray dogs to sell. By a subterfuge, 
they asserted, he got into the animal 
room and then placed Dr. Schelling 
under arrest and seized two dogs. One 
of the dogs was undergoing a special 
study on a system of diet, and the 
experiment was ruined, they said. The 
other was found with a tape on its 
muzzle. The experimenters said that 
the tape was used merely so that the 
dog would not lose strength and ex- 
haust itself by barking. The jaws 
were able to move at least a half inch, 
they added, and the dog was perfectly 
orgy to lick its chops, drink and even 
eat. 

Dr. Harris said, after the discussion, 
that it had seemed to him experiment- 
ers had been engaged in purely scien- 
tific research, and that on the basis 
of their story to him he saw no neces- 
sity for taking action. 

Dr. John E. Daugherty, Executive 
Director of the Jewish Hospital of 
rigs la made this statement yester- 

ay: 

“T note in the daily papers a state- 
ment attributed to me to the effect 
that animals used for vivisection in 
the Harry Caplin research laboratory 
of the Jewish Hospital of Brooklyn 
were purchased from the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. I wish to state freely 
that if such statement was made by 
me, this statement was made in error 
and is an injustice to the A. S. C. P.

TESTIMONY ENDED 
IN DAUGHERTY TRIAL 


Goff Takes Responsibility for 
Granting Swiss Claim and 
Says He Thought It Just. 








OTTINGER AIDS . DEFENSE 





Never Heard Ex-Attorney General 
Mention Metal Case, He Swears 
—dJury to Debate by Friday. 





Testimony in the conspiracy trial of 
former Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty and former Alien Property 
Custodian Thomas W. Miller ended 
yesterday. Harold H. Corbin, counsel 
for Mr. Daugherty, rested his case 


after examining United States Senato 
Guy D. Goff of West Virginia, who 
was assistant to the Attorney General 
in 1921. Federal Judge John C. Knox, 
presiding, said he would not limit the 
attorneys in summing up. The case is 
not expected to reach the jury before 
next Friday, there being no session 
today and Tuesday being a holiday. 

Senator Goff assumed full responsi- 
bility for the granting of the claim of 
the Société Suisse pour Valeurs de 
Metaux for $7,000,000 of the proceeds 
of the sale of the assets of the Amer- 
ican Metal Company seized as enemy- 
owned during the war. The indictment 
on which Mr. Daugherty and Colonel 
Miller are being tried charges that 
they defrauded the Government of 
their unbiased judgment in passing 
this claim. It is alleged that they 
skared with the late John T. King, 
Republican National Committeeman, 
and the late Jess W. Smith, friend of 
Mr. Daugherty, a $441,000: bribe paid 
by Richard Merton, German capitalist, 
to have the claim rushed through. 


Goff Admits Previous Errors. 


Senator Goff, who signed the clair: 
grant, said Mr. Daugherty had no 
knowledge of the case when the claim 
was bere | discussed. ross-examined 
by United States Attorney Emory ‘. 
Buckner, Senator Goff admitted that 
he had made errors in his testimony 
before the Grand Jury mvestigating 
the conspiracy charges. He confessed 
that when he told the Grand Jury he 
had not read any of the papers in the 
American Metal case he had uninten- 
tionally misstated the facts, as he now 
recalled that he had read some of the 
papers and believed the claim to be 
just. 

“But,” added Senator Goff, ‘‘nobody 
in your office, Mr. Buckner, did me 
the courtesy to ask if I would like to 
reac the records in the case. I testi- 
fied before the Grand Jury accordi g 
to the best of my recollection, but not 
having had my recollection refreshed 
by the records, it might have been in- 
adequate.”’ 

Albert Ottinger, Attorney General of 
New York State, was called for a brief 
examination. He said he had been an 
Assistant Attorney General under Mr. 
Daugherty, whose instructions to all 
his assistants had always been to 
“leave politics at the doorstep and 
never let them influence your de- 
cisions; let us just be loyal in spite 
of criticisms and let us do our job.” 

Mr. Ottinger said he had never heard 
Mr. Daugherty discuss the American 
Metal case. He declared he had never 
come in contact with Jess Smith on 
official matters. The prgsecution has 
alleged that Smith hahdled official 
matters for Mr. paneer? although 
occupying no official position. 


Discuss Ground for Claim. 

When Senator Goff was recalled Mr. 
Buckner asked him why he had not 
requested to see the records in the 
case when he was called before the 
Grand Jury. The Senator replied that 
he would not have thought of delaying 
the procedure to read the voluminous 
records. Mr. Buckner then declared 
that the claim had been made on the 
ground that the property involved had 
been transferred to neutral. owners 
(the Société Suisse) by oral agreement 
ten days before the war. He asked the 
witness if he had signed the claim on 
that ground only. 

“I do not agree with your conclu- 
sion,’”’ replied Senator Goff. ‘‘In my 
opinion and that of an eminent Swiss 
jurist, the legal transfer was made in 
1910 and subsequent attempts to trans- 
fer the property did not affect that 
original transfer. At the first trial 
Max D. Steuer and Colonel William

SENATE OPENS DEBATE 
ON CANYON DAM BILL 


Opposition by Ashurst and Smoot 
Indicates Little Hope of a 
Vote at This Session. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 18 (#).—The 
Swing-Johnson Boulder Canyon Dam 
bill finally was taken up late today by 
the Senate, with little possibility that 
it will come to a vote there in this 
Congress. 

Opponents permitted the motion of 
Senator Johnson, Republican, Califor- 
nia, co-author of the bill, to have it 
made the unfinished business to pre- 
vail, but served notice that within a 
few days they would move to displace 
it. Leaders predicted that such a move 
would succeed.

Chairman Snell of the Rules Committee 
indicated a decision is likely next week 
by his committee on a request that the

Assailing the measure in the Senate 
as an attempt to coerce Arizona into 
signing the Colorado River compact, 
Senator Ashurst, Democrat, announced 
he would propose an amendment to 
strike out the vita! provision to appro- 
priate $125,000,000 for construction of 
the dam and an all-American Irriga- 
tion Canal, 

Senator Smoot, Republican, Utah, 
served notice he also would fight the 
bill, ‘‘with all the power in my body,” 
and that next w he would move to 
displace it.

Phi Beta Kappa Row in City College | 
Prevents Elections From Two Classes 











In an editorial in The Campus, the 
undergraduate néwspaper at City Col- 
lege, it was revealed yesterday that a 
deadlock had prevented the election of 
any members of the latest two gradu- 
ating classes to the institution’s chap- 
ter of Phi.Beta Kappa, honorary scho- 
lastic fraternity. 

The editorial charged that the dead- 
lock had been over the admittance to 
the fraternity of a former. editor of The 
Campus who was a leader in the stu- 
dent campaign of 1925 to abolish com- 

ulsory mili training. A member 
of the fratern! y declared that it had 
been due to the efforts of a group of 
fraternity members to force a reform 
of election methods. The rules call 
for elections after each half-year term, 
and as a result of the deadlock the 
classes of June, 1926, and February, 
1927, are still unrepresented in the 
chapter. AlJl candicates put forward 
have been blackballed. : 

Felix §. Cohen, son of Professor 
Morris Cohen of the college, is the 
young man the question of whose ad- 
mittance to the fraternity caused the 
deadlock, according to the editorial. 
He was not mentioned by name, but 
John Kenneth Ackley, editor in chief 
and writer of the editorial, admitted 
that Cohen was the person he meant. 
Cohen received ‘Magna Cum Laude’ 
honors with two other uates of 
last June, and Ackley pointed out that 
one ee ete for admission to the 
fraternity is ‘‘scholarship,” the others 
being *‘manliness and integrity.” 

The editorial in The Campus said: 

“When any group of men becomes s0

SEVEN FOUND SLAIN 
IN UTICA TENEMENT 


Police Say That Idle Teamster 
Slew Family and Himself 
to Prevent Starvation. 








THROATS OF ALL WERE CUT 





Week-Old Tragedy Is Revealed 
When Patrolmen Break Into 
the Squalid Home.

UTICA, N. Y., Feb. 18.—A family of 
seven were found slain in their squalid 
home in a tenement district this after- 
noon, when neighbors became suspi- 
cious because none of the members had 
been seen about the house for a week. 
The police believe that the father, Guy 
M. Taylor, a teamster, 36, killed his 
wife and children to prevent them fram 
starving and then committed suicide. 
The throats of all had been cut with 
a large knife or razor, both of which 
were found near the bodies. 

Taylor had been out of work for 
some time, and the interior of the home 
showed that the family were in des- 
perate circumstances. 

The police say that Taylor evidently 
cut the throats of his wife and chil- 
dren as they slept. Then he slashed 
his own jugular vein. All the victims 
but Owen, 14, were lying in bed. He 
had put up a struggle and was found 
lying on the floor with his head 
against a bedpost. 

Two of the children, Goldie and Al- 
bert, were on one bed, and Elizabeth, 
16, the oldest, and the baby, 3, were 
on another bed. 

All the doors were locked and the 
shades drawn, indicating that the mur- 
ders and suicide were deliberate. 

Coronor Holden found a crust of 
bread and a bit of sugar in the cup- 
board. There was but one chair and 
a bench in the kitchen. 

Taylor's last pay envelope, marked 
$23.50, was found empty on a shelf. 
His employment ceased Feb. 4. He had 
been idle since, although he tried to 
get work, neighbors said. 

A neighbor reported to the police to- 
day that he had seen nothing of the 
Taylor family since last Friday. He 
said he was suspicious because Taylor 
played an accordion every night and 
the children were ordinarily merry. 
He had seen a kerosene lamp burning 
last Friday and Saturday, and then it 
went out because of lack of oil. The 

lice then broke into the house. It is 
elieved the family had lain dead since 
Friday night.

BODY OF ARCHITECT 
FOUND BESIDE TRACK 


Eric S. Mildner, 29, of Detroit 
Yacht Club, Is Decapitated 
Near Mount Vernon Station. | 








POLICE CALL CASE SUICIDE 





But Acquaintances Are Unable to 
Explain Such an Act—Victim Was 
Michigan University Graduate. 





The body of Eric C. Mildner, 29 years 
old, a graduate of the University of 
Michigan and a member of the De- 
troit Yacht Club, was found decapi- 
tated near the Chester Heights Sta- 
tion of the New York, Westchester & 
Boston Railroad, in Mount Vernon 
yesterday morning. Although the 
Mount Vernon police and Medical Ex- 
aminer Amos O. Squire of Westches- 
ter County pronounced the death due 
to suicide, acquaintances of Mr. Mild- 
ner in New York were unable to 
ascribe any reason for such an act. 

Mr. Mildner’s identity was learned 
through papers found in his pocket, 
and through the key to his room at 
the Hotel Shelton, Lexington Avenue 
and Forty-ninth Street. An automo- 
bile driver’s license made out in his 
name was found, together with $41 in 
bills, $1.22 in coins, a gold watch and 
chain, a platinum penknife and blank 
checks of the American Exchange Pa- 
cific National Bank. There were also 
memorandum cards for the Detroit 
Yacht Club and the University of 
Michigan Union of Ann Arbor, Mich. 

Friend Identifies Body. 

Howard M. Battin of the Hotel Shel- 
ton, one of Mildner’s closest friends, 
positively identified the body at the 
Burr Davis morgue in Mount Vernon, 
and gave the Mount Vernon police 
what information he had concerning 
Mr. Mildner. 

According to Mr. Battin, Mr. Mildner 
was to have been a guest at a dinner 
party at the hotel Thursday night, and 
his absence caused comment. 

Trainmen discovered the body about 
8 o'clock yesterday morning lying 
alongside the New York bound track, 
about 600 feet south of the Chester 
Heights Station. In addition to the 
decapitation, the right hand was also 
severed from the body. 

The police, in their reconstruction of 
the death, said that they believed that 
Mr. Mildner had placed his head on 
the rails in front of an approaching 
train, as the absence of any disar- 
rangement of the clothing discredited 
the belief that he might have been 
knocked down and run over. 

Mr. Mildner had been dead for sev- 
eral hours when his body was found, 
according to the police, who also re- 
ported that the head had been severed 
above the collar, and that the collar 
and tie were undisturbed. 


Was Graduated in 1925. 


The Mount Vernon police learned 
that Mr. Mildner, who graduated from 
the University of Michigan in 1925, had 
been in New York about a year and a 
half, and at one time had worked for 
the firm of McKim, Mead & White, 
architects, later working for Cass Gil- 
bert, also an architect. Last October 
Mr. Mildner took a position with Fred- 
erick L. Ackerman, an architect, with 
offices at 22 West Forty-fourth Street, 
rine 9 he worked until the time of his 

eath. 

Inquiry at the Ackerman offices yes- 
terday threw no light on any reason 
that Mr. Mildner might have had for 
committing suicide, it being said that 
little was known of him. 

According to Mr. Battin, Mr. Mildner 
was supervising the construction of a 
house in Westchester County, for 
which his office had made the eee 
The location of the house, Mr, ttin 
believed, was in Pelham. 

Mr. Battin also informed Captain 
Michael Silverstein of the Mount Ver- 
non police, who was in charge of the 
investigation into the death, that Mr, 
Mildner’s mother, father, sister and 
brother lived in Detroit, at 2,524 Field 
Avenue, and that an uncle, Richard 
Mildner, was senior partner of the firm 
of Mildner & Bisen, architects, 924 
Hammond Building, Detroit. Tele- 
grams were sent to the Detroit police, 
but no reply had been received late 
last night.

MISSION’S VALUE-STRESSED 





President. Says Vincent Massey's 
Presence In Washington Will 
“Markedly” Advance Coun- 
tries’ Relations. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The estab- 
lishment of a diplomatic mission to 
this country by Canada was declared 
by President Coolidge today, in receiv- 
ing Vincent Massey as the first Can- 
adian Minister to the United States, to 
be “a striking proof of the importance 
and extent of the contacts and rela- 
tions of the two ccuntries.”’ 


The presentation of his letters of 
credence by Mr. Massey was accom- 
panied by expressions by both officials 
of the enduring friendship the peoples 
of Canada and the United States have 
for each other. 

The new Minister said his mission 
had been established in the hope that 
it would strengthen the cordial senti- 
ments existing between Canada and 
the United States. 

The relations between the two coun- 
tries, Mr. Coolidge said in reply, would 
be ‘‘markedly’’ advanced by the chance 
for direct mutual exchanges of opinion 
offered by Mr. Massey’s presence in 
Washington, 

The ceremony by which Mr. Massey 
assumed the full authority of office 
was held at the White House in the 
presence of officials and aides. Ac- 
companying the Canadian Minister was 
Sir Esme Howard, the British Am- 
bassador. 

They were escorted to the Blue 
Room and then into the Red Room, 
where at the conclusion of the formal 
exchanges they indulged in a few min- 
utes of gene conversation. Mr. Mas- 
sey also presented to Mr. Coolidge M. 
M. Mahoney and Thomas A. Stone, 
secretaries of the new legation. 

The Minister was presented to the 
President by J. Butler Wright, As- 
sistant Secretary of State, and Mr. 
Coolidge was attended by his military 
and naval aides. 


Mr. Massey’s Message. 


In presenting his letters of credence 
Mr. Massey said: 3 
“Mr. President: I have the great 


honor of placing in your hands the 
letters of credence by which his Bri- 
tannic Majesty accredits me as his 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to represent the Do- 
minion of Canada in the United 
States. 

“I consider myself highly fortunate, 
sir, to have the privilege of being the 
first envoy from my country to be 
accredited to the Government of your 
great republic. 

“For upward of a century the rela- 
tions between these democracies have 
been those of unbroken friendship. 
My mission has been established in 
the confident hepe that it will serve to 
strengthen those cordial sentiments 
which exist between Canada and the 
United States, as well as between the 
United States and the empire of which 
Canada is part. 

“I shall be both proud and happy 
to do all that lies in my power to help 
in the achievement of these great ends. 
In the discharge of such a mission of 
international understanding it is a 
source of deep satisfaction to be confi- 
dent of your sympathetic interest and 
the friendly assistance of your Admin- 
istration. 

“Allow me, Mr. President, on behalf 
of his Majesty’s Canadian Government 
and the people of Canada, to convey to 
you, sir, assurances of their high and 
sincere regard, and permit me through 
you to give the people of the United 
States a pledge of Canada’s enduring 
friendship and continued good wishes 
for their happiness and welfare.”’ 

In reply President Coolidge said: 

“Mr. Minister: It gives me pleasure 
to receive from you the letters by 
which his Majesty King George ac- 
credits you as his Envoy Hxtraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to repre- 
sent the interests of the Dominion of 
Canada in the United States, and to 
accord you formal recognition in that 
capacity. °

Here is the essence of the McNary- 
Haugen farm bill as it was passed by 
Congress: 

It provides a revolving fund of $250,- 
000,000 to finance the handling of farm 
surpluses. This fund ultimately is to 
be returned to the Treasury. 

To defray the cost of administering 
the act an equalization fee is to be 
levied upon an agricultural product in 
which an emergency is held to exist, 
the collection to be made at the proc- 
essing point. 

Wheat, corn, hogs, cotton, rice and 
tobacco are the basic cgmmodities 
designated by the bill. 

A board, to consist of twelve mem- 
bers, one from a dis- 
trict, to be chosen by farm organiza- 
tions, would be established to remove 
farm surpluses from the market.

| The statement, intended as a reply 
| to that of Secretary of State Kellogg 
| this week, named as among the com- 
| panies which have not complied with 
| the law the Huasteca Petroleum Com- 
is | pany, the Mexican Petroleum Com- 
| pany, the Mexican Gulf Oil Company 
| and the Mexican Sinclair: Petroleum 
| Corporation and twelve other com- 
panies whose production: varied from 
nothing to 98,269 cubic meters of oil. 
The statement denies that Article 
| XXVI1 of the Mexican ‘Constitution 
| prohibits the granting of concessions to 
alien interests or aliens, and declares 
that all it does is to grant uncondi- 
| tional mineral development rights to 
Mexicans by birth or naturalization. 
The statement also asserts that the 
United States discriminates against 
foreigners in the granting of permits 
to prospect for carbonates, chlorides, 
sulphates, borates, silicates and nitrate 
of potassium, and in land leases in the 
States of Arizona, California, Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Ore- 
| gon, Washington and Wyoming for 
gold, silver, copper or other metallif- 
erous mining operations. 
Text of the Statement. 


The statement reads: 


Facts in regard to the controversy : 


of certain foreign companies which 
have failed to comply with the Mexi- 
can oil law and its regulations. 

There are instances of concessions, 
prior to May 1, 1917, given by the 
Mexican Government not only for 
the exploration and oil exploitation 
of Government lands, but also on 
lands owned by private concerns and 
individuals. 

Although the mining laws of 1884, 
1892 and 1909 classified this oil ex- 
ploitation on a different basis than 
the exploitation of mines, the Petro- 
leum law of 1901 provided: 

“Article I—The Federal Government 
is also authorized to issue patents in 
virtue of which, in accordance with 
the provisions of this law, the exploi- 
tation of sources or deposits of petro- 
leum or gaseous carburets of hydro- 
gen is to be conducted.”’ 

In compliance with this law con- 
cessions were given by the Mexican 
Government to foreign oil companies. 
For instance, on May 22, 1908, the 
American, Harold Walker, represent- 
ing the “‘Huasteca Petroleum Com- 
pany,’ was authorized by public 
document by the Secretary of Fomen- 
to, Colonization and Industry of the 
Republic of Mexico to exploit lands 
owned by that company, in the fol- 
lowing terms: 

“The company called ‘Huasteca 
Petroleum Company’ is authorized 
to undertake explorations of the sur- 
face and of the subsoil which belong 
to said company and in those in 
which it may be able to carry on 
such works by proper legal title, 
with the purpose of discovering 
springs or deposits of petroleum or 
mineral asphalt of carburate, of 
hydro-carburets of hydrogen, of nat- 
ural combustible gas and their de- 
rivatives.”’ 


Says Aliens Can Get Rights.- 


The authorization to which this ar- 
ticle refers dealt exclusively with the 
lands located in the five cantons. 
most northerly of the State of Vera 
Cruz and the districts or counties 


immediately adjacent to the States 
of Tamaulipas and San Luis Potosi. 

Article XX VII of the Mexican Con- 
stitution of 1917 does not prohibit the 
granting of concessions to foreigners. 
It only establishes that the right of 
Mexicans by birth or naturalization 
and Mexican cérporations to obtain 
concessions to develop mines, waters 
or mineral fuels in the Republic is 
unconditional, and gives under cer- 
tain conditions the same rights to 
foreigners. 

Discrimination between citizens 
and aliens exists also in the United 
States regarding permits to prospects

Clause on Foreigners Quoted. 


The condition established by Ar- 
ticle XXVII of the Mexican Consti- 
tution in.order to give to aliens the 
same rights granted to nationals is 
expressed ‘as follows: 

“The nation may grant the same 


right to foreigners, provided they 
agree before the Department of For- 
eign Relations to be considered Mex- 
icans in respect. to.such property 
(that acquired in Mexico) and ac- 
cordingly not to invoke the protec- 
tion of their Government in respect 
to the same.”’ 

This provision is by no means new 
in Mexico, nor was it established for 
the first time in the Constitution of 
1917. In the concession already men- 
tioned, given in 1908 by the Govern- 
ment of Porfirio Diaz to the ‘‘Huas- 
teca Petroleum Company,’ a similar 
provision was included in Paragraph 
23, which reads as follows: 

“The concessionaire company shall 
be considered as Mexican, being sub- 
ject, both as to the company itself 
and as to the foreigners who have 
part in its business in the character 
of stockholders, employed, or in 
whatever other character, to the 
laws and courts of the republic. 

“Never can it allege in respect to 
the property and business of the en- 
terprise any right of extraterritori- 
ality, under whatever pretext, and 
it shall. have solely the right and 
means. of making them valid which 
the laws ‘of the republic: concede to 
Mexicans. It shall consequently not 
be able to make appeal under the 
said business: to ‘foreign diplomatic 
agen’ 

The same provision may be found 
in similar contracts entered into by 
the Mexican Goverhment with for- 
eign corporations prior to 1917 for the 
exploitation of natural resources and 
in other contracts for the construc- 
tion’ of “public utility works, rail- 
ways, harbors, &c.

cided to go 1,500 miles to Urga and 
take an automobile from there to Pe- 
kin, a journey, of only four days. 

They went through the great Turfan 
depression, the deepest place on the 
earth’s surface not filled with water, 
a place where the dried alkali is 
broken up in cakes like ice in a jam, 
and on to :Urumchi, the capital of 
Chinese, Turkestan. 

Then came the problem of crossing 


Mongolia. Every one they asked told 
them that it would be safe, although 
they learned later that nobody in that 
part of the world knows what is a 
day’s journey away from him. They 
sent back their specimens, and with 
only one’ servant went on to Kutch- 
engtze, where they obtained a camel 
train. On Now 1, last year, they 
entered Mongolia. 


Captured by Mongol Raiders. 


‘“‘We had gone about 100 miles,”’ said 
Mr. Clark, ‘“‘when, one night at dusk, 
we were surrounded by armed men. 


They took us to a little camp, and as 
we rode along they examined our bag- 
gage, touching our boxes and our 
rifles. They had Russian caps and 
the star of the Russian soldier. 

‘“‘When we reached a round tent the 
Mongols took us.inside. We left our 
rifles and all our equipment outside. 
There in the dusk was a little fire, 
with men sitting around it, silently, 
smoking short pipes with tiny bowls. 

“They paid no attention to us, and 
although that is the native way, they 
were more.aloof than usual, it seemed 
to us. They just looked at us now 
and then and said nothing. 

‘‘We asked for the officer in charge 
and.there was no response. I took out 
a folding lamp and put a candle in it, 
so that I could show them my pass- 
port. It meant nothing to them; they 
had never heard of America. They 
threw it aside. Then we used a letter 
in Russian to the Russian Consul, be- 
cause we had heard the Mongols were 
controlled by the Russians, but they 
threw that aside. Then we suspected 
we were in for trouble. 


Weapons Taken by Captors. 


“We learned later that they had 
taken our guns and revolvers and bags 
off our saddles and also stripped our 
camel train. Finally they began to 
and that looked bad. One 
man would come in and whisper and 
then go out, and another would come 
in and-whisper and go out. 

‘* ‘Bill,’ I said, ‘we’re in wrong.’ 

“I started to get up and go out and 
a man shouted to me. Bill said he 


thought that meant he wanted us to 
stay, so we stood there. Then one 
of the men put his hand on our ser- 
vant’s face and pushed him over back- 
ward, contemptuously. Then we set 
down again. We didn’t want to force 
trouble. ° ¢ } 

“Things ,began to happen quickly 
then. Men shouted and others came 
in with ropes and got behind me. I 
thought they were going to strangle 
me with the rope, so I kept my eye 
on them as much as possible, although 
it would have done no good to antici- 
pate trouble. 

“Two of them too¥ me by the shoul- 
ders and threw me down, and two 
others did the same to Bill. Then they 
sat on us and tied the rope around our 
wrists, pulling it as tight as two men 
could pull it. It cut into the flesh and 
hurt a good deal. 

“When we were on our feet a big 
man looked over at me and for some 
reason took a-swing at me with his 
hand. I don’t know whether he was 
aiming at my pipe, which was still in 
my mouth, or my head. I ducked and 
he knocked the bowl of the pipe right 
off the stem. Showers of sparks went 
flying through the air. The stem 
stayed in my mouth and he knocked 
that out. 


Water Tightens Wrist Cords. 


“They looked bad then. Their eyes 
were giary, like the eyes of men ex- 
cited by cruelty. One of them took 
a pan of boiling water from the fire, 
and Bill yelled, ‘They’re going to scald 
me.’ I could not see at first what they 
were doing, and I couldn’t have helped 


him anyway, but after a while I saw 
they were pouring ‘the water on the 
rope around our wrists to make it 
tighter. That was to be the torture, 
apperently, for the rope was as tight 
as the men could make it. 

“After that they went through our 
pockets and emptied: them of every- 
thing. I supposed they were doing it 
because it would be easier. to do it 
while. we were alive than when we 
were dead. We couldn’t possibly get 
away. If we got outside we would 
freeze to death, as it was way below 
zero. The only reason we could see 
for tying us was that they might 
finally kill us. 

‘Our servant had been talking to one 
of the men and I asked him what he 
had heard. He said they were going 
to kill us. That was no news; it 
sounded reasonable. Our hands got 
cold and, we put them over the fire to 
keep them from freezing. One of the 
men pushed Bill over. Our hands were 
swollen then. They felt like balls of 
fire, and there were pains up our 


arms. 

‘We wondered how long it would 
take to find out what had become of 
us and how the news would leak out. 
We were glad we had insurance, and 
each promised that if by any chance 
he came through and the other didn't 
he would look after the other man’s 
wife. We weren't afraid any more; we 
didn’t care what happened, except that 
we hoped they would shoot us and 


make it snappy instead of torturing us 
to death. Our arms hurt so then that 
phe being ane would have been a 
relief. 


Tried Fainting to Escape Pain. 


“I tried to faint and so did Bill, so 
we wouldn’t feel the pain..I would 
keep quiet and so would he, and then 
I would say, ‘Bill, are you out yet?’ 
And he would say, ‘No, how do you 
feel?’ ‘Oh, pretty good,’ I’d say. After 
a while men came in with guns and 
Bill said, ‘Well, we are going to get it 
now.’ 

“They took us out and tied us back 
to back to a pole in another and 
smaller tent. We were placed sitting 
down, our elbows fastened together, 
and ropes .from: our elbows to our 
knees. That didn’t matter; a little 
more didn’t make any difference. 

“They put my cap on my head and it 
fell down over my eyes so I couldn’t 
see, and that did. make it worse. There 
was no fire in this tent, but we didn’t 
feel the cold because of the pain. We 
were so nervous we were sweating. 

“After a while they came in and felt 
our hands. We thought they must be 
frozen, and we wondered what we 
would do if we got out without our 
hands. I said I wouldn’t go home 
to my wife and be a burden to her, 
and Bill said he hadn’t thought that 
far ahead. I don’t know how long 
that night was, but they finally took 
the ropes off and we got back a spark 
of hope. 

“Then they brought us tea, and we 
got more hopeful that we weren’t to 
be tortured to death. It was amazing 
how quickly our hands got back to 
normal. In an hour they were almost 
all right, although some of the nerves 
are broken, and I still get little elec- 
trical shocks in them where the nerves 
are smashed. 


Cried on Regaining Caravan. 


“They had more long conferences 
about us, and refused to let us go 
forward or back. the way we had 
come, They told us. we would have 
to go as we were, without equipment, 
a distance of 250 miles over the moun- 
tains, with the temperature sometimes 


40 below zero, accompanying a party 
of soldiers. I knew we couldn’t stand 
that, and finally they agreed to let 
us have our caravan and go on to 
Kobdo under guard. When they tald 
us we could have our caravan, which 
meant life to us. I was so unnerved 
from the reaction to suspense and tor- 
ture that I cried.” 

That was the end of their suffering. 
They were released in Kobdo through 
the intervention of a Russian, and 
made their way to the Transsiberian 
Railroad and Peking, where they ar- 
rived on Jan. 1. They had been in 
the interior of Asia nine months and 
had traveled thousands of miles. 

The expedition brought back, in ad- 
dition to the specimens for the Asiatic 
Hall of the museum, more than 18,000 
feet of moving picture film and 4,000 
stili photographs. 








COOLIDGE EXPLAINS 
FORCE IN NICARAGUA 


More Marines Sent Because 
Americans There Are Alarmed 
Over Liberals Getting Arms. 


SACASA DENIES MEXICAN AID 


He Charges We Help Diaz and 
Delay Liberal Victory — Talk in 
Managua of Our Intervention. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—President 
Coolidge let it be known today that 
American marines were being rushed 
to Nicaragua because of reports that 
arms were being sent to the Liberal 
revolutionists there by land and sea, 
and because these reports were causing 
great anxiety to American residents in 
that country. 

The Administraticn decided that if 
these reports were true marines should 
be concentrated in Nicaragua to give 
the fullest protection to American life 
and property in the revolution-torn 
country. 

It was admitted that it was difficult 
to judge the. truth of the reports and 
to ascertain. from. what source arms 
were being shipped. But it was con- 
cluded by the Administration that the 
wisest course to follow was to assume 
that the reports were reliable and to 
take immediate action. 

According to reports, the prospects 
of Rear Admiral Latimer’s obtaining 
an ‘agreement between Dr. Sacasa, the 
Liberal claimant to the Presidency, 
and Adolfo Diaz, who has been recog- 
nized as President by the United 
States, are somewhat remote, because 
of the recent victory of General Mon- 
cado, in charge of. the Liberal forces. 
The latter declined to accede to the de- 
sires of Dr. Sacasa for a settlement 
and therefore the negotiations were 
interrupted. 

General Moncado has 2,000 men, 3,000 
rifles and a large supply of ammuni- 
tion. The reports say that, even if 
General Moncado is unable to make 
headway against the Conservative 
forces, he can continue guerrilla war- 
fare, which might lead to demoraliza- 
tion of business and result in great 
danger to American lives and property. 


More Marines Are on the Way. 


The cruiser Trenton left Guanta- 
namo Bay today with 200 marines for 
Nicaragua. The cruiser.is expected to 
make about 22 knots, arriving at Nica- 
ragua in three days.

‘Sacasa Sees Danger of Clashes.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 18.—In an in- 
direct message to Dr. Pedro Zepeda, 
Liberal Nicaraguan Minister to Mexico, 
Dr. Sacasa protests against the action 
of the United States in sending more 
marines and airplanes to Nicaragua. 


The méssage charges that the Amer- 
ican Government is extending the 
neutral zones solely with the object of 
keeping Adolfo Diaz in office against 
the wishes of the majority of.the citi- 
zens of Nicaragua and ‘predicts clashes 
between Liberal troops and American 
marines if the alleged American pol- 
icy of preventing Liberals from fol- 
lowing up their victories continues. 

Dr. Sacasa adds that ne cannot be 
held responsible if his followers, who 
are citizens of Nicaragua, refuse to 
obey American orders regarding what

Dr. Sacasa’s representatives in Costa 
Rica, his supporter here said, searched 
the records there, but since the vital 
statistics covered only the last few 
years, they could find no record of 
Sefior Diaz’s birth. However, he con- 
tinued, they did obtain affidavits from 
reliable citizens of EEsparta, who de- 
clared he was born there. 

These affidavits, followers of Dr. Sa- 
casa say, show that Sefior Diaz has 
violated Article CII of the Nicaraguan 
Constitution, which states that the 
President of Nicaragua must be a na- 
tive. 

Dr. Sacasa will send photostat copies 
of these affidavits to Washington, it is 
said, in an attempt to convinced the 
American Government that it is con- 
tributing to a flagrant violation of the 
Nicaraguan Constitution. 


Managua Talks of Our Intervention. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb. 18 (#).— | 


Talk of American intervention in Nica- 
ragua to end the struggle now going 
on between the Conservatives and Lib- 
erals is heard everywhere in Managua. 

In some quarters the opinion is ex- 
pressed that it will be the best thing 
for the country, but there are differ- 
ences in the method of procedure which 
would be acceptable. Interested Sena- 
tors who are supporters of Adolfo 
Diaz, have obtained a copy of the 
United States-Haiti treaty and have 
discussed it in the Nicaraguan Con- 
gress.

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The Conservative 
private bill to prevent the entry of 
foreign contributions for the assistance 
of one side or the other in British in- 
dustrial disputes was defeated in the 
House of Commons tonight by 193 to 
75 votes. 

It was supposed to be a free vote, but 
as the Home Secretary pronounced 
against the bill, the majority of Con- 
servatives voted against it. 

R. Mitchell-Banks, the Conservative 
mover of the bill, declared it was a 
translation into the legislation of the 
British instinct of resenting foreign in- 
terference in British affairs. 

This national instinct, he said, was 
manifested by the Trades Union Con- 
gress itself, when it refused the Rus- 
sian subscription to the general strike. 

The miners had accepted a smaller 
offer, he continued, but it had proved 
“malignant charity,” since it had only 
increased distress by encouraging ob- 
stinacy. 

W. T. Kelly, Labor, moved the bill’s 
rejection because it would cause in- 
ternational complications and thus lib- 
erate a conspiracy against the trades 
unions. F. H. Rose, Labor, speaking 
as a convinced anti-communist,. ridi- 
culed the measure, which, far from 
blistering Communism, would supply 
it with endless propaganda. 

C. E. Lloyd, Conservative, denounced 
the bill as another futile attempt by 
politicians to interfere with industry. 
It was better, he said, to face and 
fight revolutionary agitators direct. 

J. Bromley and E. Scrymgeour, La- 
bor, contended that the bill would side- 
track the forces of moderation from 
their main objective. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the Home 
Secretary, said that the Government 
would permit a free vote, but coun- 
seled the rejection of the bill because 
its repercussions were almost incal- 
culable and because it was not the 
right way to deal with the Red men- 
ace. The question was to distinguish 
between illegal strikes and legal in- 
dustrial action, he said. In the latter 
case the Government did not feel able 
to interfere with foreign contributions, 


and in the former case it had already 
done s0.

PARIS, Feb. 18.~Further attempts 
by Deputies eager for knowledge as to 
the Government’s future financial plans 
failed signally during today’s debate in 
the Chamber to get any indication 
from Premier Poincaré as to his in- 
tentions. He refused blankly to give 
any indication as to whether or not he 
intended to attempt stabilization of the 
franc, 

‘In the present situation,” he said, 
‘it is impossible, and no one can say 
whether or not it will be practicable 
during the lifetime of the present Leg- 
islature.

Legal stabilization is much 
more difficult than de facto stabiliza- 
tion.

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PARIS MOVIE CLIMAX 


Young American Dentist Shoots 
Himself as Alleged Rival for 
Wife Appears on Film. 








ATTEMPT CAREFULLY TIMED 





Youth Had Written Letters Saying 
It Would Be the “Dying Protest 
of an Anguished Soul,’ 
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PARIS, Feb. 18.—A large and fash- 
ionable audience which packed the new 
Boulevard Theatre last night to see 
the German film ‘“‘Varieties’’ were the 
terrified witnesses of the last act of 
an American drama of real life when 
Dr. Gilbert Leslie Leon, aged 29, an 
American dentist, well known in 
Paris and Biarritz, shot himself as a 
final protest against the English star 
of the film for whom his wife had left 
him several months ago. 

To add to the realism of the already 
dramatic situation the would-be suicide 
timed his action with that of the mo- 
tion’ picture in which the handsome 
young English star runs away with 
the wife of one of the principal char- 
acters of the story. 

A shot and then a low moan directed 
the attention of the entire house to the 
front row, where they saw a young 
man in evening dress slip from his 
seat to the floor as the blood ran from 
a large wound near his heart. Dr. 
Leon, who is said to have once lived 
in New York, was rushed to a hospital 


and tonight the res said there 
was little hope for his recovery. 


Letters te Writers Told of Intent. 


Dr. Leon evidently planned his unique 
attempt at suicide some days in ad- 
vance, for yesterday evening, before 
entering the theatre, he posted letters 
to many prominent writers relating in 
great detail the reason for his decision. 

“I have failed to induce my wife to 
return to my home and in desperation 
I take this final means of registering 
the dying protest of a disillusioned and 
anguished soul,’’ he wrote. 

Accompanying the letters was a dos- 
sier of the alleged evidence of his dif- 
ficulties with his wife and a request 
that the whole be made public. 

The case attracted considerable at- 
tention in Paris, for never in the mem- 
ory of any one has a movie audience 
been treated to the dénouement of an 
actual tragedy simultaneously with the 
showing of a poignant screen drama. 

Demobilized from the American army 
in 1919 after honorable service in 
France, Dr. Leon met and fell in love 
with a beautiful young French girl at 
Nice. They were married soon after- 
ward, but Dr. Leon’s troubles. began 
almost immediately. 


Fought Duel Over Wife in Indo-China. 


His wife’s unusual beauty attracted 
the attention of men wherever the 
Leons were, and finally to prevent an 
impending separation the young dental 
surgeon gave up his practice and de- 
parted with his wife on a tour of the 
world, They visited the United States 
and the Far Hast, returning to Europe 
by way of Indo-China. 

In Indo-China, Dr. Leon fought a 
duel over his wife with a well-known 
Frenchman from Saigon, France, and, 
having seriously wounded his adver- 
sary, he was tried and sentenced to a 
year in prison. The sentence, however, 
was suspended and the Leons left for 
Europe. 

But other rivals soon appeared on 
the scene until, several months ago, 
Mme. Leon deserted her husband and 
joined the young Englishman in Ber- 
lin, Twice Dr. Leon went to Germany 
to attempt to effect a reconciliation, 
but each time his wife refused, the 
final attempt resulting in last night’s 
tragedy. 


AMERICANS OBTAIN 
RIGHTS IN TURKEY 


New Agreement Gives Them the 
Same Status as Nationals of 
Other Countries.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Until for- 
mal treaty arrangements are entered 
into, Americans in Turkey are to be 
accorded the same treatment as the 
nationals of other countries, under the 
agreement made by Rear Admiral 
Mark L. Bristol, American High Com- 
missioner at Constantinople, and the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs for Turkey.

Mr, Joyce said today that the first 
news he received that republication 
was intended in America was through 
an advertisement. He had never been 
asked to give his authorization nor has 
he received a cent of payment. 

“It is a simple case of piracy,” he 
said. ‘Roth seems to think that be- 
cause the book as published in Paris 
is banned from the United States 
mails I cannot take legal action there 
to recover damages, but I am assured 
that I can, and I am bringing suit.” 

Joyce’s work is only one of several 
which recently have been pirated in 
the United States, and among the 
most recent victims was the French 
writer, Paul Morand, one of whose 
books is now being reprinted without 
ng en and without payment 
ts) . 








Of James Joyce’s “Ulysses” it has 
been said that it can be understood 
only by a native of Dublin, where the 
scene is laid. Some critics have at- 
tacked it ag amazingly incoherent, 
while others have praised it as the 
finest modern work of fiction. Joyce 
employs the ‘“‘stream of conscious- 
ness’’ method in the book and records 
everything that passes in the minds of 
certain characters during a given 
period. The meticulousness with 
which he has pursued this method, in- 
cluding every thought or desire of his 
character, no matter how gross or how 
unusual, has prevented its publication 
in this country, 

Joyce himself is a Dubliner, and one 
of the main characters of ‘‘Ulysses’’ 
is Stephen Daedalus, a _ poetically 
minded Dublin youth who is also the 
protagonist of an earlier book, ‘‘A Por- 
trait of the Artist as a Young Man.” 
Joyce’s other works include ‘‘Dublin- 
ers,’”’ a book of short stories; ‘‘Exiles,”’ 
a play produced here several seasons 
ago, and ‘‘Chamber Music,”’ a sheaf of 
poems. .

GENEVA, Feb. 18.—The usefulness 
of the League of Nations to America 


was never better demonstrated than 
today, when the White Slavery and 
Health Committees, on which five 
Americans sat, concluded their sit- 
tings. 

e former had as its American rep- 
resentatives Colonel Snow and Bas- 
com Johnson. The American members 
of the latter committee were Surgeon 
General Cummings, Dr. Alice Hamil- 
ton and Professor Winslow. 

By a resolution adopted by the 
Health Committee Drs. Hamilton and 
Winslow were appointed advisory 
members. 

It should be mentioned that the As- 
sistant Director of the League Health 
Section is an American, Dr. Boudreau, 
and three other members of the sec- 
tion were trained in America. 

The White Slavery Committee, which 
was called on a proposal originally 
made by Grace Abbott of the United 
States Department of Labor and which 
is working on $75,000 supplied by the 
American Social Hygiene Bureau, has 
drafted for the Council a full report 
on the range of the great social evil. 

The report, after declaring that white 
slavery exists in a highly commer- 
clalized form, gives the details of its 
working, which will permit the manus 
Council to poaveve Measures to 
taken against it. ,; 

Although the Health Committee was 
convened for routine business it exam- 
ined at length the situation regarding 
influenza, reports regarding which 
have been ed for by several na- 
tional health bureaus, including Wash- 
ington. 

The International Health. Board. of 
the Rockefeller Foundation has con- 
tributed 750,000 Swiss francs for 
League health work, in addition to the 
Laseny's allowance of 1,000,000 Swiss 
rancs. 


HERRICK FLIES TO PARIS. 


American Envoy to France Returns 
From Visit to London.

PARIS, Feb. 18.—Ambassador Myron 
T. Herrick flew black to Paris this 
afternoon, having been fog-bound 
since Monday in London, where he 
went to see Ambassador Houghton in 
connection with President Coolidge’s 
naval disarmament proposals. 

Mr. Herrick’s sudden decision to fly 
to London last Friday, following the 
unfavorable reaction in France against 
the Coolidge proposals, attracted much 
attention. 

His plane was forced down at Folke- 
stone and the American envoy had to 
make the remainder of the journey to 
London by train. 

Today's air crossing was without in- 
cident, the Ambassador reaching Paris 
in time to go to the Chancellery to 
attend to business. 

He said that he highly recommended 
this mode of travel, even for an Am- 
bassador in his seventy-third year, al- 
though the Embassy staff intends to 
discourage their chief from taking 
more air trips, especially in the middle 
of Winter.

FORESTALLS OUR COMMENT 


To a Charge That France Seeks Big 
Navy, F:e Retorts That America 
Seeks Crulsers.

PARIS, Feb. 18.—Anticipating an un- 
favorable interpretation in America of 
France’s position on disarmament, as 
a result of Foreign Minister ,Briand’s 
recent reply to President Coolidge, 
Stephan Lausanne discusses in the 
Matin the relative status of France, 


England and America in the field of. 
armaments and anticipates that the at- 
titude of France is dictated only by 
the necessity of protecting her far- 
flung waterways and colonial posses- 
sions. 

“After the reply we have just sent 
to President Coolidge, M. Lausanne 
says, “‘we are going to hear them say 
across the water, ‘You see the French 
—they want a big navy as well as a 
big army. It is they who block any 
attempt to curb the race for arma- 
ments.’ ”’ 

M. Lausanne then cites statistics to 
prove that the French naval arma- 
ment, in comparison with that of other 
countries, is totally inadequate to 
meet its needs. He points out how, in 
several years, France will be without 
any heavy battleships. The six which 
France now possesses are of pre-war 
construction and those which were be- 
gun during the war have since been 
abandoned because of the enormous 
cost of building them and keeping 
them afloat. 


Compares Number of Light Cruisers. 


As to light cruisers, France has, or 
will have, seven, three of 9,000 tons and 
four of 10,000 tons. M. Lausanne ar- 
gues that there is nothing exaggerated 
in such a program, considering that 
the Treaty of Versailles permits Ger- 
many to possess a fleet of six light 


cruisers, although she has no longer 
an inch of colonial territory to protect. 

Italy in 1929 will have nine cruisers, 
of which four are actually under con- 
struction. England at the present time 
has 45 cruisers and 23 more are to be 
built. The United States has 10 mod- 
ern cruisers in service and its con- 
‘struction program calls for, eight 
others. 

“Leaving Germany out,” says M. 
@Lausanne, ‘‘and taking 1929 as a point 
of comparison, France will have the 
smallest tonnage of cruisers and Great 
Britain the largest.’’ 

Passing to torpedo destroyers and 
submarines, M. Lausanne points out 
that, whereas the United States since 
1918 has had in service 142 torpedo 
boats and 61 submarines, France even 
in 1929 wili not have more than 56 
torpedo boats and 67 submarines. Even 
Italy, he says, will have 67 torpedo 
boats and 58 submarines. 

“The total tonnage of the French 
fleet in 1929,’ says M. Lausanne, ‘‘will 
be less than it was in 1914. It will be 
less than the tonnage of the American, 
British or Japanese fleets, and just 
barely equal to the tonnage of the 
Italian fleet. And that is what the 
‘big French fleet’ -will amount to.”’ 


Contrasts Coast Lines and Colonies. 


In contrast with this distribution of 
tonnage, M. Lausanne emphasizes the 
relative amount of: coast line and water 
communication which each of these 
countries is called upon to protect, 
owing either to the situation of their 
colonies or the maintenance of naval 
bases. For instance, while the United 
States has 32,000 kilometers of water 
to keep open for the movement of its 
ships, France, by reason of the dis- 
tribution of its colonies, has 58,000 
kilometers. While the United States 
has.26,200 kilometers of coast liné \} 
protect, France has 18,000. 


Declares America Wants Cruisers. 


“Considering these figures,’’ con- 
cludes M. Lausanne, ‘‘what is the idea 
in the back of the heads of the Amer- 
icans? It is very simple, very human. 
The truth is extremely transparent. 
The truth is that the United States 


since the war has confined its entire 
effort to building capital ships. It has 
a fleet of heavy battleships which is 
practically the first in the world, and, 
in any case, equal to that of the Brit- 
ish; but they have completely neg- 
lected tne construction of light and 
fast cruisers of 10,000 tons. 

“They have ten modern. cruisers in 
service and twenty-three in construc- 
tion or contemplation. 

“Under these conditions is not Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s proposal easy to com- 
prehend?”’ 

In the final analysis, President Cool- 
idge’s proposal, according to M. 
Lausanne, becomes an attempt of the 
minority to override-the majority de- 
cision of the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission, that the question of limi- 
tation of armaments be examined as a 
whole with respect to land, air and 
sea forces, and not be split up into the 
consideration of separate categories. 


HITS FRENCH ONARMS REPLY 


London Writer Says They Should 
Be Mindful of Debt Here.

LONDON, Feb. 18.—Commenting on 
the French reply to President Cool- 
idge’s disarmament proposal, J. A. 
Spender, writing in The Westminster 
Gazette, says: 

“The French Government seems to 
be so convinced of the efficacy of sen- 
timental ties dating from the days of 
Lafayette which bind, or are supposed 
to bind, the two peoples together, that 
they do not feel the necessity of study- 
ing modern Americansopinion and are 
genuinely surprised when results, that 
other people expect, follow from their 
American demarches. 

“Apart from all other considerations, 
it certainly does not seem diplomatic 
to return an uncompromising negative 
.to the American proposal at the mo- 
ment when they are looking for fur- 
ther indulgence on the debt question.’’

One firm now has sixty more 
horses.than before the war, and is 
still displacing mechanical vehicles 
with horses whenever there is an 
opportunity. A good ‘‘vanner”’ now 
can be bought for £40, and will do 
comfortably anything: up to 150 
miles per week. 

A single horsé can be kept nowa- 
days for £1 to 25 shillings a week, 
and in a big stable this can be re- 
duced to 15 shillings. “With care, a 
horse doing ordinary work should 
serve for fifteen’ years. Horses 
have been found more economical 
than motor vehicles. 











SINCLAIR LEWIS RESTLESS.

the American novelist, who is now in 
London, confessed today that he could 
not keep still. 
‘“T have just finished a book,” he 
said. ‘I have been working hard for a 
year and all the time I have been 
homesick for England. For the last 
eleven years the longest time I have 
stayed in one place was eight months 
and that was when I was in London. 

“I. cannot keep still. If I stay like 
this my grandchildren will be tying 
me to a tree in the back yard.” 

Mr. Lewis declared that if it were 
not for the open fireplaces, red omni- 
buses and low buildings of London he 
would think he was in America. 

“T hear Americanism falling from the 
lips of English flappers and retired 
army colonels,” he said. ‘Whether 


the English language is being enrich- 
ed, I leave to you. 

“I have decided. to loaf about the 
world for two years and shall probably 
be all over the place unless stopped 
and made to write another book. 
Sometimes I wish I was just a plain, 
ordinary newspaper man again.” 


WILL SELL ITS OWN PAPER. 


Brompton Company Leaves Cana- 
dian Export Paper Company.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Feb. 18.—At 
the conclusion of the monthly meet- 
ing of directors of the Canadian Ex- 
port Paper Company it was announced 
by the President, George Chahoon Jr., 
that the Brompton Pulp and Paper 
Company had withdrawn from the or- 
ganization to set up its own selling 
agency, which had been made neces- 
sary by the company’s increased ton- 
nage and the need of extending its 
markets. 

Mr. Chahoon said it was with regret 
that they had learned of the intention 
of the Brompton, but its action was 
logical in view of its large expansion 
in the production of newsprint, which, 
together with its production of various 
papers, both in Canada and the States, 


had necessitated the development of a 
sales organization. 

Mr. Chahoon stated that customers 
in the United States heretofore sup- 
plied with paper from the Brompton 
Company by the Canadian Export Pa- 
per Company, Ltd., now would receive 
their newsprint from the mills of Price 
Brothers & Co. and the Laurentide 
Company. He said that these two com- 
panies now manufactured over 1,100 
tons a day of newsprint and were in- 
dependent of any surrounding groups 
or combinations of manufacturers. 


SHERRY FURNITURE SOLD.

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POR ARMS DELEGATE 


Provides for Participation in 
the League’s Conference, but 
Begg Gives France Warning. 


INSISTS ON DEBT PAYMENT 


Meanwhile Coolidge Awaits Replies 
of Other Powers Before Acting 
Further.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Passage by. 
the House today of the resolution, en- 
dorsed by the Administration, appro- 
priating $75,000 to meet expenses of 
American participation in meetings of 
the disarmament preparatory confer- 
ence to be held at Geneva in March 
under the auspices of the League of 
Nations was marked by a declaration 
by Representative Begg of Ohio, right- 
hand man of Speaker Longworth, that 
as a result of France’s refusal to join 
this Government in ‘further limiting 
naval armament, as proposed by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, France should be told 
that she would be expected to “‘walk 
right up’? and pay every cent of the 
war debt she owes the United States. 


While'the House debate was in prog- 
ress President Coolidge authorized the 
statement that he did not care at this 
time to add anything to what he had 
said in his message to the four powers 
and would have no further comment 
to make until Great Britain, Japan 
and Italy have also replied to his com- 
munication. 

In debate on the resolution which 
was passed by a viva voce vote, Rep- 
resentative Burton of Ohio, who has 
attended many gatherings abroad as 
spokesman for this Government, ex- 
pressed the hope that the time would 
come when the United States would 
enter the World Court. 

A suggestion by Representative Brit- 
ten of Illinois, ‘“‘Big-Navy’’ advocate, 
that sending a delegation to the pre- 
paratory conference at Geneva was a 
“futile gesture,’’ caused Representative 
Blanton of Texas to assert that Mr. 
Britten was attempting to pave the 
way for affirmative House action on 
the Senate 3-cruiser amendment in the 
naval bill. 

Mr. Begg approved the proposed ap- 
propriation and took exceptions to 
statements made by Democrats that 
the “United States was crawling 
through the back door of the League 
of Nations.’”’ He asserted that the 
powers of the world should receive no- 
tice that if the United States failed to 
find a spirit of cooperation among 
them in reducing armaments ‘‘it can 
and will build her national defense suf- 
ficient to command the respect of the 
world.”’ 

‘‘That is the kind of national defense 
I want,” continued Mr. Begg. ‘I do 
not want the body of my nation to 
become a weak and spineless institu- 
tion by lack of sufficient nourishment 
or exercise to the extent that she will 
become a laughing-stock to the nations 
of the world. Personally I want to see 
those nations who have turned down 
the request of the United States for 
disarmament in certain branches of 
national defense made to pay every 
single dollar of the debt they owe us 
and as fast as possible. 

“I want France to know that if she 
is not willing to join hands with the 
United States—a nation whose prece- 
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ture. I would say the thing to 
the other countries seeking loans in 
América. I would not loan money to 
a nation that would not at least agree 
to sit in a conference to find out if 
it ‘is not possible to reduce armaments 
and the cost of every single branch 
that looks toward war. Until all the 
nations of the world are willing to join 
hands, I will vote for. national de- 
fense equivalent or superior to any 
single power.’”’ ee 

In his address Mr. Burton, after 
telling how the United States has par- 
ticipated with committees and com- 
oa of the League of Nations, 

“I now come to this preliminary 
commission to present an agenda to 
the conference to be held at a later 
date for the limitation of armaments 
among nations. 


“Such a limitation is distinctly set 
forth in one of the articles of the 
League of Nations Covenant, and I 
want to say to you all that this as- 
sumes the very utmost importance. If 
there is one growing need of the world 
it is for peace, and every movement in 
the way of limiting armaments on sea 
or on land or in the air promotes that 
most beneficent object. We have at 
all times proclaimed our desire to do 
all that is possible in the way of limi- 
tation of armaments. 

“We have reduced our own army to 
less than 120,000 men, and I look with 
disfavor on any increase in our navy,

The mother of a 16-year-old girl, she 
has confidence in youth, thinks the 
church is lagging badly in its battle 
with the world and believes that the 
clean-up of .he theatre in New York 
was ‘“‘about due.”” The world is wear- 
ing seven-league boots today, she 
says, while the church trips along in 
slippers. Naturally the young folk are 
carried along by the world’e pace and 
it is up to the church to face the 
problem, she asserts. 


Says She Was Kidnapped. 


Her recent disappearance from Los 
Angeles, which attracted country- 
wide attention and grand jury inves- 
tigation, was caused by bandits who 
kidnapped her, she said. Stories that 


she had departed with Kenneth Ormis- 
ton, radio operator at the Angelus 
Temple where,she has_ conducted 
twenty services weekly and addressed 
thousands of persons, were created by 
political enemies, she added. 

She said that the membership in her 
temple had doubled since the trouble, 
and in her visits in the last five weeks 
on her way East she had been reas- 
sured by thousands that her cause had 
been strengthened. The Rev. John 
Roach Straton, an old friend, : tele- 
phoned to the Hotel McAlpin yesterday 
to convey his regards, and in her con- 
gregations yesterday afternoon and 
last evening a score or more of clergy- 
men were present. She declines to con- 
sider herself a misunderstood woman. 
She says she believes that not a single 
soul won over by her efforts has been 
lost. 

Mrs. McPherson says that Chicago 
and Los Angeles have been benefited 
by prohibition and that eventually its 
true value will be recognized. She de- 
sires to revisit scenes she knew in 
New York eight years ago before she 
discusses the trend in this city. 

“Yes, people drink in their homes 
and there are some drunkards,’”’ she 
admitted. “‘But I don’t see people 
staggering about as I saw them when 
I visited Australia, for instance. I 
don’t see men tottering as they leave

corner saloons. Those places are gone 
and the evils they brought are gone.”’ 

The Bible is taken literally by Mrs. 
McPherson. She believes that one 
method of meeting the suicide trend in 
schools is to stop the teaching of evo- 
lution and to ‘substitute prayer and 
Bible reading. Combine this with 
churches that are..always open for 
worship and pulpits that furnish vital 
preaching and a different attitude of 
mind will be built, up in young people, 
she says. 


Sees Old Religion Lacking. 
“Young people were never before al- 
lowed such freedom as they have 
now,”’ she declared. ‘‘They have none 
of the prayer at home that once was 
an institution. They go into schools 
and are told that God did not create 


them and then they hear from pulpits 
things that Darwin never would have 
said in his palmiest days. They are 
told that there is no future life. 
Naturally they set the. pace as rapidly 
and as worldly as they can because 
there is nothing to look forward to. 
The fault is not with youth, it is with 
the churches and the homes.” 

Revival meetings that lacked only the 
canvas and the sawdust attracted 
about 2,000 persons in both the after- 
noon and the evening. Mrs. McPher- 
son swayed her audiences at times to 
laughter, again to tears, bringing forth 
choruses of ‘tyes, yes’’ and ‘‘Praise the 
Lord.” The tabernacte held a capacity 
audience. and in the basement and the 
street others listened as amplifiers 
carried the message. 


Hopes for Revival Here. 


Mrs. McPherson prayed that “this 
throbbing metropolis, home of the na- 
tion’s greatest men, centre of its great- 
est buildings and stores, known for its 
great culture, will some day be blessec 
as the home of the nation’s greatest 
revival churches.’’ She held aloft the 
Bible, ‘‘the book of chiming bells, the 
book of tinkling streams, the book of 
music,’”’ and’ told of the days when she 
thought it the dullest book she had 
ever read and now believed every word 
it held. 

No definite attempt was made to 
bring about conversions, but at the 
close of the service, when Mrs. Mc- 


Pherson asked those to stand who 
were determined to be strengthened in 
their fight and firmer in their convic- 
tion that Jesus would come again some 
day, about sixty stood. 

Mrs. McPherson on her tour of the 
night clubs stopped first at The Open 
Door, 137 McDougal Street. There she 
scanned the dancers crowded into a 
narrow low ceilinged room and took 
notes, writing her observations.in a 
small tablet. She had been there only 
a short time when two men exchanged 
blows directly in front of her table. 
The disturbance was quickly quieted 
by waiters. 


Speaks at ‘300 Club.’”’ 


Mrs. McPherson made a visit to 
Texas Guinan’s Three Hundred Club 
at 151 West Fifty-fourth Street early 
in the morning. The management of 
this club consented yesterday to pad- 
lock proceedings, but they had not yet 
gone into effert. 

After considerable persuasion from 
Miss Guinan, Mrs. McPherson con- 
sented to being introduced from the 
centre of the dance floor. She made a 
short talk, telling how she was “‘seeing 
a new side of New York’ and remind- 
ing those at the tables that “behind 
all these beautiful clothes, behind all 
these good times’’ there was ‘‘some- 
thing Sige in life’? and quoted ‘‘What 
doth it profit a man if he gain the 
whole world and lose his soul.”’ 

She extended an invitation to all 
present to attend her sermons, and 
when Miss uGinan announced that she 
intended to hear Mrs. McPherson and 
asked the zguests how many of them 
would go to hear her, there was a 
general shout of assent from all sides. 
As Mrs. McPherson turned to leave, 
Miss Guinan called out: “This is a 
woman I admire. She has the courage 
of her convictions. Give this little 
woman a good hand.”” And the guests 
did. 

Services will be held at 2:30 and 7:30 
o’clock this afternoon and evening and 
again tomorrow. Mrs. McPherson and 
her party of six will then proceed to 
Syracuse and Rochester and will stop 
again in New York, a week from Mon- 
day, on their way to Florida and back 
to California. She is on an eight-week 
tour, and though supposed to be rest- 
ing, has arranged for only one week 
of rest. 








40 DEAD, 100 INJURED 
BYTORNADOINSOUTH 


Storm Causes $400,000 Dam- 
age in Alabama, Louisiana 
and Mississippi. 


MANY OF VICTIMS NEGROES 


Plantations Are Leveled, Residences 
and the Cabins of the Colored 
Workers Being Razed.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 18.— 
Forty dead and approximately 100 in- 
jured, with property damage estimated 
at $400,000, was the toll of the tornado 
that dipped freakishly into widely 
separated sections of Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama yesterday after- 
noon and last night before it was dis- 
pelled in rains, high winds and electri- 
cal disturbances. 

As rescue workers searched the ruins 
of scores of farm homes throughout 
the day for victims and the injured 
were receiving care in hospitals the 
winds lost their fury and a touch of 
freezing weather followed. 

Tensas Parish, La., had the highest 
death list, a total of nineteen lives be- 
ing lost as plantations were ravaged 
by the tornado. Most of the dead 
there are negroes. More than two 
score were injured and are being 
treated in Natchez (Miss.) hospitals. 

Near Pleasant Hill, La., twelve per- 
sons perished and twenty-five were 
hurt, some of them s0 seriously that 
their recovery is unlikely. Eight were 
killed near Rose Hill, Miss., and one 
at Alexander City, Ala. 

The body of. Miss Ruth Free, 35 years 

old, was found in a woodland some dis- 
tance from her home in the Pleasant 
Hill community late today. The body 
was impaled on a piece of timber. 
’ The tornado’s first appearance was 
near. Pleasant Hill- oil boom centre, in 
Sabine Parish, at 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. . A dozen farm homes were 
demolished as it left a trail of death 
and suffering. Rising, it whirled east- 
ward toward the Louisiana-Mississippi 
State line and dipped down in Tensas 
Parish at 10 P. M. Some of the great 
plantations there were devastated as 
the wind, twisting with cyclonic fury, 
leveled residences and small cabins, 
the latter occupied by negro laborers. 

Passing into Alabama, with waning 
force and accompanied by heavy rains, 
the tornado disappeared, the last fatal- 
ity being at Alexander City, where a 
farmer was ‘drowned when the high 
winds caused a boat in which he was 
crossing a lake to be capsized.

Weather Moderates in Mountain 
Area—Temperature Drops in Texas. 

KANSAS CITY, Feb. 18 (#.—Leav- 
ing a toil of six deaths and much dam- 
age in its wake, the cold wave which 
swept the mountain country and the 
Southwest tonight was rapidly passing, 
except for Texas, with prospects of a 
generally fair day tomorrow and mod- 
erating temperatures.

Montana was wintry today with zero 
and cloudy weather at Havre and 30 
above zero and snow at Helena. 
Wyoming was mild, the predicted cold 
wave ‘having jumped over into Ne- 
braska. The blizzard had subsided in 
Colorado. 

At Galveston, Texas, the northwest 
gale caused damage estimated at $100,- 





000 to airplanes of the Third Attack 
Group at Fort Crockett. The planes 
were housed in canvas hangars. Fences 
and trees were blown down and a 
dozen small houses, elevated on stilts 
to conform to a new grade, slipped 
from their foundations, 

At Stinson Field, San Antonio, ten 
airplanes and a number of hangars 
were wrecked by the gale.

NALONEY CONQUERS 
DELANEY ON POINTS 


20,000 See the Boston Heavy- 
weight Win Decision in Ten 
Rounds in the Garden. 


DELANEY A DISAPPOINTMENT 


Outweighed 311, Pounds, He 
Fails Dismally, Though a 
13-to-5 Favoritu. 


GATE SETS A NEW RECORD 


Arena Jammed to Capacity as a 
Distinguished Crowd Pays Over 
$200,000 to See Bout. 


By JAMES P. DAWSON. 


Jim Maloney, Boston heavyweight, 
pounded out a decision over Jack De- 
laney, brilliant Bridgeport boxer who 
holds the world’s light-heavyweight 
title, last night in their ten-round pout 
before a record crowd in Madison 
Square Garden, and drove Delaney 
right out of the heavyweight elimina- 
tion series. 

Through seven of the ten rounds, in 
a struggle which furnished an upset 
similar to the Dempsey-Tunney battle 
of last September, Maloney beat De- 
laney to the satisfaction of the fans. 

When the decision was announced 
there was not a dissenting voice in the 
vast throng. On the contrary, De- 
laney, the popular favorite entering 
the ring, left the platform with hisses 
and jeers ringing in his ears. Maloney, 
elated in victory, disappeared from 
sight amid a thunder of applause. 


Verdict Is Unanimous. 


The decision of Judges George 
Patrick and George Kelly and Referee 
Magnolia was unanimous and was 
rendered strictly ‘on the merits of the 
contest. 

Save for the first round, which was 
even, and the second and third ses- 
sions, in which Delaney, the boxer, 
parried the bull-like rushes of the 
sturdy Boston Irishman and outpointed 
his rival, the Hub heavyweight ap- 
peared to advantage. He was ever 
the aggressor and, although he was in- 
accurate and erratic in his early fire, 
Maloney’s judgment in delivering pile- 
driving blows improved as the bout 
progressed. 

From the tap of the bel! starting the 
fourth round to the final gong, Ma- 
loney pressed his rival in a relentless 
offensive. At times he even outboxed 
Delaney and always out-hit the world’s 
light-heavyweight. champion, taking 
the best that Delaney had to offer, 
and not only standing up under the 
blows, but coming back ‘n rushes in 
which he out-fought Delaney beyond 
question. 

Delaney broke and ran before the 
fire of Maloney. He clinched when the 
action became too hot and retreated to 
the ropes in a defensive which was as 
distinct a shock as the result, for De- 
laney never before has shown himself 
a strictly defensive boxer. 

Maloney, fearlessly aggressive, his 
hunched left shoulder offering a pro- 
tection for his jaw and his hands 
poised to strike instantaneously, 
pressed forward continuously and pro- 
vided ‘most of the action which the 
crowd sought. 

Delaney entered the ring a favorite 
at odds of 13 to 5, indicating the es- 
teem in which the _ sharp-shooting 
champion Was held. Supporters of Ma- 
loney’s chances to avert a knockout 
got as high as 5 to 1 for their money, 
and there was plenty of Maloney 
money. On form these odds were jus- 
tified, but instead of boxing like the 
ring star he always was Delaney was 
a disappointment. 


Distinguished Gathering Attends. 


One of the largest and most dis- 
tinguished crowds ever to witness a 
local indoor fight jammed the Garden 


for the struggle. Three Governors, 
Congressmen, Senators, Aldermen, 
bankers and men prominent in many 
professional fields were present. 

The Garden's capacity of 20,000 was 
reached. It would have exceeded that 
number if the Police, Fire and Build- 
ing Department rules and regulations 
permitted, for the crowd represented 
only a small percentage of those who 
wanted to see this struggle. 

It ‘was an orderly gathering and one 
that was well handled. Police arrange- 
me outside the Garden minimized 
congestion and confusion on the streets 
approaching the arena, and Tex 
Rickard’s trained specials did the same 
thing inside the Garden. 

The crowd was early in arriving and 
was seated expeditiously, too. The gal- 
leries rushed the building first, for 
they were compelled to enter after pur- 
chasing their $2.20 tickets, one to a 
customer, from the opening of the sale 
at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
reserved seat ticket holders came 
leisurely, as is their custom, but when 
the first of the ten-round bouts started 
every seat was occupied. 


Receipts Set Record. 

It was announced that 18,184 per- 
gons paid $201,725.50 to see the bout, 
setting a record in gross receipts for 
an indoor fight. Promoter Tex Rick- 
ard declared the net receipts to be

in his work to be impressive and he 
certainly was not effective. On. the 
surface he was the fencing master, the 
sharp-shooter gauging his target, but 
his heretofore rapier-like thrusts were 
sloppy, erratic drives, There was no 
consistency to his. work at all. He 
was mostly in a disorganized retreat, 
and his boxing was startling unlike 
anything he had ever shown before. 


Maloney Fights Fearlessly. 


Where Delaney was timid and hesi- 
tant, Maloney was fearless and ‘confi- 
dent. He weighed 203% pounds enter- 
ing the ring, enjoying an advantage of 
thirty-one and .one-half pounds over 
Delaney, who weighed 172 pounds. 

This was a tremendous factor in Ma- 
loney’s favor, but it did not account 
for the result. The Delaney who bat- 
tered down Bud Gorman, Mike Mc- 
Tigue, Paul Berlenbach would have 
pounded past this terrific handicap, be- 
cause he had height and reach and 
boxing skill on his side, But the De- 
laney who conquered these men was 
not in the ring last night. In his place 
+ yh a worried man with a careworn 
ace. 

As he left the ring Delaney passed 
from the heavyweight picture. He 
stake1 his. chances of a meeting with 
Gene Tunney, the champion, on his 
fight with Maloney. He lost in a fight 
that was not even close. 

Now there remain only Maloney, 
Jack -Sharkey, Paulino and possibly 
the former champion, Jack Dempsey, 
in the heavyweight title hunt. The 
action proceeds without Delaney, for 
there is no justification for a return 
match. He proved his was only an 
addition to the list of champions who 
have been convinced that their place 
is in their own class. 


Fighting Not Spectacular. 


It was not a spectacular fight, al- 
though it was a notable spectacle, with 
the thousands massed in a distin- 


guished gathering. Nor was it an ex- 
citing battle, although it held its 
thrills, pulse-throbbing moments which 
came "infrequently and were supplied 
almost exclusively by Maloney. 

In short, it was a disappointing bat- 
tle, but there is no denying the better 
Man won, and won on.his merits. Ma- 
loney fought the fight he was expected 
to fight; Delaney didn’t. 

Maloney went on the aggressive 
with the opening gong, an offensive 
which was a careful pursuit, as he 
stalked Delaney in the early rounds 
but which grew more bold as Maloney 
became more confident and Delaney 
more cautior ;. 

Maloney I id Delaney shaken and 
staggering «: four distinct occasions. 
He rocked t’:. light-heavyweight cham- 
pion with a right to the jaw in the 
third round, the only sure punch of 
the round landed by the Hub heavy- 
weight in a session in which he was 
outboxed. 

Maloney staggered Delaney in the 
fourth round with another right to the 
jaw and almost floored Delaney. later 


right. In the tenth Maloney again 
staggered his rival with a right to the 
jaw, only to have Delaney, fighting 
better than at any other stage of the 
battle, come back and land a stinging 
right to the jaw in retaliation. 


Rizats to the Body Hurt, 


Whenever the opportunity presented 
at long range and always at close 
quarters, Maloney dug his right and 
his left into Delaney’s ribs. 
staggering rights demonstrated one 
thing that has been more or less in 
doubt and that is that Delaney can 
“take it’? and is quick to recover. 

Maloney’s steady offensive was his 
greatest recommendation, the thing 
that won the battle for rim. Held 
even in the first round and out-boxed 
in the second and third, when Delaney 
hooked and jabbed prettily, Maloney 
persisted in the attack and with the 
fourth round hae his reward. He 
ripped into Delaney without fear of 
consequences and turned the tide. 

He made Delaney even more cautious 
with the two hard rights to the jaw, 
which brought t' 3 crowd to its feet 
in the fourtii and tnrough the fifth 
he pressed Delaney tirelessly. 

In the sixth session Maloney had De- 
laney in full flight. It was the same 
in the seventh and in the eighth, Ma- 
loney working both hands to the body 
and head in a raking fire, which had 
Delaney retreating to the ropes and 
clinching to avert punishment. 

Delaney tried a desperate offensive 
in the ninth, landing a right to the 
jaw which had the full weight of his 
frame back of it. But the rally was 
short-lived and the sting was out of 
the Delaney right. Maloney just 
tushed in headlong. 

Delaney launched another rally in 
the tenth round, when for a flash he 
gave an indication of the real Delaney 
and outboxed and outhit his rival. But 
Delaney couldn’t keep the pace and a 
right to the jaw made Delaney’s knees 
sag, but he recovered quickly. 

In the ten-round semi-final, held af- 
ter the main bout, Sammy Vogel, Har- 
lem lightweight, won the decision from 
Charley Manty of New Bedford. Tom 
Kirby, Boston light-hea ht, won 
the decision from Jake Warren, Chi- 
cago negro, their ten-round bout. 
Joe Del Galdo and Glen Bell fought a 
four-round draw, and in the opening 
four-rounder, Joe La Grey won the de- 
cision from Tracey Ferguson.

CROWD IS ORDERLY 
ENTERING THE GARDEN 


General Admissions Gone at 5 
o’Clock and Parchasers Forced 
to Go in Arena Immediately. 


The crowd entered the Garden last 


night without a trace of jamming or 
disorder. The police had thrown a 
cordon around the vicinity of the Gar- 
den and only ticketholders were al- 
lowed to enter Forty-ninth Street or 
Fiftieth Street from Eighth to Ninth 
Avenues. Once inside the polite lines 
the crowd moved rapidly toward the 
entrances. 

Special policemen were at each door 
and tickets had to be displayed before 
the holder could pass to the inner 
doors, where ticket-takers were sta- 
tioned. There were sufficient of these 
to enable the throngs to pass without 
any pause, 

The crowd came in a_ continual 
stream from Broadway and the effi- 
ciency of the police enabled them to 
pass directly to the Garden. There 
were no lines to cause délay, since 
no tickets were sold. The general ad- 
mission fans already had entered and 
all the Jate comers had reserved seats. 
There was a slight rush as the hour 
of the first preliminary approached, 
but the crowd was orderly. 

The general admission tickets were 
scheduled to on sale at 5 P. M. In 
order to expedite matters and get most 
of the sale over with before the ma- 
jority of the crowd had arrived Rick- 
ard opened the doors an hour earlier 
and the salé started promptly at 4 
o’clock. 

The line for this began to form at 8 
A. M., when a handful of young men, 
some of them from Pittsburgh and 
Chicago, gathered on the steps outside 
the Forty-ninth Street entrance. It 
was showering at the time. By 10 
A. M. the dozen had swelled to ninety, 
and by the time the sale opened the 
line at Forty-ninth Street stretched 
around the corner to within a few feet 
of Fiftieth Street. The line at Fiftieth 
Street extended westward and reached 
ernyomes to Ninth Avenue. 

At exactly 5 P. M..the week of the 
general mission tickets—3 as 
exhausted and about three "hundred 
standing room tickets were offered.

STATE TAKES HAND. 
IN TICKET SCANDAL 


Secretary of State. Moses 
Orders Immediate Inquiry 
Into Fight Seat Sale. 


TO EXPAND INVESTIGATION 


Feels It His Duty to End Scandals 
and Names. License Chief to 
Conduct the Hearing. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N, -Y., Feb. 18.—Secretary 
of State Robert Moses today instructed 
Alexander’ McNulty, Chief of the Di- 
vision of. Licenses, to make an investi- 
gation into the reports of wholesale 
ticket scalping in connection with the 
Jack Delaney-Jim Maloney fight. 

Mr. Moses declared that he would 
make immediate use of the new powers 
vested in his department since the re- 
cent passage of the reorganization law 
which transferred the control of ticket 
sales from the Controller’s office to 
his own. . Although the Boxing Com- 
mission, which is also in Mr. Moses’s 
department, has already held an in- 
quiry, the Secretary of State believes 

e transferred powers give him more 
direct authority and in fact charge 
him with the duty of ending any 
scandals in connection with tickets for 
boxing contests. 

The Secretary of State pointed out 
that this law forbids the resale of 
tickets to entertainments for more 
than 50 cents above the printed price. 
Those who deal in resales must have 
a license and a bond filed with his de- 
partment. With this authority in law 
Mr, McNulty and investigators in his 
New York City office will press an 
inquiry into the present charges. 

Mr. Moses said that the question of 
future supervision by the Boxing Com- 
mission of the sale of tickets to fights 
would also be discussed as a precau- 
tionary measure in a talk which he 
will have with Governor Smith about 
the general status of the commission. 
In the Commissioners themselves, he 
said, he had great confidence. 

Governor Smith stated today that 
the problem of tickets and fights was 
now altogether in the hands of the 
Secretary of State. He said that the 
heads of departments were to have 
complete authority in their spheres of 
duty in accordance with the purposes 
of the réorganization moves. 


BOXING BOARD SiLENT 
AFTER TICKET INQUIRY 


Withholds Report Pending Further 
Investigation—Commission’s 
Seats Accoanted For. 


The State Athletic Commission’s in- 
vestigation yesterday morning into the 
Delaney-Maloney fight ticket specula- 


tion situation adjourned without any 
announcement by the board of its find- 
ings. Meanwhile the scalpers contin- 
ued to dispose of such tickets as they 
had left at exorbitant prices. 

After Dan Carrol], manager of Ma- 
loney, and Albert W. Loose, Promoter 
Tex Rickard’s general manager, nad 
been questioned, Chairman James A. 
Farley said that the commission would 
not make a report yet because it might 
interfere with the continuance of the 
investigation which is to be pressed. 
Promoter Rickard was not present at 
the meeting, but communicated to 
Chairman Farley by telephone the in- 
formation that none of the tickets al- 
lotted the commission had been found 
in the hands of spéculators. 

=zanager Carroll admitted to the com- 
mission that he had received 1,077 tick- 
ets of varying prices, but reiterated his 
denial of any dealings with speculators. 
The commission received about 500 
tickets, 210 of them. in the ringside 
section, and it was announced that 
these had been divided among the ten 
commissioners, deputies and ins 
tors. No investigation. of the tickets 
allotted to Manager Pete Reilly, De- 
laney’s pilot, was made. He received 
764 tickets. 

It was learned from a source close 
to the commission, however, that the 
board has gone on record against the 
purchase by it of any fight tickets in 
the future. Moreover, Promoter Rick- 
ard has been notified to submit to the 
commission a list of all tickets issued 
to newspaper men as complimentaries 
and all tickets purchased by newspaper 
men.

Three 
lengths back came Alex Gordon's 
Banton, heading his entry companion, 
William Daniel’s three-year-old Jus- 
tice F., by half a length. A length 
separated the Idle Hour Farm Sta- 
ble’s Benedict Vow, the Bradley en- 
try being one of the _ short-priced 
choices. Because of the changed track 
conditions the field was made the fa- 
vorite at less than 3 to 1. 

After a long stretch of ideal racing 
weather, continuing almost uninter- 
ruptedly from the first of the year, 
conditions changed to about the worst 
possible for the big racing day of the 
year in New Orleans. Early in the 
morning there was a thunder storm and 
a torrential downpour, and while there 
were intermittent flashes of sunshine 
during the morning there was ‘another 
downpour before the running of the 
first race and rain fell during the run- 
ning of the afternoon feature.

Problem for Hamilton.

CAPABLANCA THINKS) 
HIGHLY OF ALEKHINE 


Believes Russian Will Be One of 
Chief Contenders in Chess 
Play Starting Today. 


ANALYZES OWN CHANCES 


Champion Realizes He May Not Be 
as Strong as He Was, While 
Rivals Have Improved. 


This is the third of a series of articles 
for THE New’ Yore« Times by J. R. 
Capablanca, world’s chess champion, 
on the international grand masters’ 
tournament, which starts this after- 
noon at the Manhattan Square Hotel, 
50 West Seventy-seventh Street, and 
will continue until March 19

We now come, in our analysis of the 
masters who will meet in the inter- 
national chess tourney, starting today, 
to Dr. Alexander Alekhine who was 
born in Moscow, Russia, on Oct. 19, 
1892. 

In his firs. effort, in Hamburg, 1910, 
he did not do so well, but the next 
time, at Carlsbad, 1911, he already fin- 
ished 8-9 among twenty-six players, a 
very good start for a youngster. In 
1912 at Stockholm (not an important 
tournament) ne won a first prize and 
since that time has accumulated a 
most formidable tournament record. 

Scion of a noble Russian family, over 
six feet tall, weighing nearly 200 
pounds, light haired and blue eyed, he 
makes a conspicuous figure as he 
marches forward into the playing hall. 
He speaks fluently half a dozen lan- 
guages, is a Doctor of Laws, and pos- 
sesses a degree of culture considerably 
above that of the average man. 

He has what is probably the most 
marvelous chess memory that ever 
existed. It is said that he knows by 
heart every game played in any tour- 
nament by either a first class club 
player or a master during the last 
twenty-five or thirty years. He cer- 
tainly knows by heart all of the games 
ever played by any of the first-class 
masters. 


A Marvel at Blindfold Play. 


In so-called simultaneous blindfold 
performances Alekhine has no equal 
among the masters, past or present. 
Not long ago, in Paris, he played thirty 
boards simultaneously without sight of 
men or boards; a truly prodigious feat. 

Few masters, now or in the past, 
have devoted much time or energy to 
this kind of exhibition work. Some 
have thought that it would be injuri- 
ous, which no doubt it would be if car- 
ried too far; others, like the writer, 
have thought that there was not suffi- 
cient compensation to justify the enor- 
mous amount of labor involved in such 
exhibitions. 

There is a great deal of misunder- 
standing with regard to blindfold play- 
ing. The question is often asked, *‘How 
many games blindfolded can you play 
at once?’ ‘‘Do you make a practice 
of it?’ 

As a matter of fact, almost any first- 
class master would be able to play six 
simultaneous blindfold games without 
any preparation. However, to come 
near Alekhine’s figure is quite differ- 
ent, and to imitate him in that respect

It would require 
his prodigious memory combined with 
his enormous capacity for mental work 
in connection with chess. 

A player’s ability in this respect, 
however, is no proof whatsoever of his 
ability to beat all other players. As 
far as Alekhine is concerned, it is only 
fair to say that as a blindfold per- 
former he has surpassed by far every- 


‘body else and that what he has ac- 


complished in that respect is some- 
thing of which anybody could be 
proud. 

Back in 1913, in St. Petersburg—Len- 
ingrad, as it is now called—the writer 
met Alekhine for the first time. Ale- 
khine was then only a 21-year-old 
boy. He already showed remarkable 
knowledge of the openings to which he 
devoted a great deal of time and study. 
Today it is extremely doubtful if there 
is another player with such a com- 
plete knowledge of this department of 
the game. 


Game Undergoes Change. 


Early in 1914 Alekhine’s brother came 
from Moscow to St. Petersburg. We 
became good friends, with the result 
that very soon the three of us went out 
together a great deal. In that way the 
writer was somewhat influential in 
shaping the development of Alekhine’s 
game. 

At that time Alekhine was by com- 
parison very weak in the endings. To- 
day he is very strong in that depart- 
ment. Then he was not very good in 
the play for position in the middle 
game. Today he is very good in that 
respect. Then, in fact, he was only a 
talented ‘‘green player.’’ Today he has 
what is perhaps the best rounded game 
among the masters. He has progressed 
so far that he is considered today the 
outstanding challenger for the world’s 
title. 

As a match player Alekhine cannot 
be seriously discussed, as he has not 
met any of the leading players in a 
match. The nearest approach to it 
was his recent series of ten games 
against Dr. Max Euwe of Hoiland, 
which Alekhine won by the score of 
three wins, two losses and five draws. 

The writer believes that he has not 
the proper temperament for match 
play. We think that he has not the 
proper combative spirit. Furthermore, 
he is extremely nervous, qualities both 
of which should work to his detriment 
in a long and protracted struggie 
against a cool and resourceful oppo- 
nent.

Two highly rated New York players 
‘were unexpected casualties and Stanley 
G. Mortimer, also of this city, the de- 
fending titleholder, dropped the open- 
ing game of his match yesterday, but 
won, as the national. amateur 
racquets. championship began. at the 
Racquet and Tennis Club, with an en- 
try of sixteen players representing 
Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia,- Mon- 
treal and New York. 

Of the three surprising developments 
the defeat of G. M. Heckscher of the 
home club was the most unexpected. 
Malcolm Bradlee, a tall, strongly built 
young player from Boston with an ex- 
ceptionally developed defensive game, 
brought about the downfall of the New 
York favorite in four closely contested 
games, 15—11, 15—11, 11—15, 18—16. 

Heckscher was expected to win the 
match in successive games, but Brad- 
lee’s infallible court covering and abil- 
ity to reach out for his opponent’s 
hardest smashes discounted Heck- 
scher’s greater severity-on the attack 
and left him with few winning shots. 

Lucien EE... Williams of Chicago, 
former intercollegiate tennis champion 
from Yale and one of the best of the 
younger tennis players in the country, 
made a promising début as a contender 
for the racquets championship, defeat- 
ing Alan L. Corey of this city. Corey 
only recently recovered from a spell 
of sickness and was not in the condi- 
tion to give the best account of him- 
self, but Willlams’s victory, neverthe- 
less, was a highly creditable perform- 
ance. The score was 18—17, 15—17, 15— 
6, 15-8. As the figures indicate, Corey 
did not have much in reserve after 
the drawn-out first and second games. 

Williams’s strong forehand = drive, 
which has stood him in such good 
stead in tennis, is equally potent in 
racquets, and his service was particu- 
larly effective. His backhand, how- 
ever, was pushed too much to make 
much impression and will need to be 
improved ‘to stand up against high- 
class competition. 

Mortimer had an off day and in spite 
of his most determined efforts he was 
unable fo strike his best stride. P. P. 
Wharton, a hard hitter from Boston, 
was his opponent, and in addition to 
taking the first game Wharton carried

Irene Hanska, 13, Takes $300 
From Kearny Home and Sees 
High Life in Newark. 


FOOLED GUESTS IN HOTEL 


Arrival of Detectives Puts an End 
to Escapade—Mother Takes Her 
Home—Refuses to Talk. 


Irene Hanska, 13 years of age, of 384 
Chestnut Street, Kearny, self-styled 
“Countess Irene Marie Ladjeff of Rus- 
sia,’’ went into retirement. yesterday, 
having completed the day before eight 
days of hightoned’’ living in the St. 
Francis Hotel at Newark, under the 
assumed name. 

With $80 which she took from a small 
bank in her home, she set out to live 
as she thought the one who bore the 
name she had assumed should. She 
arrived at the hotel, the manager said, 
in a taxicab, and there convinced 
every one with whom she came in con- 
tact that she was one of the exiled 
Russian nobility who had miraculously 
escaped the terrors of the Bolshevists. 

Only 13 years old, her school records 
show, but big enough to pass for 18. 
Speaking four languages and excellent 
English, she not only completely fooled 
the guests at the hotel but two New- 
ark detectives called in by the manager 
of the hotel. A woman, a guest at the 
hotel, made it known to the manager 
that the girl had confided to her that 
she was despondent, and even men- 
tioned suicide. The-guest said detec- 
tives were called and introduced as 
other guests, but her tale of noble an- 
cestry and intimate association in the 
courts of Europe remained unshaken 
and the officers left. At that time she 
owed the hotel a bill of about $30. 

Not until she wrote her mother and 
told of her whereabouts and debts was 
the spell broken. Her mother, accom- 
panied by Captain Barrett and Lieu- 
tenant Hemsley, went to the hotel and 
there found the girl. She was returned 
to Kearny, where the only record the 
police had was her card in the miss- 
ing persons file. 

Her stepfather, Nicholas Shermanoff, 
is employed as a machinist in the 
Worthington Pump and Machinery 
Corporation works at Harrison: He 
could not be reached yesterday. Her 
mother .barricaded herself and dcaugh- 
ter in the house and refused to see 
any one or discuss the case, saying 
that the girl had “taken her money, 
had left her house and returned and 
that was all.”’ 

The family came to this country 
about six years ago, shortly afterward 
taking up their residence in Kearny. 
Schoolmates of the girl had nicknamed 
her ‘‘Queenie’’ because of her repeated 
mention of her desire to be of the no- 
bility. Neither she nor her family 
seemed to have any close friends, 
schoolmates and neighbors said, and 
although the home is situated directly 
behind the Kearny Town Hall in a 
good neighborhood, never entertained. 

School officials said that the girl had 
not been in school since the beginning 
of the half year term, at which time 
she failed of promotion into the high 
school. They said she was considered 
a brilliant student and failed because 
of absence from classes. Girl friends 
said that on occasions they had heard 
her say that she and her mother, be- 
fore coming to this country, had been 
in close contact with court life and 
that she refused at all times to discuss 


her parents, saying that was a closely 
guarded secret. 


MESSAGES BY BEAM RADIO. 


Marconi Offers a European Service 
From Montreal. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, Feb. 18.—New 
York business houses with a volume 
of cable business can save considerable 
cable charges on semi-urgent messages 
to Europe, according to statements 
here, by utilizing the radio letter ser- 
vice to London from Montreal via the 
new Marconi beam radio. Messages 


to London are accepted here at the 
rate of 60 cents for twenty words and 
3 cents for each additional word. This 
is half the rate of a telegraph message 
from Montreal to New York. 

Messages accepted here before mid- 
night are delivered in London next 
morning or mailed from there to other 
points on the Continent. For an ad- 
ditional 10 cents per message such 
messages go from London to other 
points by registered mail. For an ad- 
ditional 8 cents per message the mes- 
sage is dispatched by air mail to Am- 
sterdam, Basle, Berlin, Brussels, 
Cologne, Dantzic, Florence, Genoa, 
Hamburg, Kovno, Milan, Moscow, 
Naples, Turin, Venice, Paris, Riga, 
Rotterdam, Stockholm, Vienna or 
Zurich. 

The transmitting apparatus in the 
Montreal office of the Marconi Com- 
pany communicates directly with the 
London postoffice.

SEEK WAY TO INCREASE 
RADIO CULTURE VALUE 


Dr. Alderman and Damrosch Are 
Among Those Who Will Aid 
National Broadcasting Co. 


Means of increasing the educational 
and cultural value of radio broadcast- 
ing were discussed yesterday at a 
meeting of the Advisory Council of 
the National Broadcasting Company 
at the company offices at 195 Broad- 
way. Owen D. Young of the General 
Electric Company declared that the 
National Broadcasting Company, by 
following the program of its advisers, 
would demonstrate the value of private 
enterprise in radio broadcasting. 

Available .methods of improving 
programs with a view to educational 
and cultural merit was the chief topic 
of discussion.

Walter Damrosch undertook to de- 
velop better musical programs. Fran- 
cis D. Farrell will study how radio 
may be made of more service- to 
farmers, and Mrs. John D. Sherman 
will study radio in its relation to 
women’s activities. William Green, 
President of the American Federation 
of Labor, will study ‘‘radio and labor.”’

Beatrice Forbes-Robertson Cites 
Collars and Straw Hats—‘Charm 
for Men’ Her Slogan. 


Men are greater slaves to convention 
in dress than women, Beatrice Forbes-

The speaker then pictured men trav- 
eling in parlor cars on a hot Summer’s 
day, wearing linen collars and ‘‘clad in 
complete wool,” in comparison with the 
freedom in women’s attire during 
that season of the year. She stressed 
the need of men giving more attention 
to the advertisement of their charm, 
and suggested a new slogan, ‘‘Charm 
for men.” 

For women, Miss Forbes-Robertson 
advocated a skirtless world for out of 
doors, although she recommended kilts 
for women as being ‘tmost comfort- 
able,’’ and draperies for evening wear 
“for the advertisement of sex.”’

ORGANIZATION KEPT UP 
BY DRY REPUBLICANS 


Committee Which Made Fight 
Against Wadsworth Seeks 
Dry 1928 Delegates. 


The Independent Republican State 
Committee, which conducted the cam- 


paign of Franklin D. Cristman, dry 
candidate for United States Senator, 
last Fall in a successful effort to 
defeat Senator James W. Wadsworth 
Jr., will be continued as a permanent 
organization, Dr. S. E. Nichotson, its 
Chairman, declared yesterday. 

The committee will oppose all wet 
canidates and support all dry candi- 
dates, and will try to bring about the 
election of dry delegates to the Re- 
publican National Convention in 1928.

WARRANTS ISSUED 
IN WAR ON QUACKS 


Police Seek Forty on Charge of 
Violating the New Medical 
Practice Law. 


INQUIRY ON FOR WEEKS 


Woman Says She Was Urged to Be 
Treated for 15 Ailments— 
Four Accused in Court. 


The District Attorney, in cooperation 
with the police and the health authori- 
ties, began yesterday a drive against 
persons who violate the new Medical 
Practice law, when a special detail of 
policemen started out to serve forty 
warrants which had beer issued by 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo. The drive 
is the result of an investigation that 
has been going on for several weeks. 

During the day two men and two 
women were arraigned before Magis- 
trate Simpson in the West Side Court 
charged with violation of the law. 
They were Lillian O. Kern, 56 years 
old, a chiropractor, of 204 West 
Eightieth Street, who waived exami- 
nation and was held in $500 bail for 
Special Sessions; Claude Harper, 56, a 
physical culture instructor, of 113 
West Fifty-seventh Street, who also 
waived examination and was held in 
the same bail; Francisco S. Sauchelli, 
a chiropractor, of 47 West Forty-sev- 
enth Street, who, through counsel, 
asked for a hearing, but whose case 
was adjourned until next Thursday, 
and Margaret Gast, a masseur, of 
1,947 Broadway, who also asked for a 
hearing and was held in $500 bail for 
examination today. 

The investigators said they found a 
general disregard for the new law, 
and that in many cases the apparatus 
used by illegal practitidners was un- 
sanitary. According to a policewoman, 
when the report spread that the police 
were investigating and that detectives 
never went back to the same place 
after one treatment, the practitioners 
resorted to the practice of marking the 
spines of all strange women patients 
with indelible crayon. 

It was reported at the District At- 
torney’s office that in many cases the 
offenders deliberately made false diag- 
nosis to frighten the patients and make 
them take a course of treatment for a 
month or longer. This was illustrated 
by a few of the diagnoses made in the 
case of Patrolwoman Margaret Thomp- 
son, who has been pronounced a wo- 
man in perfect health by the police 
surgeons. In hep investigation, she 
said, she was told by different prac- 
titioners that she had kidney trouble, 
liver trouble, anemia, acidosis, in- 
flammation of the nerves, poisoning of 
the blood, apex of spine out of place, 
deafness in right ear, seven bones in 
the spine out of place, impingement 
of leg nerve, incipient paralysis, con- 
gestion of the lungs, nervous stomach, 
neuritis and indigestion. 

The new law forbids any one except 
a licensed physician or osteopath to 
practice physiotheraphy until licensed 
by the Board of Regents at Albany. 
Physiotherapy is defined as the use 
of artificial light, artificial heat, me- 
chanics in any form, the use of water 
or electric current. The law provides 
that even after physiotherapists are 
licensed they cannot practice physio- 
theraphy except under the orders of a 
licensed physician or osteopath. 


ALBRECHT SENTENCED, CALM 


Doomed to Chair for Killing Girl, 7, 
He Bids Lawyer Good-Bye. 
When the death sentence was im- 
posed yesterday upon Charles Albrecht 
of 1,702 Park Avenue, the condemned 
man stood with his hand resting upon 
a rail in General Sessions and showed 
not the slightest emotion. He was 
found guilty by a jury before Judge 
Mancuso of the murder last Nov. 2 of 
77-year-old Veronica Dempsey, with 
whose parents Albrecht boarded at the 
Park Avenue address. After sentence 
the prisoner turned with a smile, shook 
hands with his counsel, Millard Ellison 

and said ‘‘Good-bye.” 
Arrested two hours after the crime 


Albrecht confessed that he had cut 
the child’s throat with a razor. Ac- 
cording to the testimony he had always 
been kind to Veronica and the motive 
for his act was said to have been re- 
venge against the girl’s mother who 
repulsed his efforts at love making. 

Albrecht was taken to Sing Sing in 
the afternoon. He will die during the 
week of March 28.

last night at a meeting of the Wo- 
men’s Civic Organization at the Hotel 
Commodore ‘to prove’ his contention 
that criminals are coddled in State 
prison. 

The letter was from Peter Heslin, 
who was to have died in December 
for » murdering Patrolman Charles 
Reilly a year ago but whose execution 
was stayed by an appeal, and was 
written to Bum Rodgers shortly be- 
fore Rodgers was captured, the Police 
Commissioner said. 

“I've got’a big cell and y of 
service and I can’t kick, eslin 
wrote. He objected to two ‘occupants 
of a near-by cell, but said they didn’t 
bother him much because “I don’t 
give them a rumble.” 

Commissioner McLaughlin’s attack 
on the de of consideration shown 
criminals was incidental to a hearty 
endorsement of the Baumes laws. Miss 
Jane M. Hoey of the New York State 
Crime Commission criticized conditions 
in Sing Sing as insanitary and detri- 
mental as warmly as Mr. McLaughlin 
had criticized them for their luxury. 

Miss Hoey told of convicts contract- 
ing diseases in the damp little dun- 
geons of yo old cell block and said the 
buildings and be bon arent were inade- 
quate. She thought prisoners should be 
taught trades one that those capable 
of receiving education should have 
facilities for it. She made no direct at- 
tack on the Baumes laws, but declared 
the real problem to be solved was 
crime prevention. 

‘However efficient the police and the 
prosecutors are, we still have boys of 
12 committing crimes,” said Miss Hoey. 
“Children are brought up by mothers 
who have had no training in mother- 
hood. There is no adequate control of 
the child and he grows up to believe 
he does not have to respect the rights 
of others. We have turned the job of 
bringing up children over to the 
achools.’’ 

Miss Hoey said that the children who 
fail to advance in school after the age 
of 12 and leave it to go to work are 
an important element in the criminal 
problem. Many of these—some 9,000 a 
year—are unable to get working papers 
because of physical defects, she said. 
They are ashamed to go back to school 
and many of them join the ranks of 
the criminals. 

**From truant to reformatory to State 
prison they go in a straight line,’’ she 
said. 

Miss Hoey advocated complete physi- 
cal and mental examination for every 
prisoner in Gourt accused of a serious 
offense. Defeetives should be kept un- 
der some form of custodial restraint 
for life, she argued, instead of being 
freed at the end of their imprisonment 
to make further depredations on s0- 
ciety. 

Commissioner McLaughlin belittled 
the contention that the Baumes laws 
would fill the prisons to overflowing 
and declared that the deterrent effect 
of the fear of a life sentence would de- 
crease the criminal population. In 
support of this he asserted that there 
had been only one hold-up in which 
the booty exceeded $10,000 and that the 
hold-ups of the last thirty days had all 
been of sums under $250. Many pris- 
oners had newspaper clippings of arti- 
cles about the Baumes laws in their 
pockets when they were picked up, he 
said. Only twenty-three-criminals had 
been sentenced to life terms under the 
new law, he declared. 

Ferdinand Pecora, Assistant District 
Attorney, also spoke in support of the 
Baumes laws. Magistrate Jean Nor- 
ris spoke briefly of the youth of the 
offenders brought before her. 


MT. VERNON SCHOOLS CLOSE 


liIness Causes Four-Day Recess— 
Scarlet Fever Here Receding.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Feb. 18.—All 
public schools in Mount Vernon were 
closed . this afternoon until next 
Wednesday by order of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools because of the large 
amount of illness among teachers and 
pupils and to give the teachers a 
much-needed rest. 

Scarlet fever was responsible ‘for the 
closing of five classes in Mount Ver- 
non High School for two days this 
week, but today’s closing, according to 
school officials, was necessary because 
of the overwork of teachers, many of 
whom have been conducting classes of 
teachers who were ill in addition to 
their own. Thirteen teachers reported 
ill this week, one with scarlet fever. 





New York City need fear no epi- 
demic of scarlet fever, Health Com- 
missioner Harris said yesterday, de- 
spite the fact that the city is in the 
midst of a periodical wave of the dis- 
ease, He explained that the present 

_ wave was now on the decrease.

FURTWAENGLER’S NOVELTY. 


Miaskovsky In Seventh Symphony 
Follows Classic Masters. 

To Wilhelm Furtwaengler, guest con- 
ductor of the Philharmonic Society, 
accrues the credit for introducing in 
New York the Seventh Symphony of 
Nicolas Miascovsky, one of the leading 
composers of Russia today. This sym- 
phony was performed at the concerts 
of yesterday afternoon and the preced- 
ing evening in Carnegie Hall. Mias- 
covsky, who has been compared in his 


manner to Brahms pursues in the Sev- 
enth Symphony the methods which 
emphasize musical form and structure 
and create rather a poetic “program”’ 
or “‘story.”” It is, however, a generally 
accepted belief that Miascovsky has a 
“program” which he keeps to himself 
whenever he composes a symphony. 
According to report, ‘‘the composer has 
tried to show (in the Seventh Sym- 
phony) the complicated and strange 
world of the human soul opposed to 
nature and to the events of life.”” No 
one has contradicted this portentous 
statement. 

The work is in two parts, which are 
held together by thematic relation- 
ships. In accordance with practice 
becoming common, the composer more 
than once mingles keys, as well as 
melodies and chords. But his work is 
akin in structure to those of classic 
masters; his expression is seldom sen- 
suous; it is austere, dramatic in its 
character. The symphony was well 
received. The other compositions were 
Berlioz’s overture to ‘“‘The Roman 
Carnival’? and Brahms’s Second Sym- 
phony. 


CREIGHTON ALLEN IN DEBUT. 


Pianist Displays Talent In Playing 
of a Brahms Rhapsody. 
Creighton Allen played his début re- 
cital as pianjst in Aeolian Hall last 
evening before an audience of no great 
size but of a socially brilliant aspect 
not often seen in the smaller concert 
halls. The young man from Missis- 
sipi—he is 22, it was said—had come 
North as a lad to study with Ernest 
Hutcheson at Chautauqua.

The modesty and sincerity of 
the player had excluded his own works 
from the lighter afterpieces, among 
which were local items by Mr. Gold- 
mark and Miss Bauer, as well as 
pieces by Rachmaninoff, Niemann, De- 
bussy and Leschetizky. 





FANTASTIC MORALITY PLAY, | 


“Possibilities,” a Talky Allegory by 
Two English Doctors Shown.

Klemperer Gives Composer's Seventh

Pablo Casals was soloist at the con- 
cert given by the New York Symphony 
Society last night and Thursday after- 
noon in Carnegie Hall. The orchestral 
compositions were Bluck’s “‘Iphigenia’”’ 
overture with Wagner's ending, and 
Bruckner’s Seventh Symphony, which 
Mr. Klemperer interpreted with espe- 
cial insight and devotion to his task.

The faults of Bruckner were obvious 
when he played, and so were his vir- 
tues. Mr. Klemperer, conducting the 
Seventh Symphony from memory and 
without cuts, made the most of the 
nobility of the work, the superb arch 
of certain themes, the grandeur and 
mysticism of the composer's thought. 
As usual, the movement which made 
the deepest impression was the slow 
movement, the dirge, but throughout 
the interest of the audience was main- 
tained. Not many conductors have 
labored as intelligently and effectively 
as Mr. Klemperer for Bruckner’s cause 
in this city. The performance was also 
admirable in its technical quality.

FOG-BLINDED PLANE 
CRASHES INTO SEA

background that is the sign of the 
Army Air Service, and containing the 
figures 11, believed to be the number 
of the plane. 

¥V ort continued his search and 
found a piece of propeller, shattered 
as if by a violent dive into the water. 
He reported to his station and word 
was sent to Colonel Foulois at Mitchel 
Field.

Yes- 
terday the landing gear was found, 
one wheel and tire intact on the axle, 
the other partly torn off. Only a ter- 


rific impact could have smashed it in 30 


this way, Colonel Foulois said, and he 
felt it was a sure indication that the 
pilot had been blinded by the fog and 
flown into the water at full speed. 


Officers Inspect Wreckage. 


Captain H. M. McClelland, post adju- 
tant at Mitchel Field, and Major How- 
ard Davidson, operations officer, went 
to the Island Beach station yesterday 
in an automobile and examined the 
wreckage. It confirmed their belief 
that the plane was the one flown. by 
Lieutenant Harris, and that it had 
struck the water with such force that 
both men had probably been made 
helpless by the impact and dragged 
under with the sinking fuselage. 

When yesterday came and. still 
nothing had been heard of the men, 
planes were prepared at Mitchel Field 
to take off and go south to hunt for 
them, A plane was also made ready 
at Langley Field. But when two navy 
aviators flying down the New Jersey 
coast were turned back at Sandy Hook 
by the fog this effort was abandoned, 
as Colonel. Benjamin B. D. Foulois, 
commandant at Mitchel Field, did not 
believe that he should endanger more 
lives by sending Pilots out on a haper 
less search, 


Dirigible Is Forced Back. 


The navy air station at Lakehurst,

Two hours later he reported: 

‘“‘Wrecked plane has been definitely 
identified as being an airways plane 
and was found at the Coast Guard 
station just below Asbury Park, N. J.” 


Weather Reports Lacking. 


Colonel Foulois said that the accident 
emphasized the difficulty the air ser- 
vices have in obtaining weather re- 
ports. The only place between New 
York and Washington from which 
weather reports are received, he said, 
is Philadelphia, a place which seldom 
has fog. The only way to learn cop- 
ditions on the coast is by telepho 
the Coast Guard and the Army 
Service has not money enough to do 
this regularly, he said.

Retreat cus macsnr nein etter 
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STAGE LIONS IN THE PATH. 

How much actual force is there in 
the statement so confidently put about 
at Washington that President CooLince 
will run a great political risk if he 
vetoes the McNary-Haugen bill? Such 
@ consideration ought manifestly to be 
secondary with a conscientious Presi- 
dent. Americans desire and are in- 
clined to believe that Mr, Coo.ipce will 
put it far down the list of reasons for 
or against the bill. They prefer to 
think of him as an Executive who will 
do what he regards as his duty with- 
out being in the least dismayed by 
consequences personal to himself. But 
the undeniable fact is that a great 
many: politicians in Washington are 
standing about, rubbing their hands 
with glee, as they think of the Presi- 
dent sorely embarrassed by the deci- 
sion which he has to make. They 
imagine that he, like some of them, 
will be frightened by the ghosts of em- 
battled farmers in the West threaten- 
ing him with political destruction if he 
interposes to prevent them from get- 
ting what they are alleged to want. 
Thus it is a matter worth looking into. 
The fate of the bill should be deter- 
mined by the President on its merits 
or demerits; but if the case were to 
be argued purely as a matter of polit- 
ical expediency, it might well be con- 
cluded that the President would gain 
more by vetoing the McNary-Haugen 
bill than by signing it. 

A veto would confirm the President’s 
strength where it is already greatest, 
where he most needs it, and where it 
would be most dangerous for him to 
alienate sentiment, He has thus far 
stood against hasty and unsound legis- 
lation. He has identified himself with 
the cause of slow and rational prog- 
ress, rather than with impetuous 
attempts to bring in the millennium 
overnight by a legislative fiat. ‘This 
reputation Mr. Coo.ipce cannot afford 
to impair. The popular confidence 
which he has so largely won has been 
due, in great extent, to the feeling 
that he is as steady and unafraid, in 
his way, as was GROVER CLEVELAND, to 
whom JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL paid 
the great tribute at Harvard as being 
one undeterred by popular clamor. 
What would it profit the President to 
gain a few delegates and votes in the 
Middle West if in the act he were to 
shock and offend the great body of his 
supporters in. the rest of the country? 

Turning to the other side of the 
question,. there is..good reason for 
doubting whether any such tremen- 
dous revolt in the West is preparing 
and will take shape as the cocksure 
prophets are forecasting. Only a very 
small percentage of farmers are organ- 
ized, politically or otherwise. The 
degree to which Western agriculture 
has been demanding the passage of 
this bill has been immensely exag- 
gerated. It is doubtful if many farm- 
ers are familiar with the terms. of the 
measure. When they find out that it 
is expected, if the bill is made law, 
that Federal agents will go to eight 
or ten million farmers to demand an 
“equalization fee” in order to help 
make good to the Government the 
money spent in buying up the;surplus, 
there may, indeed, be a revolt, but it 
will be of a sort different from the 
one the politicians are predicting. 
One Senator declared that any man 
who went to collect this fee would 
need a bodyguard to protect him from 
the wrath of the indignant farmers. 

Moreover, even if they were tem- 





porarily angered by. the President's 


veto of the bill, there would be ample 
time for their rage to cool before 1928. 
The evidence shows that the condition 
of the farmers is slowly improving. It 
may be much better a year from now. 
If there is a decline in the prices of 
what they have to buy, they will not 
feel so bitterly as they do now that 
they have been discriminated against 
by our fiscal laws. In any event, 
time will be on the side of the Presi- 
dent, should be veto the McNary- 
Haugen bill, and he would be justified 
in regarding the terrible lions which 
timid politicians are now pointing to 
in his path as only artificial crea- 
tures good only for a very few per- 
formances on the political stage. 

Our political history shows that 
Presidents have been more often 
helped than. hurt by an important 
veto. President Grant did much to re- 
gain his prestige by vetoing the cur- 
rency inflation bill. President Hayes 
vetoed the silver bill and grew in stat- 
ure thereby... When President ARTHUR 
vetoed a profligate rivers and harbors 
pill the country rose in acclaim. Even 
when Presidents have been unable to 
stop vicious legislation by veto, they 
have gained respect for their courage 
and consistency. President WILSON 
vetoed the Volstead act, and we rather 
think that millions of Americans wish 
today that it had been effective. It 
will not be forgotten that President 
CooLipce himself was threatened with 
dire results if he vetoed the soldiers’ 
bonus bill. He did veto it, although 
in vain, and later had ample proof be- 
fore him that it had not in the least 
affected his popularity. There is 
good ground for holding that the’same 
thing will be true if he decides to veto 
the farm bill. He has an added in- 
ducement te forbid its enactment in 
the fact that his veto’ would surely bé 
upheld by Congress, and so would 
make an end of a bill which is stuffed 
with provisions that are improper and 
incongruous, and which, if an attempt 
were made to enforce them, could lead 
only: to disappointment, failure and a 
confusion worse confounded. 


TWO TRAVELERS. 

Two illustrious Republicans, President 
Butter and Vice Chairman HILLgEs, 
set out on their peregrinations today. 
The purpose of Dr. BUTLER’sS journey 
is clear. Having re-established Repub- 
lican harmony here, he goes to fill 
with concord of sweet sounds the 
Western Republican bosom. The ex- 
act c ject of Mr. HILLES’s more am- 
bitious tour, a survey of the United 
States, is less certain. It is said to 
be his intention to ascertain “ political 
and business conditions.’’ He doesn’t 
have to leave town to discover business 
conditions, continuously and amply 
reported. Political conditions so far 
as they relate to prohibition and its 
enforcement he has already explained, 
not quite correctly. “Only a law-en- 
forcement Republican’*—he should 
have added ‘‘ or Democrat '’—‘‘ can be 
elected President.”’ 

That is elementary. The wettest 
Republican or Democrat would have to 
stand for rigid enforcement of the Vol- 
stead act. Politicians know their busi- 
ness. An essential part of it is to 
maintain their equilibrium on a plat- 
form. So Mr. HILues can hardly be 
putting himself into general circula- 
tion to find out “the trend of senti- 
‘* ment in reference to prohibition and 
“law enforcement’’; though the re- 
searches and observations of political 
managers almost invariably result. in 
confirming their preconceived opin- 
ions. For what, then, has Mr. HILLEs 
condemned himself to so many sleep- 
ing-car nights? Praise as we may the 
early bird, he is too early for 1928 and 
can’t be suspected of “setting up the 
pins” for President CooLipcz, who 
keeps his own counsel; and, besides, 
the passionate affection of Southern 
delegates cools easily and is not safely 
subjected to a long trial. 

Mr. Hittes must be traveling for 
the sake of change, of enlarging his 
political acquaintance, of studying the 
Republican Party in the West and the 
means by which, in so many States, 
it is so easy to manage and s0 re- 
markably united—in short, so much 
like the Republican Party of New 
York, 


THE MOTOR HIGHWAY. 

Borough President MILLER has 
shown great zeal in developing his 
plans for a west side motor highway. 
It is to be an elevated structure, for 
express traffic only, with here and 
there a ramp to the street below. The 
supporting columns have been care- 
fully located so as to interfere as 
little as possible with street traffic or 
railroad operation. It is well to have 
the idea thus put before the public in 
the form of a definite project, which 
can be readily visualized and discussed 
on its merits. No scheme for transit 
relief has ever yet been advanced 
which did not have to run the gaunt- 
let of criticism, and this latest ven- 
ture will doubtless meet with its share. 
Some people have a rooted objection 
to the use of elevated structures for 
any traffic purpose. Others will argue 
that the project should be developed 
stage by stage and not all at once. 
Still others will want to know a little 
more precisely what is to become of 
all the trucks when they leave the 
new viaduct at Seventy-second Street, 
Are they to continue up Riverside 
Drive, or where? 

All these matters can be threshed 
out at the public hearings to be held 
next month, Mr. Miiuzr and his as- 
sociates have given a lot of thought 
to the. project, and should be able.to 
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deal with any objections. that may be 
raised and make such alterations in 
the plan as may be expedient, One 
obstacle they have apparently sur- 
mounted already. The New York Cen- 
tral, with its extensive yards and 
tracks, has a vested interest on the 
west side with which the city’s plan 
might easily bein: conflict. It is re- 
assuring to learn that the plans, in 
their present form at least, represent 
the results of protracted conferences 
between the Borough President and 
officials of that. railroad. At one point 
the roadway is to be cantilevered over 
the yards, so as to minimize the occu- 
pation of the railroad property and 
to interfere as little as possible with 
freight-handling operations. 

A west side motor highway should 
prove a useful “by-pass” for traffic 


fwitn New Jersey through the new 


vehicular tunnel. A north-and-south 
express highway like this, free from 
the inhibitions of crosstown traffic, 
should also afford a welcome relief to 
harassed motorists in Manhattan. 
There was a time when some chauf- 
feurs of high ‘mettle seemed to prefer 
congested streets.-As a- particularly 
skillful French driver once remarked, 
when asked why he insisted on going 
all'the way dowhtown on Broadway, 
“ Ah, Monsieur, I like ze traffique.” 
Those days are gone. There can be no 
exhilaration, even for .the hardened 
taxi driver, in the creeping palsy of 
the central av enues today. If the way 
is cleared for him, he will quickly 
choose thirty miles an hour on Twelfth 
Avenue as against five milés an hour 
on Fifth.

GERMANY’S MILITARY OUTLAY. 

' Strong resentment has been aroused 
in. the Gérman press by the published 
opinion of a member of the Dawes 
Commission that Germany’s burdens 
under the Dawes plan are about equal 
to what she spent on national defense 
before the war. Proportionately, 
argues the Lokal-Anzeiger, the pres- 
ent military expenditure is heavier 
than before the war, This is primarily 
due to the fact that the army of 100,- 
000 men, prescribed in the Versailles 
Treaty, is a professional army, as 
likewise prescribed, and is far more 
expensive than the pre-war conscript 
armies. The Boersen-Courier adds the 
heavy pensi@n charges resulting from 
the war. Whatever may be the force 
of this argument as a rejoinder to the 
feasibility of indefinite Dawes pay- 
ments, it puts Germany partly at a 
disadvantage in answering the charge 
now emphasized in France that the 
German military budget is not nota- 
bly smaller than the French, 

This result is obtained by translat- 
ing German military marks and 
French military francs into gold dol- 
lars. But this is only a rough ap- 
proximation. In behalf of Germany 
it might be contended that foreign 
exchange does not correctly measure 
the value of a currency within its own 
frontiers. One hundred and forty mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of French francs 
mean a good deal more in France 
than the same amount of dollars’ 
worth of German marks mean in Ger- 
many. A fairer test is the ratio of mil- 
itary expenditure to the total budget. 
The German army budget is just 
a trifle short of 600,000,000 marks. 
The total estimated national expendi- 
ture for 1926-27, according to S. 
ParRKER GILBERT’S latest Dawes re- 
port, is a bit over 8,400,000,000 marks. 
This would make Germany’s army ab- 
sorb 7 per cent, of the entire budget. 
In France the ratio works out at about 
1144 per cent. If we take all forms of 
national defense—army, navy, air 
fleet—the figures show a still greater 
divergence. In 1925 defense absorbed 
15 per cent. of the British budget and 
between 15 and 16 per cent. of the 
French budget. Germany’s current 
outlay on army and fleet is slightly 
over 8 per cent. of the total national 
expenditure, or, roughly, about one- 
half of the British or French outlay. 

If a fair case can be made out for a 
present low expenditure on German 
armaments, it reinforces the. position 
of Mr. H. M. Rosrnson of the Dawes 
Commission on the amount Germany 
isnow saving.

A BASIC REPORT. 

The report of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee on Teachers’ Salaries in New York 
City has been made available through 
the Bureau of Publications, Teachers 
College. Its general findings and rec- 
ommendations have been given to the 
public, but the volume of 250 pages, 
containing a historical review of. the 
salary situation and the material upon 
which the findings and recommenda- 
tions are based, is a valuable contri- 
bution. Such a survey will not have 
to. be made again. It will be neces- 
sary only. to supplement it with the 
new facts which the future years 
furnish. 

It comes to the public with time- 
liness in furnishing a scientific basis 
for a plan of dealing with salaries. 
The inquiry disclosed facts not only 
as to the purchasing power of present 
salaries, the total earnings, the num- 
ber of dependents and the relative at- 
tractiveness of New York City post- 
tions, but also as to the amount of 





[Professional training, the number of 


years of tending: ‘exactions. and the 
achievement of their pupils, All of 
these factors have to be considered in 
safeguarding the profession of teach- 
ing against. the unhindered operation 
of the law of demand’and supply. If 
those who passed the examination set 
by the Board of Education were re- 
quired to submit bids as to the annual 
salary they would accept and the 
award were made to the lowest bidder, 
such a procedure would not be for the 
public good. The minimum being 
fixed sufficiently high to enable those 
selected to live at such an economic 
and social level ‘‘that they will be 
ey self-respecting . and unharassed in 

“ meeting the necessary costs of com- 
“fortable and decent living; the can- 
didates should be chosen who are 
** most outstanding” or “‘ most greatly 
exceed” this minimum. The . equal 
pay law as between men and women 
is ‘justified by the “‘ improved songs 
of the women teachers.” 

The general conclusion is that prac- 
tically all the groups of teachers are 
receiving salaries with lower purchas- 
ing power than in 1910. It is also 
stated that the salaries are so: low 
that teachers are finding it necessary 
to spend a disproportionate amount 
of their earnings upon food and rent. 
But the committee does not propose 
an immediate passing to salary levels 
suggested; it urges that they should 
be reached gradually by 19380. The 
essence of the plan is that the in- 
crements should be small in the first 
three or four years, but should be 
followed by larger increments, with a 
“super-maximum” salary for those 
of exceptional professional fitness. By 
1930 it should be possible to regroup 
the teachers on the basis of profes- 
sional qualifications and put the pro- 
posed scheme into full effect. 

With such a report at its command, 
the Mayor’s committee should be able 
to make definite and effective recom- 
mendations concerning salary sched- 
ules and prevent the teachers from 
seeking further legislation in their 
own behalf. 
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CENSORSHIP WITHOUT PUBLICITY. 
What has happened before in cases 
of police censorship of the stage is 
happening again. By its very meth- 
ods the prosecution defeats its own 
purpose... If, instead of desiring to 
suppress the three plays raided, a 
device had been sought for spreading 
the news of their wickedness, for in- 
creasing their attendance and enrich- 
ing their producers, a better plan 
could hardly have been found. The 
raids made many people curious about 
plays of which they might otherwise 
never have heard. Then injunctions 
against further interference with the 
performances were obtained, so that 
while legal tangles were knotted up 
and slowly straightened out public 
curiosity might be gratified, to the 
joy of the box office. When certain 
of the victims of the present censor- 
ship speak frankly of their tribula- 
tions, they are bound to admit that 
they enjoy their increased prosperity. 
Even if they are eventually found 
guilty of maintaining a public nui- 
sance and giving indecent perform- 
ances, they will soon be able to open 
up again with similar profitable 

“ nuisances.” 

*Putting aside the broadcasting of 
details about plays which are not 
worth mentioning, one must consider 
that the chief defect of police censor- 
ship of the theatre is its sporadic 
nature. A sane, wise, well-informed 
and continuous contro] cannot come 
from sudden bursts of interest. It is 
much more likely to be had within 
the theatre, where good taste and a 
sense of decency are found as fre- 
quently as among public officials. The 
addition of an intimate knowledge of 
what is going on in the theatrical 
world will enable an inside censorship 
to prevent the production and even 
the rehearsal of ‘undesirable plays. 
The Actors’ Equity Association in its 
official organ has just come out with 
a statement the sanity of which must 
be generally approved, and which 
could be simply and easily enforced 
by Equity’s power with its mem- 
bership: 

The play jury was endorsed in the- 
ory by the newspapers, by the city 
authorities, and by many outside of 
but interested in the theatre, and 
Equity has always believed that, 
given an opportunity to oil creaking 
joints and to replace defective parts, 
it would still be the best means of 
regulating the stage which could be 
‘devised. Certainly Equity feels that 
it would be superior to a censor ap- 
pointed by any party for, political 
services, and who may well be actu- 
ated by a very great desire to retain 
his job by doing an occasional bit of 
censoring rather than by any knowl- 
edge of or affection for the drama. 
The details of this plan, with its 

improvements over the old play-jury 
method, have been incorporated in the 
proposed method of the Committee of 
Nine, headed by Mr. Amegs. District 
Attorney BANTON has expressed hearty 
approval of it, and it is greatly to be 
hoped that it will be allowed a thor- 
ough trial, 


HELPING LEPERS IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 

It will be regretted that Congrcss 
has passed on to the American people 
the raising of funds for prosecution 
of the war against leprosy in the Phil- 
ippine Islands. On the recommenda- 
tion of the Governor General of the 
islands a -bill was introduced in Con- 
gress providing Federal aid for this 
work, which has been inadequately 
financed by the Philippine Legislature. 





The Senate and House Committees on 
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Tnsolae Possensions, in. declining to 
Propose an appropriation, urged the 
people of the United States to support | . 
this work by private contributions. 

Leaving aside the question of Amer- 
ica’s responsibility in this matter and 
the procedure of Congress inviting 
private individuals to pay. for work 
which the Government should rightly 
help, the cause is one which now 
more than ever deserves aid. The 
fight against leprosy was begun short- 
ly after the American occupation of 
the Philippines. The dramatic story 
of the leper colony of Culion is well 
known’ in this country. “But only 
within the last few years has’ there 
been promise of effectively checking 
the scourge. The first plan was seg- 
regation, so as to diminish likelihood 
of the spread of the disease and to 
make it possible for the lepers to live 
like human beings instead of like out- 
casts. Now, however, the fight is 
being carried into the villages and 
countryside, and leprosy is being 
checked in its incipiency. . Medical 
science has discovered a treatment 
which, if it be not a cure, at least 
effectively ends the ravages of the 
disease and prevents its spread. . This, 
for all practical purposes, means that 
the eradication of leprosy is assured. 

Additional funds are needed to push 
through the scientific studies in lep- 
rosy control and eradication, and for 
the practical work in treating the 
diseased. Owing to the horrible nature 
of leprosy, the afflicted long sought to 
hide their ailment until it became 
acute. In the beginning they refused 
to go to Culion, fearing that there they 
would be even worse off than at home. 
Later they have learned better. Still, 
those but mildly affected continue to 
try to hide their illness, unwilling to 
be separated from their friends and 
families in order to go to Culion. Now 
that the treatment is being perfected, 
Governor General Woop has organized 
@ number of prophylactic stations 
where persons in the early stages of 
leprosy can go for treatment without 
having to be isolated on Culion. 

If leprosy is to be completely erad- 
icated, it is essential to spread the 
campaign for treating these mild 
cases. They are as much a danger to 
the community as the extreme cases— 
probably even more so, inasmuch as 
their illness is often unknown save to 
a few intimates. To search out and 
treat these lepers is difficult and 
costly. It requires close supervision 
and the constant ‘encouragement of 
the Americans in control of the health 
work. The anti-leprosy campaign has 
been well begun. But it is still far 
from finished. It deserves the hearty 
support of the American people.

He was 
associated as Vice President with 
Henry BercH in the general direction 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. From that merci- 
ful labor, in which he was particularly 
helpful through the procuring of need- 
ful legislation, he extended his interest 
to children who were cruelly treated. 

He was the impersonation of the 
public concern in his personal and of- 
ficial effort to see that all laws for 
safeguarding the health and morals of 
the child were enforced. The society 
of which he was President for more 
than twenty years has investigated 
hundreds of thousands of children’s 
cases and rescued tens of thousands 
from harmful and vicious surround- 
ings. This pioneer society has been a 
model for hundreds of associations in 
this country and abroad. Another 
service of his was helping to determine 
the most humane method of executing 
criminals sentenced to death, the re- 
port in which he joined resulting in the 
abolition of hanging in this State. 

His name is distinguished in the an- 
nals of America since Revolutionary 
days. The first Exvsrincs Gerry was a 
signer of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, and one of the Commodore’s 
sons is a United States Senator from 
Rhode Island. He has set a shining 
example to men whose means and 
ability enable them to take the respon- 
sibilities of leadership in movements 
for the general good. Thousands of 
children grown to manhood or woman- 
hood owe a debt of gratitude to this 
gentleman of the old school who, with 
all his own enjoyment of life, gave so 
unsparingly to prevent the unneces- 
sary misery of the child and the dumb 
animal.

Hospitals, doctors and the Board of 
Health are engaged in. a, gallant effort 
to educate parents in the importance 
of early treatment. It is a. job requir- 
‘ing infinite patience.. Much as fathers 
and mothers love their children, they 
sometimes show an alarming indiffer- 
ence to a slight cold or a sore throat, 
which may develop into one of these 
dangerous. diseases with . shocking 
speed. 

To impress on the public the neces- 
sity of early medical attention to such 
symptoms, especially when: accom- 
panied by fever, is a work of prime 
importance. The Willard Parker Hos- 
pital has just issued a statement em- 
phasizing. the benefits of immediate 
recognition and treatment of all three 
of these menaces to child health. 
Diphtheria unattended for even a few 
days is almost impossible to check in 
its course and is too often fatal. Scar- 
let fever and measles result frequently 
in ear and eye troubles which persist 
through life. 

The hospital, from’ an analysis of 

ases treated there in the four years 
past, shows gratifying progress in the 
saving of lives in these three diseases. 
But the need of educational work for 
early treatment. continues. For the 
greatest loss and the most difficult 
problem is the forty-eight-hour deaths. 
These are cases which are hopeless 
because they were. sent in too late. 
‘““Home remedies’? were used for from 
one to five days; then the parents 
sent for the doctor and he rushed the 
patient to the hospital, but nothing 
could be done when the disease had 
reached an advanced stage.

The benefactor of the pretty girls of 
fifty years from now believed that 
“Nature has given this type of woman 
a love for beautiful things that un- 
fortunately parents cannot provide, 
and'it is these things that I -vish to 
provide.” ‘This seems a generous aim, 
untainted by a sanctimonious attempt 
to acquire merit. And it is refreshing 
to discover that a man may be more 
anxious to make others happy than to 
be certain that they deserve happiness. 

The discrimination against fat girls 
seems odd in the case of one ap- 
parently so broad-minded. Perhaps he 
felt that the gentle spirits he was 
seeking to help could not be lodged 
in gross bodies. Or he may have 
had a more practical motive. Just as 
certain New York companies will not 
employ overweight girls because they 
take up too much of the cubic content 
of small offices, he may have felt that 
it was better to make a large number 
of small persons happy than to bene- 
fit a small number of large ones.

At a-dinner. here, attended by the

The 
writer had many conferences with the 
Senator on this subject here and in 
Washington. The banking system of 
the country was crude and unworkable 
and it must be shaped so that we could 
have a stable, elastic, liquid credit 
currency. 

A great financial institution was 
planned, with regional branches to re- 
lieve the currency shipments and abol- 
ish them altogether and stabilize the 
money market of the country, to be 
conducted under Government super- 
vision and control. 

Starting with two millions capital, 
it would be increased to any amount, 
to be also approved by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. This institution was to 
be established solely for the purpose of 
stabilizing the money market of the 
country, with’ regional banks or 
branches to give credit throughout the 
country in time of need, always domi- 
nated by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and further branches to be opened 
in any State at its discretion, upon the 
request of the Governor of a State 
ratified by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

The writer drew this bill verbatim, 
submitted it to Professor Joseph 
French Johnson, one of the leading 
economists of the country and Dean 
of New York University, and at the 
suggestion of Joseph H. Choate had 
Frank W. Hackett of Washington, D. 
C., present it to the Committee on 
Banking. 

The late Congressman W. C. Lover- 
ing of Massachusetts introduced it 
(Fifty-ninth Congress, second session; 
H. R. 25406). 

The Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency gave us a hearing. Mr. Hackett 
told the committee it was a plan to 
stabilize the currency, make it liquid 
and elastic for the whole nation. The 
remarks and statements of Mr. Lover- 
ing and myself are a matter of public 
record. Chairman Fowler was a great 
advocate of an asset bank and asset 
currency on commercial notes. This 
combined them. After he was elected 
President, Mr. Wilson grasped the 
opportunity, making it the vital issue 
of his Administration, andgas the lead- 
er of his party put it over. 

It is the greatest system ever adopted 
by any nation. Without it the war 
might have ended differently and 
have been most disastrous to our- 
selves. With it we raised twenty-five 
billions. Our bankers, trust companies, 
corporations and merchants are re- 
lieved of fear for the future. They 
can get unlimited capital on sound 
business and will make ultimately this 
country the centre of financial opera- 
tions.

Patrolman’Aleo Tells of Kick In the 
Stomach—President Lowell Sits 
With.Seven Defense Counsel.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 18.—The 
trial of the thirty-three Harvard stu- 
dents and six others, all of whom were 
charged with disturbing the peace and 
some with assault following an alter- 
cation with.the Cambridge ‘police in 
Harvard aed early last Saturday 

morning, today in the East 
Cambrides. Diwtriét Gon Court. 

Only the testimony of the police, giv- 
ing their version of the battle with 
several hundred students, was h 
today, and the case was continued 
until Feb. 25 for the windup. 

The court room was crowded to over- 
flowing with Harvard students, both 
defendants and witnesses, policemen, 
lawyers, Harvard officials and mem- 
bers of the press. 

President A. Lawrence Lowell of the 
University attended the first part of 
the segtony | session and took a seat 
among the defense lawyers and the re- 
porters. Chester N. Greenough, Dean 
of Harvard College, accompanied by 
Assistant Dean Robert E. Bacon, was 
present throughout the day, as were 
Charles R. Apted, head of the Harvard 
Yard police, with two of his men. 

Seven lawyers appeared as defense 
counsel and City Solicitor Peter J. 
Nelligan was prosecutor. When the 
roll of the defendants was called, they 
answered almost as they might in 
class and two corrected the clerk, 
“Daniel Webster’ proving to be Dan- 
iel Westheimer and ‘‘Daniel Simpson”’ 
a youth named Sandwahl. 


Tell of Ice, Egg and Bottle Shower. 


* All of the police witnesses testified 
that the students assembled in groups 
of 100 or 200 in different parts of the 
square, that ice, eggs and bottles were 
thrown at the police and that the 
crowds kept up a din of shouting 
while the police were engaged in dis- 
persing them. 

Patrolman James A. Prior, who sent 
in the riot call, testified that after the 
midnight show ended at the moving 
picture theatre in Harvard Square, he 
received a punch in the jaw. As he 
pushed his way toward the police box, 
he said he heard cries of ‘“‘Get the 
cop,” and pulling his snr te he backed 
toward the box. 

Then, after going to the police sta- 
tion in a patrol wagon to get more 
policemen, Prior continued, he at- 
tempted to disperse the crowd. Under 
cross-examination he said he saw 
Oliver D. Ferguson, a Harvard student 
of Paducah, Ky., kick Patrolman 
O’Connor in the stomach. 

Describing the difficulty he and two 
other officers had in getting Ferguson 
into the patrol wagon, Prior admitted 
hitting Ferguson on the head with his 
club to get him in. 

Frederick H. Chase of defense coun- 
sel asked if Ferguson was knocked 
unconscious. Prior said he was not, 
but was not sure whether the youth 
sat down or lay down in the wagon. 


Declare Students Were Warned. 


Twelve other patrolmen and two ser- 
geants also testified, the prosecution 
trying to show that the crowds refused 
to disperse and go to their homes 
despite repeated warnings that trouble 
would result if they did not. The 
courses followed by the three patrol 
wagons which answered Prior’s call 
for assistance were described and the 
movements of the officers in the wag- 
ons who made the arrests. 


In cross-examination Mr. Chase ques- 
tioned the policemen closely as to 
whether they deemed it necessary to 
use their clubs in order to disperse 
the crowds, and most of them admitted 
that the use of nightsticks was not 
entirely necessary. 

The defense counsel also succeeded 
in establishing the fact that whenever 
crowds of students were told to move 
along they did so. 


Altercation With Football Star. 


Patrolman David L. Walsh, who ar- 
rested Arthur E. French Jr. of Win- 
chester, Harvard football star, de- 
clared that although he did not have 
his club out of his pocket he was 
“Iknocked flat on his knees’’ twice, be- 
ing struck from behind. 

Questioned concerning French, Walsh 
said: 

“I was, busy driving students into the 
Yard when this young man came out 
and got me by the two arms and said 
he was an officer of the college and 
that he would have full control of the 
crowd. I ae gen he should exercise his 
influence, requested him to release 
his hold on po 

“While we were in conversation,”’ 
Walsh continued, ‘‘about 100 of his fol- 
lowers ran out of the Yard and some 
one threw an egg that missed me and 
smashed up against a taxi. I attempted 
to leave him and drive the students 
back and he grabbed me a second time. 
I told him ne was interfering with 
me. ” 

It was at this point that Walsh 
placed French under arrest. Walsh 
also said that he told French that he 
was lucky that he (Walsh) was not 
one of the excitable policemen or he 
might have used the club on him, 

“He made no attempt to incite the 
students?” defense counsel asked. 

“No, ‘sir.’’ 

“What did you arrest. French for?” 

“Well, he grabbed my two arms and 
held me firm.” 

“But you didn’t charge him with in- 
terfering with you?”’ 

“No, sir.’’ 

“He wasn’t hollering and making any 
noise?”’ 

“No, eir.”’ 

Throughout the session today the stu- 
dents conducted themselves quietly. 
On account of the large crowd around 
the court house, Judge Stone excluded 
every one from the trial except those 
directly concerned.

Society Succumbs to Injury 
Caused by a Fall. 


TRIBUTES TO HIS MEMORY 


Called Emancipator of Helpless 
Childhood——Lawyer, Banker 
and Yachtsman. 


Elbridge T. Gerry, a founder of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, died early yesterday 
morning at his home, 2 Hast Sixty- 
first Street, in his ninetieth year. His 
death was due, primarily, to a fall in 
which he broke a hip more than two 
weeks ago. He had been confined to 
his bed from the time of the fall until 
last Thursday. A statement issued

Funeral in Cathedral. 


The funeral of Commodore Gerry, it 
was said last night, will take place 
at 11 A. M. next Monday in the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine. Bishop 


Manning will officiate. Burial, which 
will be private, will be in the family 
mausoleum at Hyde Park. 

When news of the death of Commo- 
dore Gerry reached the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, resolutions of regret 
were inscribed on the minutes of the 
court, after Judge George L. Donnel- 
lan had spoken in high praise of the 
accomplishments of Mr. Gerry in the 
formation of the Children’s Society, as 
it is generally called. In the Gourts 
of General Sessions Judges Charles C. 
Nott, William Allen and Max S. Le- 
vine spoke in praise of the Commo- 

ore. 


A Tribute From Colonel Coulter. 


Colonel Ernest K. Coulter, general 
manager of the society, paid a tribute 
to its founder. He said in part: 

“Elbridge T. Gerry was the great 
moving spirit of the New York Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, the parent of all child protective 
organizations in the world. It was Mr. 


Gerry, with his associates in the for- 
mation of the society, the late Henry 
Bergh and John D. Wright, who first 
insisted that the child as well as the 
animal was entitled to special legal 
protection, for there were laws to pro- 
tect dogs and horses from cruelty long 
before there were any special statutes 
to save the helpless child whose par- 
ents or guardians could cast him out 
into the street to perish. 

“It was Mr. Gerry who, as counsel 
of the animal society, brought about 
the rescue of the child Mary Ellen, 
in 1874, by the animal officers when 
that little girl was slowly being tor- 
tured to death by inhuman guardians 
who had legally adopted her out of a 
charitable institution. There were no 
statutes in our books at that time 
making any special provision for the 
protection of children from cruelty. 
When Mr. Gerry and his associates 
realized this, they insisted that the 
child as well as the animal had 
rights, and out of the great public 
clamor that followed their rescue of 
this little girl came the inspiration for 
the first society for the prevention of 
cruelty to children. From that day, 
in 1874 Mr. Gerry devoted practically 
all of his lite to the building up of 
legal protection of helpless childhood. 
The laws which were enacted in this 
State, through his leadership, were 
copied by other States until it was not 
long before practically every State in 
the Union had similar laws. 


Model for 500 Societies. 


“More than 500 similar organizations 
have been formed in different parts 
of the world, with the result that vast 
armies of children: that would have 
been victimized and sacrificed have 
been saved to useful citizenship. 

“Since the rescue of that first little 
girl the New York society alone has 
rescued, fed, clothed and sheltered al- 
most 300,000 children and has handled 
cases involving more than one million 
children under the age of 16. 

“Elbridge T. Gerry can be called 
justly the emancipator of helpless 
childhood.”’

While he was Commodore his 
yacht, the Electra, flagship of the 
fleet, became noted on both sides of 
the Atlantic for her generous hos- 
pitality. : 

During this period of his life Mr, 
Gerry traveled widely. He was prom- 
inent in social circles in Newport, as 
well as in New York, having a hand- 
some villa in the Rhode Island resort, 
He had married, in 1867, Miss Louisa 
M. Livingston, who died nearly seven 
years ago. She was a granddaughter of 
Morgan Lewis, Governor of New York 
in 1805 and one of the most eminent 
jurists of his time. Mr. Gerry had a keen 
appreciation and knowledge of art, and 
acquired a notable collection. of paint- 
ings, sculpture and furniture. He also 
had acquired.a law library of upward 
of 30,000 volumes. 

Little by little Mr. Gerry relinquished 
his law practice to devote the greater 
part of his time to the society which 
he had helped to found and which had 
led to the creation of more than two 
hundred similar organizations for the 
protection of children throughout the 
country. He had extensive New York 
City real estate holdings and served as 
a director of the Fifth Avenue Trust

MACY’S AIDS CLERK, 18,

Youth Recently Won Highest 
Rating Among 200 in School 
Intelligence Tests. 





Fred Simon of Pacific Avenue, 
Brooklyn, an eighteen-year-old filing 
clerk in the planning department of 
R. H. Macy & Co., who a few days 
ago was rated the highest in a series 
of intelligence tests conducted by the 


Haaren Cooperative School, will have 
the opportunity to get a college edu- 
cation through the benevolence of ex- 
ecutives of the Macy organization. 
Simon has enrolled in a night course 
in mathematics at Columbia Univer- 
sity, after taking the advice of per- 
sonnel experts of the store, half of his 
tuition being paid by the firm and 
the balance being supplied from the 
loan fund of the company, utilized for 
deserving cases. 

Young Simon entered the Macy em- 
ploy about three years ago as a stock 
boy. He made a good record and was 
transferred to the planning depart- 
ment, where statistics are studied and 
improvements in store management 
and merchandising are planned. At 
the same time he continued his studies 
at the Haaren school, wheer pupils 
attend classes and work during alter- 
nating weeks. 

When the school authorities con- 
ducted the intelligence tests among 
pupils who were working, Simon was 
rated 135 out of a possible 140 and was 
placed first in a group of 200.

Hoadnindte, ‘of Boys’ School 
Withdraws Resignation at 


Meeting of Trustees. 
STUDENTS ARE JUBILANT 


Chairthan of Board Admits” That 
Medical Policy Was Partly the | 
Cause of Differences. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, N. J., Feb. 18.— 
Dr. Mather Almon Abbott, Headmaster 
of the Lawrenceville School for Boys, 
at a special meeting this afternoon of 
the..Board of Trustees, withdrew his 
resignation, submitted two weeks ago. 
All eight members of the board were 
present, one, Bruce Borland, having 
come from Chicago. The meeting was 
held at Foundation House, the home 
of the Headmaster. 

The session lasted less than an hour, 
after which the following brief state- 
ment was made public by the Rev. Dr. 
John Dixon of Trenton; Chairman of 
the board: 

“Dr. Abbott read a letter to the 
board withdrawing his resignation, and 
that fact gave the board great 
pleasure.”’ 

Dr. Dixon refused comment. Asked 
if the action of the Headmaster had 
followed discussion, he declared that 
there had been nothing to discuss, 

“A student,” Dr. Dixon said, ‘‘made 
a statement to the board in behalf of 
the student body. Beyond that there 
is nothing to say.” 


No Further Resignations. 


Dr. Dixon confirmed, however, the 
statement that differences with the 
Board of Trustees over the medical 
policy of the school had been partly 
responsible for Dr. Abbott’s resigna- 
tion. He said that the problem was 
not likely to arise again and that Fo 
other resignations were expected. 
Joseph Espy of Savannah, Ga., 
School President, and a member of the 
senior class, was the student wha went 
before the board to tell what the boys 
thought. of Dr. Abbott. His. only 
comment was, ‘‘The school is absolute- 
ly behind Dr. Abbott.” 
Ever since the resignation became 
known at Lawrenceville, Espy and a 
picked committee had been working to 
get Dr. Abbott to change his mind. Dr. 
Abbott and the trustees had kept the 
resignation a secret for more than a 
week until last Sunday. On Monday 
Espy appointed his committee. Mem- 
bers got in touch by letter and in per- 
son with several of the trustees. 
Alumni at Princeton, Yale and other 
colleges and in the business world 
sent messages to ‘‘Bot’? Abbott—his 
nickname at Groton, where he was a 
master; at Yale, where he was pro- 
fessor of classics, crew coach and or- 
ganizer and commander of the naval 
unit at the outbreak of the war, and 
now at Lawrenceville, where he has 
been for eight years. They all urged 
him to reconsider. 
All the week there has been a ten- 
sion in the school. 


Campus Restraint Urged. 


The school paper, a weekly, appeared 
yesterday giving much space to the 
appointment of the student commit- 
tee, which to all appearances today, 
rules the school like an absolute mon- 
arch. 

“In view of existing conditions,” a 
message to the school from Espy ad- 
vised, “I urge every member of the 


student body*to follow the suggestion 
of the committee in letting our actions 
and our feelings tomorrow remain as 
normal as though nothing were hap- 
pening out of the ordinary run of 
things.” 

This was to prevent any possible 
demonstration in the presence of the 
trustees, an austere body to any insti- 
tution. When the meeting broke up, 
William A. Jameson Jr. of Washing- 
ton, D. C., announced quietly to three 
members of the committee gathered in 
an attic room of Upper House that 
“Dr. Abbott was going to stay.” 

For a moment the group in the room 
stiffened. One or two smiled. No one 
spoke. Gradually the news spread. To- 
night there was rejoicing on the cam- 
pus. 

Dr. Abbott has made no statement 
since the publication of the news. This 
morning those who sought information 
received a typewritten card from his 
secretary, which said: 

“Dr. Abbott wishes the press to un- 
derstand that any communication with 
regard to Lawrenceville School, either 
today or in the future, must come from 
the President of the Board of Trustees. 
The Headmaster refuses to talk to 
anybody for publication.”

CHARGES LAGUARDIA 
~ DISTURBED VOTING 


AIDING. OF VOTERS. DENIED 


Witnesses at Hearing of Former 
Senator Nicoll Dispute Assertion 
They Operated Vote Machines. 


The charge that Representative F. 
H. LaGuardia had led a gang of 
‘guerrillas’? from one polling place to 
another in the Seventeenth Assembly 
District was made yesterday by 
Charles Firestone, a lawyer and Demo- 
cratic worker, in the hearing on the 


contest brought by former Senator 
Courtlandt Nicoll, Republican against 
Senator Abraham Greenberg, Demo- 
crat, before the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections of the State Senate 
in the Municipal Building. 

Mr. Firestone: said that on his ar- 
rival at the polling place at 69 East 
108d Street he was told that ‘‘LaGuar- 
dia and his gang’’ had been there and 
had caused‘a disturbance. The mem- 
bers of the alleged ‘‘gang’’ were de- 
scribed as men from outside the dis- 
trict wearing sweaters and caps. 

Mr. Firestone said that Mr. LaGuar- 
dia had insisted: on the position of a 
“voting machine in one election district 
being changed, but was told that it 
had been placed by the Board of Elec- 
tions. In contradiction of preceding 
Republican witnesses Mr. Firestone 
denied that practically all the voters 
-at one polling place had been ‘‘helped”’ 
by the inspectors. He said he saw 
only four or five assisted in operating 
the machine. Both Democratic and 
Republican inspectors took a hand in 
ithe practice, he said, until he stopped 
it by objecting. 

Mr. Firestone said at least ten dif- 
ferent nationalities were represented 
by the voters of the district, a large 
umber being naturalized citizens. 
Asked how citizens of foreign birth di- 
hie ry politically in the district, he 


“Upon arriving in this segs d the 
immigrant is usually a rabid Socialist. 
When he becomes Americanized he be- 
comes a Democrat. If he becomes rich 
he moves out of the district and be- 
comes a Republican.”’ 

Upon cross-examination by William 
Travers Jerome, counsel for Mr. Nicoll, 
Mr. Firestone admitted that Senator 
Greenberg had been unseated twice in 
Assembly contests, once in 1912 in fa- 
vor of Joseph Steinberg, a Republican, 
and again in 1922 in favor of August 
Claessens, a Socialist. Mr. Firestone 
added that the Seventeenth Assembly 
District was quiet on election day, ex- 
cept when the Republicans or Social- 
ists ‘‘made trouble.” 

Half a dozen other witnesses denied 
testimony of witnesses for Mr. Nicoll 
that a large number of voters had 
been “helped’”’ on the voting machines. 
Charles Stromberg, a Democratic in- 
spector at the polling place at 70 East 
117th Street, admitted he had pulled 
voting machine levers for voters, but 
said he had done so only at their re- 
quest. “Many could not understand 
the voting machine,’’ he said, ‘‘and the 
model furnished for instruction did not 
correspond exactly to the machine.”’ 

The hearing was adjourned until 
next Wednesday at the request of 
Henry L. Sherman, of counsel for Sen- 
ator Greenberg, after Mr. Jerome had 
declared that Senator Greenberg and 
his counsel were merely seeking to 
delay the proceedings and urged the 
committee to hold another hearing 
today.

OXYGEN TANKS SAVE 
TWO AFTER 43 HOURS 


49, 900 Quarts ann to Revive 
“50 Worst Cases,” Used in 
Long Fight for Fire Victims. 


EIGHT FIREMEN TAKE TURNS 


Breath Restored to a Father and 
Son by Inhalators—Many Sta- 
tions Rush Supplies. 


Throughout thirteen hours yesterday 
nineteen Brooklyn firemen, doctors and 
nurses worked without rest to save 
the lives of a father and his child who 
had been overcome by smoke and gas 
and had been given up for dead. 

From shortly after midnight’ until 1 
P. M. the firemen worked first in an 
improvised hospital in a. vacant store- 
room.and then in a real hospital. They 
used all of the eight tanks of oxygen 
and carbon dioxide in the reserve sup- 
ply of Fire Rescue Squad 2 of Brook- 
lyn, any one of which ordinarily is 
enough to revive a person. Then when 
the man and boy still failed to respond 
to the respiratory treatment they 


called on the supplies of Fire Rescue 
Squad 1 in Manhattan, Police Rescue 
Squad 2 in Brooklyn and the Rescue 
Squad of the Brooklyn Union Gas 
Company until fifty-one tanks contain- 
ing 49,900 quarts of oxygen and carbon 
dioxide had been applied. It was a 
record in the resistance of patients and 
in the use of respiratory treatment, 
and last night Oscar Salem, 33 years 
old, and his son, Sidney, 5 years old, 
of 356 Hooper Street, Brooklyn, were 
resting easily at Cumberland Street 
Hospital with a chance to live. 


Saved in Apartment House Fire. 


They were two of a dozen persons 
who had been rescued by firemen from 
their home in a three-story apartment 


house which was destroyed by fire. 
They and the others, who were partly 
overcome by smoke and cut by glass, 
were treated in an improvised hospital 
at 337 Hooper Street, but only Salem 
and his son failed to respond to the 
initial treatment by Dr. Sternschein, a 
surgeon of Cumberland Street Hospital, 
and two nurses. 

A hurry call was made for the Fire 
Rescue Squad from 160 Carlton Ave- 
nue. The man and boy seemed dead 
when they arrived. Every one looked 
hopelessly at them, but Captain Wal- 
ter O’Leary, in tommand of the eight 
men, ordered them to apply treatment. 
Two firemen started with applications 
of the “prone method” of respiration, 
while others got ready the new H. & 
H. inhalators, the invention of Dr. 
Howard W. Haggard and Dr. Yandell 
Henderson, Professors of Physiology 
at Yale, which are replacing the old 
pulmotors in respiratory treatment. 

It was necessary to start respiration 
with the ‘‘prone method”’ of contract- 
ing and expanding the lungs before 
the inhalators could be put to work. 
It took nearly an hour, and the fire- 
men were rewarded with the first 
signs of life, first in the child and 
then in the father. 

Then the inhalators, each a cylinder 
containing 900 quarts of a mixture 
composed of 95 parts oxygen and 5 
parts carbon dioxide, were applied un- 
der 150 pounds pressure. The oxygen 
was to get air into the lungs, the 
carbon dioxide to counteract the ef- 
fects of carbon monoxide in the blood. 


Eight Firemen Take Turns. 


The eight firemen took turns under 
the direction of Captain O’Leary in 
applying the treament, while Dr. 
Sternschein and the nurses noted the 
effects on the patients’ hearts and 
pulses. 

But the condition of the child and 
the man resisted the treatment. The 
supply of oxygen and carbon dioxide 
began to run low, although one tank 
for each person should have been suf- 
ficient. Captain O’Leary sent for a 
new supply from the quarters of the 
Manhattan Fire Rescue Squad in 
Spring Street, and seven more tanks, 
all in the place, were brought. 

These, too, were being exhausted, 
and still the patients’ conditions re- 
sisted the rescue work. Captain 
O’Leary called upon the Police Rescue 
Squad at Classon and De Kalb Ave- 
nues. They came with twelve tanks 
and with them came Drs. Farasimos, 
Rothstein and Guaria of Cumberland 
Street Hospital and Dr. Kramer of 
Bushwick Hospital, who had got word 
that the new supply of tanks was 
being sent to Hooper Street and who 
thought all the residents of a tene- 
ment had been overcome. 

Still the patients did not respond, 
and, desperately, Captain O’Leary 
called upon the Brooklyn Union Gas 
Company for more supplies. It came 
with twenty-four tanks, and one after 
the otlier for each patient they were 
used up 

The Penild responded first again, 
shortly after daylight, and gave signs 
that the carbon monoxide was out 
of his system. The father responded 
about an hour later, but the treat- 
ment had to be continued. 

Three firemen were exhausted by 
their work and replacements were pro- 
vided, and at 7 A. M. it was considered 
safe to remove the father and boy to 
Cumberland Street Hospital, but the 
eer was continued in the ambu- 
ance. 


Oxygen Treatment Kept Up. 


It was possible a short time later to 
discontinue the oxygen and carbon 
dioxide treatment, but it was only 
substituted by pure oxygen treatment, 
which was kept up until 1:10 P. M. 
The father and boy at that time were 
breathing with difficulty but with 
some regularity. Occasionally during 
the afternoon the pure oxygen treat- 
ment was applied again, and last night 
at 7 P. M. the doctors in the hospital 
said the man and boy had a chance 
to live. 

“I’ve never known cases as difficult 
to treat as _ these,’’ said Captain 
O’Leary. “They were — practically 
dead.”’ 

He said that there were hundreds of 
tanks of pure oxygen in Brooklyn, but 
that pure oxygen in these cases would 
not have been efficacious. He ex- 
plained the shortage of the oxygen and 
carbon dioxide mixture by saying that 
it was a new treatment which the Fire 
Department was purchasing from 
chemists in Manhattan while prepar- 
ing to install apparatus to manufac- 
ture it. 

“This was something impossible to 
foresee,’’ he added. “Ordinarily the 
mixture we had on hand and subject 
to call would have revived more than 
fifty of the worst cases.’

ALBANY, Feb. 18.—Intimations were 
heard today that the emergency rent 
laws, enacted during the post-war 
housing shortage and expiring next 
May, would be continued by the Legis- 
lature in a severely modified form. 

Approximately half a score of meas- 
ures which would have the effect of 
continuing the operation of these stat- 
utes until June of next year have been 
introduced at the present session. 
Leading Republicans are convinced 
that there is no great necessity at the 
present time for protecting tenants 
against extortionate practices by land- 
lords. 

As they see it, there has been such 
an abundant supply of new dwelling 
places of late that the laws of supply 
and demand will afford all the protec- 
tion that is required. The small at- 
tendance of spokesmen for tenants at 
@ recent public héaring on the bills ex- 


tending the operation of the emer- 
iw rent laws has fent force to this 
ef. 


Depend on Housing Commission. 


Nevertheless, the leaders who will 
dominate legislative action and pro- 
cedure during what remains of the 
present session have expressed their 
willingness to be guided entirely by the 
recommendations of the State Housing 
Commission, of which Darwin R. 
James is the head. The Housing Com- 
mission has been holding public hear- 


ings in New York City and in some up- 
State localities, too. 

There has been a demand for a sur- 
vey to determine the needs of tenants 
for further protection. With this work 
completed the Housing Commission is 
xpected to make its report to the 
Legislature within a few days, at least 
in time for enacting any legislation 
that may be deemed expedient. 

Word came to the Capitol yesterday 
that while the Housing’ Commission 
was inclined to take the view of the 
situation that is prevalent here it 
might urge that the last vestige of 
control under the emergency statutes 
should not be _ relinquished until 
another twelve months had passed. In 
its report last year the commission, 
then differently constituted so far as 
— is concerned, determined 

at it would be safe to relinquish 
control under the emergency statutes 
rate of $20 per room per month or 
more. 

The Legislature fell in with this sug- 

estion and with no detrimental result. 

he commission at the same time ex- 
pressed the opinion that in 1927 it 
probably would be safe to permit the 
emergency statutes to lapse. 


Tenement Control Likely. 


In advance of a report from the com- 
mission it was learned today that in all 
probability that body would recom- 
mend that apartments renting for $15 
per room per month, or perhaps a 
somewhat lower figure, be withdrawn 
and left without the artificial protec- 
tion afforded by the emergency laws, 
but that control be retained over flats 
in tenements of the old type that rent 
at bottom figures. 

The suggestion that this course might 
be followed was coupled with an ex- 

lanation that continuing control over 

welling accommodations of this type 
‘would render it less difficult than it 
‘would be otherwise to compel from the 
landlords some attention to demands 
on the part of tenants for repairs and 
to sanitation, which, where tenants of 
this class are concerned, was pro- 
mounced an even more weighty con- 
sideration than any relating to rents. 

It is understood that the Democrats 
will not press their demand for amend- 
ments to the Housing law looking to 
the creation of a State housing bank 
to help in the financing of projects for 
slum clearance and erection of model 
tenements with apartments renting at 
rates to fit the purse of families in 
modest circumstances. 

The Housing Commission is said to 
have received what virtually amounts 
to an assurance that properties ac- 
quired for this purpose will receive tax 
exemption from the New York City 
authorities. In the circumstances the 
commission believes that necessary 
capital to promote such projects on a 
acale extensive enough substantially to 
advance the cause will be obtainable 
without much trouble. A final agree- 
ment is: said to be awaiting the re- 
turn of Mayor Walker from his South- 
ern holiday trip. 

The. proposal for a legislative inquiry 
contemplating a drastic revision of the 
old Tenement House law at next year’s 
session of the lawmaking body is re- 
ceiving serious consideration at pres- 
ent and there is a prospect that the 
proposal will be put through. Spokes- 
men. for the real estate interests have 
been insistent in their demand that 
s#uch action be taken. 


Want Tenement Law Changed. 


Their insistence is due largely to the 
@iscovery that provisions in the Tene-

Crows Win Second Round 
In Battle of Armed Farmers

YORKTOWN, N. J., Feb. 18.— 
Farmers and huntsmen’ who have 
determined to exterminate the thou- 
sands of crows which have settled 
in South Jersey returned from their 
second night hunt last night with 
mingled feelings of relief and dis- 
appointment, 

Three hundred men armed. with 
shotguns went out, rode and walked 
miles through the mud and fired 
more than 1,000 shells, but they 
didn’t get a single crow. The great 
flocks had given them the slip and 
had chosen new roosting places. 

Fifteen hundred crows were 
bagged in the hunt Tuesday night. 
Today, after the failure of last 
night, the village statisticians fig- 
ured that five gallons of gasoline 
had been burned and a beltful of 
shells fired for each crow killed. 
Game Warden Graham Mizell, who 
now estimates there are 200,000 
crows in this neighborhood, said the 
hunters would be better organized 
next time.

DEVER WARNS POLICE

Renominated Mayor Declares 
That Ganmen Shall Not Ran 
Chicago Election. 





CHICAGO, Feb. 18 (#).—The Demo- 
cratic incumbent, William E. Dever, 
unopposed for renomination for Mayor 
in next Tuesday’s primary, today 
moved to assure his Republican oppo- 
nents a fair primary after one of the 
most bitterly contested campaigns Chi- 
cago has seen. 

“Gunmen will not run next Tues- 
day’s election,”” Mayor Dever declared, 
after a conference with Chief of Police 
Morgan A. Colline. ‘We will put into 
operation every bit of power to which 
the city has access. This election will 
be run so every man and woman en- 
titled to’ vote may do so.”’ 

The police were ordered ‘to begin a 
round-up of possible trouble makers 
Monday. 

The two Republican candidates, Wil- 
liam Hale Thompson, former Mayor, 
and Edward R. Litsinger, and the 
independent Republican candidate, Dr. 
John Dill Robertson, spread epithets 
and allegations of crookedness through 
their campaign speeches today. 

Thompson, backed by Robert E. 
Crowe, the State’s Attorney, termed a 
‘lie’  Litsinger’s statement that 
Thompson dickered with Charles S. 
Deneen, United States Senator from 
Illinois, for support on the proposal to 
“dump” his present backers. 

Litsinger, who has Senator Deneen’s 
support, reiterated his statement in 
other speeches. 

Dr. Robertson will not be voted on 
in ‘the primary election, but under a 
petition clause will appear in the final 
election against Mayor Dever, and the 
Republican nominee. Robertson blamed 
Thompson for the “formation of a 
multi-millionaire crime ring’’ by laxity 
during his administration. 


RESCUED FOXHOUND DIES.

Will Fly to Braxl From Cape Verde Iolande

DAKAR, French West Africa, Feb. 
18 (.—On the way to Porto Praya, 
Cape Verde Islands, whence he plans 
to fly to South America, Commander 
Francesco de Pinedo, the Italian avia- 
tor, arrived here at 5:30 P. M. today 
from Bolama, Portuguese Guinea. 

He planned to overhaul his plane, the 
Santa Maria, and proceed to Porto 
Praya tonight. 


ROME, Feb. 18 (%).—Commander de 
Pinedo today abandoned his plans for 
a non-stop flight across the South At- 
lantic Ocean from the mainland of 
— to the mainland of South Amer- 
ca. 

Unusual atmospheric conditions in- 
terfered with the original decision to 
fly directly from Bolama, Portuguese 
Guinea, to Port Natal, Brazil, 
after fruitless efforts to take off with 
a full load on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day nights, the Italian aviator decided 


to make Porto Praya, Cape Verde 
Islands, the base for his transoceanic 
hop. 

Consequently he retraced his course 
up the African Coast from Bolama to 
Dakar in Senegal. Dakar is about 300- 
miles from Porto Praya. 





The transoceanic ‘hop of Commander 
de Pinedo’s flight is considered the 
most difficult of his trip. The hop 
from Bolama, to Port Natal would have 
been about 1,800 miles, which he had 
hoped to make in eighteen hours. 

Porto Praya was the point of de- 
parture of the Spanish aviator, Com- 
mander Ramon Franco, last year in 
making the first airplane flight across 
the South Atlantic. Franco's route, 
after leaving Porto Praya, led to the 
Island of Fernando do Noronha, about 
300 miles from the Coast of Brazil, 


and thence to Pernambuco, on the 
mainland.

Guinan’s evasion of the personal in- 
junction weakened the contempt 
charge against her. 

The one thing that remains quite cer- 
tain is ‘that Miss Guinan must appear 
before United States Commissioner 
Cotter this morning with waiters from 
the club to plead to a new charge of 
violating the prohibition law, also 
growing out of Thursday’s raid. 

Miss Guinan Never Punished. 


Miss Guinan is a veteran of half a 
dozen raids and four padlock decrees, 
extending over three years. Yet she 
has never been long out of business, 
and has never personally suffered 
either fine or imprisonment. 

The secret of Miss Guinan’s success- 
ful operations, the authorities say, is 
that she is always “‘an innocent, if not 
victimized, employe.”” She is said to 
be financially interested in night club 
enterprises, and derives income from 
that source apart from sal The 
Government has not established any 
financial interest or part ownership. 

The Three Hundred Club was sup- 
posed to be Miss Guinan’s own ven- 
ture. It was opened last Spring on her 
return from Florida. The club was 
raided last July, but the cases against 
all the prisoners were dismissed. Last 
December agents are alleged to have 
gathered evidence of liquor sales in the 
club and as a result it was included in 
the list of places on which injunction 
eon were served in the Christmas 
raids. 

Immediately after those raids a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the cor- 
poration and all its officers from fur- 
ther violations was issued. Miss Guinan 
was named in that injunction, a copy 
of which was posted on the premises, 
but she was never personally served 
with a copy by the United States Mar- 


shal. 
Contempt Charge to Be Pressed. 


It is on that injunction, alleging that 
she was an officer of the corporation, 
or interested in it, that the contempt 
charge is to be pressed by the Govern- 
ment. The padlock injunction and per- 
sonal injunction against Hyman Ed- 
son, issued yesterday, were the final 
disposition of that case. 

Miss Guinan’s lawyers say that the 
final disposition of the case failed to 
sustain the contention that Miss Gui- 
nan was financially interested in the 
club. Had she been a part owner, it 
is contended, she would have received 
@ ‘personal injunction with Mr. Edson. 
M. M. Edelstein, her counsel, objected 
to Assistant United States Attorney 
Wadmond’s demand that she receive 
such an injunction, explaining to the 
Court that she was neither owner, part 
owner, nor manager of the club. The 
Court sustained Mr. Edelstein.

FINANCIAL ‘WIZARD’ 
JAILED FOR LARCENY 


Abraham White, 61, Had Made 
Millions, Starting With 
Capital of 44 Cents. 








ONCE OWNED SHADOWLAWN 





He Was Convicted Here for Passing 
a Worthless Check for $225 
on Hotel Man. 





Abraham White, former owner of 
Shadowlawn at Elberon, N. J., where 
President Wilson passed a Summer va- 
cation, and once hailed as a financial 
wizard, was sentenced by Judge Le- 
vine in General Sessions yesterday to 
an indeterminate sentence in the peni- 
tentiary. .White, who is 61 years old, 
was convicted of grand larceny in the 
second degree in a transaction in- 
volving the passing of a worthless 
check for $225. The check was given 
to Willard Rockfeller, a hotel pro- 
prietor of 33 West Fifty-first Street. 

As the result of a business trans- 
action there was an exchange of 
checks and Mr, Rockfeller gave White 
on Oct. 6, 1925, a check drawn on the 
Bank of America. In return the for- 
mer promoter gave the hotel man a 
check on the First National Bank of 
Albany. That check proved worth- 
less. The present case is a continua- 
tion of the suit which White won 
against the hotel proprietor when the 
latter sued White last August for not 


paying a $641 board bill. 

The prisoner stirred banking and fi- 
nancial circles twenty years ago when 
he bought $1,500,000 of a Federal bond 
issue of 1896 with no financial backing 
except 44 cents he invested in post- 
age stamps. _He made a fortune when 
the deal was later financed by the 
late Russell Sage. 

White was born in Texas and early 
in life was said to have been a grocery 
clerk. He came to New York in 1886, 
but it was not until his postage stamp 
bid for the bonds was awarded that 
he became a person of prominence. 
White’s profit from that transaction 
was estimated at $200,000. After that 
he became active as a bond buyer. 
Another time it was reported that he 
had bought an issue of $12,000,000 worth 
of municipal bonds without security 
and made $250,000 through that trans- 
action. In 1906 he bought Shadowlawn. 

For a time the promoter dropped out 
of sight and his next appearance was 
as promoter of wireless projects in ‘col- 
laboration with Lee de Forest, then 
just out of Yale. He became head of 
the de Forest Wireless Telegraph 
Company, which was capitalized at 
millions. While President, White 
formed the New York Securities Com- 
pany. He outbid J. P. Morgan & Co. 
for $18,000,000 worth of city bonds, but 
there was a delay in cashing his check 
for $800,000, and because it was drawn 
upon his own bank Controller Metz 
threw the bid out. There were ups and 
downs in his career, and to meet diffi- 
culties he had to sell Shadowlawn. 

In 1907 his fortunes began to decline 
and he was several times in trouble 
with the authorities. The police said 
he had a laboratory at 507 West 
Thirty-fifth Street, where he alleged 
he had discovered a fireproofing liq- 
uid. When he got into the trouble that 
ended in his conviction he left the 
city and was located in Utica and 
brought here for trial. 

Judge Levine received a number of 
letters bearing upon the case, some 
asking that mercy be shown. Letters 
were received from Robert 8. Fisk, 
George B. McGehee and W. E. Fennell, 
all of Atlanta, complaining that they 
had been defrauded by White through 
his “fireproofing”? liquid. 

Representatives of Harvey Fisk & 
Co., investment brokers, of 120 Broad- 
way, told the probation officer that 
White had always been honest in his 
dealings with their firm.

LONG FEELS VINDICATED 





Former State Prison Superintendent 
Had Accepted Convict’s Story 
of Accidental Wound.

LAKE GHORGE, N. Y., Feb. 18.— 
Izzy Presser, New York gunman, was 
acquitted tonight of having escaped 
from the Great Meadow prison camp 
at Bolton, July 31, 1921. The jury in 
the Warren County Court deliberated 
for two hours and forty minutes. 

James L. Long, former State Com- 
missioner of Correction, said the ver- 
dict was a vindication of his judgment 
in accepting as true Presser’s story 
that he had been accMientally shot by 
friends who. came to visit him and 
rushed to New York in an automobile, 
_— he was operated upon the next 

y. 

After Presser, who was arrested at 
Staten Island and returned to Sing 
Sing in May, 1925, was back in prison 
Mr. Long, at that time Superintendent 
of Pr’sors, restored to him the 924 
days’ credit he was entitled to under 
his twelve-year sentence for man- 
slaughter. 

Governor Smith later canceled this 
credit after George W. Alger, whom he 
named as a Moreland commissioner to 
incestigated the prison department, re- 
ported to him he could find no sub- 
stantiation for Presser’s story and crit- 
icized Mr. Long for fruling that the 
convict had not voluntarily left Bolton 
and restoring to him the time to which 
he would have been entitled had he 
not escaped. 

Mr. Long, who became Commissioner 
of Correction under the new State 
law on Jan. 1, resigned last week in 
the face of this criticism. 

As a result of the verdict, Presser 
will be released from Sing Sing 924 
“—- from May 29, 1925, Mr. Long 
said. 


Long Testifies for Defense. 


Mr. Long was a witness for the de- 
fense today. He said he was unable 


to testify as to Presser’s whereabouts 
from the time he left the Bolton prison 
camp until he was arrested and sent 
back to Sing Sing in 1925. 

“There was a time when you knew 
he was in New Jersey?” asked Dis- 
trict Attorney Beckwith. 

“*Yes, on March 7, 1922, he was under 
arrest in Newark,’’ was the reply. 

Alexander I. Rorke, counsel for the 
defense, asked that reference to the 
arrest be stricken from the record as 
“thighly improper, prejudicial to the 
defendant and against the law.” The 
Court so ordered. 

Mr. Long said he was satisfied of the 
truth of Presser’s story that he had 
been accidentally shot by his friends 
at Bolton and rushed by them in an 
automobile to New York City, after his 
confidential agent, William A. McCabe, 
had taken the convict’s photograph to 
the Manhattan Square Sanitarium in 
West Seventy-seventh Street, and it 
had been identified there as a picture 
of the man who had been operated 
upon here, Aug. 1, 1921, the day after 


he disappeared. from’ Bolton. He gave 
the surgeons the nameé of Harry Gins- 
burg. 

Continuing, Mr. Long said he did not 


officially rule that Presser had made a 
legal escape until after the convict was 
back in prison and he had personally 
examined the scars on his abdomen 
and back. 

Questioned.*by Mr. Rorke, Mr. Long 
said that Presser had about eleven 
months of his twelve years’ sentence 
for manslaughter to serve at the time 
he left Bolton. 


Defense Counsel Praises Long. 


Mr. Rorke in summing up said of 
Presser: 

“If his object was to escape, why 
would he write the authorities a month 
and a half later and say he wanted to 
come back?” asked Mr. Rorke. 

“There are men in the Prison De- 
partment who are trying to make as- 
sets out of human liabilities. That's 
the sort of man you have in Mr. Long. 
Don’t penalize Presser for something 
he did not do, because certain elements 
in the State of New York have been 
striking at the former Superintendent 
of Prisons. I glory in a man of clean 
heart and sympathetic nature who

District Attorney Beckwith in his 
argument asked why Presser had not 
given \himself up after his disappear- 
ance from Bolton. 

“The centre of this case is when and 
by whom those scars were inflicted,” 
he said. ‘He might have received 
them on the road from Bolton to New 
York or a month later. He was not 
shot at the road camp the day he dis- 
appeared or operated on the day after- 
ward. It is significant that no writ- 
ten record of the date of the operation 
was presented here. Presser’s letters 
to Mr. Long were intended 4s an alibi 
in case he was recaptured.” 

“I entertain a high opinion of Mr. 
Long,’”’ said Judge Raley in charging 
the jury. “He is honest and fair and 
had a right to decide as he did that 
Presser had not escaped. But he can- 
not decide this case for you. You have 
the same evidence before you that he 
had. When Presser received his wounds 
and when he was operated on is for 
you to decide.” 

Judge Raley said that Presser could 
be sentenced to from one to seven 
years if convicted.

PREDICTS BRUCE’S DEFEAT 





And Maryland Senator Refers to the 
Alabaman’s Remarks as Those 
of an “Iil-Mannered Fellow.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Senator J. 
Thomas Heflin, Democrat, of Alabama, 
whose bitter denunciations of the 
Catholic Church ‘have become almost 
a habit, met with an unexpected set- 
back today when Senator Dill of Wash- 
ington interjected a. point of order 
which. silenced the Alabaman for the 
remainder of the legislative day. 

Mr. Heflin was beginning his third 
assault in two days on the Pope and 


everything Catholic. He went so far 
as to prophesy the elimination from 
public life of Senators who might dis- 
agree with him on the alleged political 
power of the Catholic Episcopate, 
which, he informed the Senate and 
gallery, in tones sonorous and solemn, 
was seeking to plunge the United 
States into war with Mexico. 

Senator Bruce of Maryland drew 
most of the Heflin fire today. He pre- 
dicted that Mr. Bruce was his 
last term in the Senate because of his 
defense of Catholic men and women. 
He denounced The Baltimore Sun, 
which, he said, was Catholic-controlled, 
while THE New YorRE Times and The 
New York World came in for scath- 
ing comment, due to what Mr. Heflin 
interpreted as their support of the 
Catholics. 

Mr. Heflin yesterday held the floor 
for three hours and forty minutes. His 
first speech today was nearly an hour 
long and he was just starting on an- 
other, when Senator Dill, in c e of 
the Radio bill conference report, caught 
the eye of Vice President Dawes. 

‘I wish to make a point of order,’ 
Senator Dill said, and Mr. Heflin stood 
like one petrified, apparently taken 
completely by surprise at the move to 
deprive him of the floor. 

Senator Dill said that Mr. Heflin had 
already taken advantage of the privi- 
lege that was his under the unanimous 
consent agreement for the ne ype of 
the Radio bill, and his thi effort 
was, therefore, a violation of the 
agreement. 

Vice President Dawes ruled the point 
well taken, and Mr. Heflin asked for 
unanimous consent to speak four min- 
utes. Like a flash came an objection 
— Senator Moses of New Hamp- 

re. 

Mr. Heflin tried to get, Senator Dill, 
and also Senator Moses, to say whether 
they were with or against him on the 
Catholic question, but the Vice Presi- 
dent was taking no chances, and the 
ponderous Alabaman, realizing the 
game was up, sank into his chair. 

In his reply to Mr. Heflin Senator 
Bruce deplored the recent utterances of 
his Democratic colleague, and declared 
that if he himself had made such 
statements the people of Maryland 
a call him “an ill-mannered tfel- 

ow.”’ 

Senator Bruce referred at some 
length to the part Catholics played in 
Scuthern history, ly in the 
Civil War.

NEAR EAST SCHOOLS 
+a Sau fre pose 


Plans Completed for Campaign 
to Raise Endowment for Six 
American Colleges. 


Albert W. Staub, American Director 
of the Near East Colleges, announced 
yesterday that plans had been made 


for a $15,000,000 campaign to fund the 
assets of the six colleges, and raise an 
endowment sufficient to make them 
permanently self-supporting. 

The campaign, Mr. Staub said, had 
been decided upon following an an- 
nouncement by the State Department 
of an understand! between Admiral 
Mark L. Bristol an 
ister of Affairs, which pro- 
vided for the preservation of the status 
quo pending decision on the question of 
treaty relations between Turkey and 
the United States. 

Mr. Staub received a cable yesterday 
from President Caleb Frank Gates of 
Robert College, Constantinople, saying 
that the position of the three American 
colleges in Turkey was “‘absolutely un- 
impaired.”” The two others are the Con- 
stantinople Woman’s College and the 
International College of Smyrna. 
Other advices from Turkey, according 
to Mr, Staub, were that the rejection 
by the Senate of the Lausanne Treaty 
was favorably looked upon by the 
Turkish press, officials and citizens. 

“The endowment. campaign for the 
Near Hast Colleges,”” Mr. Staub said, 
‘“‘will now go forward according to the 
plan drawn up by the late Cleveland 
H. Dodge for combining the financial 
and administrative work of the insti- 
tutions in a joint office and for jointly 
raising the endowment funds necessary 
to secure their maintenance. 

“The contemplated resumption of 
diplomatic relations in the near future 
affords the executive committee for 
the colleges the confidence necessary 
to start the campaign for $15,000,000. 
The other colleges affected are the 
American University of Beirut, Sofia 
American Schools and Athens College, 
Greece.. They will all be placed on a 
permanent financial basis if the entire 
amount is subscribed in the three years 
allotted for the campaign 

“The Sofia. American Schools and 
the Athens College will be provided 
with $500,000 for a building program.” 

Headquarters for the campaign are 
at the American offices of the Near 
East Colleges, 18 East Forty-first 
Street. Mr. Staub will direct the cam- 
paign. ‘The executive committee which 
will have direct charge of raising the 
$15,000,000 includes William Morgan 
Kingsley, Chairman; Arthur Curtiss 
James, Stephen Baker, Henry Sloane 
Coffin, George A. Plimpton, Harold 
Ames Hatch, Lucius R. Eastman, 
James L. Barton and Edward Capps. 
John W. Mace is National Field Direc- 
tor and William F. English is Director 
of the Central Division, with head- 
quarters in Chicago.

Treasury's Sinking Fund Problem. 

The Treasury Department is ap- 
proaching a situation in which it will 
be increasingly difficult to purchase 
Government securities through the 
sinking fund for purposes of retire- 
ment. The regulations provide that 
prices paid for bonds from the sinking 
fund shall not average in excess of par. 
Much of the purchases have been of 
Third Liberty 4% per cent. bonds, 
which are the next to mature. This 
issue is now selling fractionally above 
101 and has been above par for a long 
period. The buying of these bonds has 
been offset by purchases of other se- 
curities at prices below par, which 
evened up the average. The bulk of 
the Government issues, however, has 
been above par for so long that it is 
not believed the average will permit 
of purchases at present prices much 
longer. This situation furnishes the 
basis for a belief that the next financ- 
ing by the Government will consist of 
securities eligible for sinking fund pur- 
chases.

Corporations Lending Money. 

Present industrial conditions are 
causing increasing amounts of money 
to be placed in short-term paper by the 
larger corporations of the country. 
With smaller outlays being made for 
commercial purposes and with execu- 
tives conserving resources for a season 
that will be highly competitive in many 
lines, surpluses have accumulated at 


an unusually rapid pace. These funds 
find temporary employment in the 
money market in what amounts to 
competition with the banks. One fac- 
tor in the present low money rates is 
the amount put into the market by 
these large industrial concerns.

Abandonment of Short Lines. 

What railroad men regard as an 
aftermath of all the ‘‘consolidation 
talk’”’ of the last few weeks has come 
in the concern being expressed by in- 
dividuals and associations of various 
types in the country districts over 
abandonment of numerous. branch 
lines by the railroads. The figures 
show that since 1920 more than 1,000 
miles of short lines have been discon- 
tinued, -and last year alone there were 
authorizations by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to abandon 592 
miles. Railroad executives reply to the 
queries of the smaller districts that 
this marks the beginning of an “edu- 
cational campaign’’ in which interests 
residing in territories of light density 
of population and traffic must decide 
between railway and motor transpor- 
tation. The problem in ‘each area be- 
comes peculiar as a result of the eco- 
nomic and business position of the re- 
gion, but it has been ascertained 
definitely that for the most part the 
light density sections cannot support 
both forms of transportation. It re- 
mains for each section to work out its 
own salvation, conclude which form of 
transportation best suits its needs, and 
thus obviate future difficulties.

The gold movement from Japan 
began last October. Since then a total 
of $20,000,000 has been shipped. Since 
the wartime embargo on gold exports 
was modified in September, 1925, Japan 
has sent more than $35,000,000 of gold 
to the United States. 

The shipments are made in order to 
build up balances of Japan, which in- 
tends this year to return to the gold 
standard.

ONE MERGER RUMORED NEAR 





Loulsville & Nashville Alliance With 
Atlantic Coast Line, Which Showed 
j Deficit, Is Reported. 





Preliminary. accounts of operations 
in 1926 of ten railroads, submitted yes- 
terday, show a combined net income 
of $88,095,976, after charges and taxes. 
In every case except one the reports 
showed substantial increases over the 
preceding year, while the one road re- 
porting a loss, the Atlantic Coast Line, 
earned $1,963,264 more in 1925 than last 
year. 

Considerable interest: was aroused in 
railroad circles over the report of the 
Louisville & Nashville because of the 
rumor that negotiations were ap- 
proaching final stages for alliance of 
the road with another, presumably the 
Atlantic Coast Line. The Louisville & 
Nashville showed a net income for 
1926 of $19,422,111, after fixed charges, 
equal to $16.60 a share earned on the 
outstanding stock, as compared with 
$18,700,710, or $15.98 a share, in 1925. 


Operating ‘revenue in 1926 aggregated , 


$147,136,530, against $142,244,307 in 1925, 
and the net operating income reached 
$27,039,319, against $26,938,618. Other 
income brought the total income up to 
$30,822,543, as compared with $30,158,123 
in the preceding year. 

The Michigan Central reported pre- 
liminary net of $18,963,898, after taxes 
and charges, which is equal to $101.21 
a share earned on $18,736,400 of out- 
standing capital stock.

ss income in 1926 totaled $97,084,517, 
against $93,997,697 in 1925. Total income 
reached $23,977,096, against $25,803,841 
in the preceding year. 

A net profit of $7,838,642, after taxes 
and charges, is reported by the Pitts- 
burgh & Lake Erie, which is equal to 
$10.89 a share, earned on 719,712 shares 
of stock outstanding. It compares with 
$7,369,603, or $10.24 a share, in 1925. 
The road’s gross earnings were $34,-

RECORD FOR EQUITABLE LIFE 


Assets Rise $77,200,000 in Year— 
1926 Business Largest in History. 
The sixty-seventh annual statement 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Soci- 
ety of the United States, made public 
yesterday, showed gains in all impor- 
tant items. The assets on Dec. 31; 


1926, totaled $869,604,876, an increase of 
$77,200,000. over 1925, the largest gain 
ever made by the company. 

The outstanding insurance now totals 
$5,067,965,000. The new insurance paid 
for aggregates $1,017,513,000, including 
$194,233,000 of group insurance. This 
is the largest amount of new business 
in any year in the history of the com- 
pany and isan increase of $191,000,000 
over 1925. 

The company paid $111,814,000 in 1926 
to its policy holders and beneficiaries. 
More than $38,000,000 was set aside 
for payment on annual dividend pol- 
icies alone. Ninety-eight per cent. of 
all domestic degth claims paid during 
the year were settled within one day 
after receipt of proofs of death. 











CHECK PAYMENTS DEGUINE. 


Price Index Is Higher, but General 
Prices for February Are Down. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Check pay- 
ments during the second week of Feb- 
ruary were smaller than in either the 
preceding week or the corresponding 
week of 1926, according to today’s 
weekly announcement by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce on business condi- 


tions, but building contracts awarded 
showed increases over both compara- 
tive periods. Despite declines in the 
prices of whest and iron and steel, the 
index of general prices was higher than 
in the preceding week. General prices 
were lower, however, than a year ago. 

Loans and discounts of Federal Re- 
serve member banks, although greater 
than last year; were smaller than in 
the preceding week, while the Federal 
Reserve ratio was greater than in 
either the preceding week or the cor- 
responding week of 1926, 

Interest rates on both time and call 
money showed no change from the pre- 
ceding week, but were generally lower 
than a year earlier. Prices of stocks 
averaged higher than in either the pre- 
vious week or the same week of 1926. 
Business failures were more numerous. 

Production of lumber was smaller 
during the first week of February than 
@ year ago, while the output of bitu- 
minous coal was greater. The produc- 
tion of beehive coke, on the other hand, 
was smaller than last year. More 
goods moved into consumption in the 
first week of February, as seen from 
figures on car loadings, than in either 
the preceding week or the correspond- 
ing week of the previous year. 


FRANCE’S FOREIGN TRADE. 


United States First on Import List; 
Third on Export. 

The United States heads the list of 
countries from which France draws 
imports, that trade amounting to 7,913,- 
087,000 francs in 1926, according to of- 
ficial figures received by the Bankers 
Trust Company. Following the United 
States are Great Britain, with 6,516,- 
654,000 francs; Germany, 4,903,961,000; 
Belgium and Luxemburg, 4,466,467,000; 
Italy, 2,324,868,000; Argentina, 2,149,- 
142,000; Holland, 1,783,279,000: Brazil, 
1,552,127,000; Spain, 1,050,513,000; Swit- 
zerland, 1,035,099,000. 

Among France’s customers, the 
United States stands third, with a 
trade of 3,901,572,000 francs. Great 
Britain is in first place, with 10,674,- 
913,000 francs, followed by Belgium and 
Luxemburg, with 4,427,779,000 francs. 
Switzerland spent 3,636,011,000 francs; 
Italy, 2,599,117,000; Spain, 1,826,603,000; 
Holland, 1,808, 120,000 ; Argentina, 
1,229,519,000. 

French imports exceeded exports in 
her trade with the United States by 
about 4,000,000,000 francs: with Ger- 
many by nearly 500,000,000, and with 
the South American republics. Exports 
exceeded imports in her traffic with 
Great Britain by more than 4,000,000,- 
000 francs. 

In 1926 imports totaled 52,461,C00,000 
francs, against 39,446,000,000 during 
1925, while exports aggregated 50,347,- 
000,000 francs, as against 39.093,000,000 
in the preceding year. The visible 
trade balance last year thus showed a 
deficit, imports exceedingy exports by 
more than 2,000,000,000 francs. 


1926 SILVER OUTPUT HIGHER 


247,000,000 Ounces Estimated as 
World Production. 


Silver production in 1926 is estimated 
to have been 247,000,000 ounces, or 
about 5,500,000 ounces larger than in 
1925, according to the American Bu- 
reau of Metal Statistics. 

Stocks of silver in the hands of re- 
finers in the United States at the 
end of January are estimated at 699,- 
000 ounces, compared with 326,000 
ounces on Dec. 31, while Canadian re- 
finers had 1,300,000 ounces on hand as 
compared with 941,000 ounces. 

Stocks in Shanghai totaled about 
121,140,000 ounces, compared with 118,- 
548,000 ounces on Dec. 31, according to 
Samuel Montague & Co. The same au- 
thorities calculate that Government re- 
serves of silver in India on Jan. 22 
totaled 353,660,000 ounces, compared 
with 355,850,000 ounces on Dec. 31. 


BANKS’ MERGER APPROVED. 


Bowery and East River National to 
Absorb Discount National. 


Stockholders of the Discount Na- 
tional Bank and the Bowery and East 
River National Bank ratified unani- 
mously yesterday the agreement for 
consolidation of the two institutions. 
It was announced that the offices of 
the Discount National at 399 Broad- 
way, 363 East 149th Street and 2,254 
First Avenue will be operated under 
the name and charter of the Bowery 
and East River National and that the 
personnel of the branches will be un- 
changed. 

The consolidation gives the Bowery 
and East River fifteen offices in New 
York and increases its deposits to 
more than $75,000,000. Resources 
amount to more than $85,000,000. Con- 
trol remains with the Bancitaly Cor- 
poration. 




















Ammerman Again Credit Head. 

The election of Benjamin Amerman 
for the thirteenth consecutive year as 
President of the Commercial Credit 
Union of Brooklyn, a mutual organiza- 
tion under supervision of the State 
Banking Department, was announced 
yesterday. When the union was orzan- 
ized it had eleven members and $11 in 
the treasury. It now has 2,000 mem- 
bers, capital of $300,000 and a guaran- 
tee fund of $20,000. Max Peck was 
elected Treasurer, also for the thir- 
teenth time. 


Pender Grocery Shares Earn $3.07. 
The report of the David Pender Gro- 
cery Company for 1926 shows net 
earnings, after charges and taxes, 
amounting to $292,390, equivalent after 
Class A preferred dividends, to $3.07 
a share earned on 61,000 outstanding 
shares of Class B common stock.

THAN EVER BEFORE 


Analysis by Standard Shows 
Production in United States Is 
2,400,000 Barrels Daily. 








DECRIES ALARMIST VIEWS 





Only Once in 8 Years Has Draft 
Been Made on Reserve Stocks 
of Crude, Company Says. 





An analysis of the general crude oil 
situation in the United States, with 
special attention to the rapidly chang- 
ing relation between consumption and 
production, is published by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey in 
the current issue of its house organ, 
The Lamp. The company warns against 
acceptance by the public of ‘‘extrava- 


gant assertions emanating either from 
those sources which seem determined 
to keep the country alarmed over the 
prospects of a shortage, or drugged 
into complaisance by reference to 
countless millions of oil to be had ulti- 
mately from new fields.” 

“There is on hand, above ground, a 
j very substantial amount of crude oil, 
partly finished and finished stocks, 
awaiting consumption,” the company 
says. “Only once in the last eight 
years has any draft been made or 
these stocks.’ The total stocks at the 
end of 1926 were 528,500,000 barrels, as 
compared with 554,566,976 barrels at 
the end of 1925 and 526,614,412 barrels 
at the end of 1924. 

“The carrying charge per barrel,” 
the article continues, “is at least 25 
cents a year, taking an average for all 
crude and products stored. This car- 
rying charge includes interest, tank- 
age and tank farm costs, evaporation, 
depreciation on tanks, taxes and all 
the other miscellaneous expense items. 
The cost to the industry of carrying 
these stocks through 1926 was over 
$125,000,000 

“There is greater drilling activity 
going on now and more wells are being 
completed than has been the case at 
this period in more than five years. 
There is Estee production of oil in 
the United States today than we have 
ever had—at this writing it is close to 
2,400,000 barrels daily. Crude oil and 
gasoline produced in excess of demands 
are going into storage, and at the 
present rate will add materially in the 
current year to the stocks above 
ground. 

“Because of the increased percentage 
of high gravity crudes bringiag top 
prices, the average price of the pipe 
line stream of oil in the mid-continent 
today is higher than the yearly aver- 
age has been for the past six years. A 
comparison shows that the average 
price of Oklahoma and Kansas crude 
in 1926 was $2.27 a barrel, as con- 
— with $1.90 in 1925 and $1.67 in 

“The base of the whole petroleum 
structure is the current production of 
crude. From statistical data on file 
in thousands of offices it is a simple 
matter to chart the general course of 
consumption of petroleum products. 
Refiners can map out construction pro- 
grams designed to take care of their 
share of the expected increases over 
any future period.”’ 


SIMMS QUITS NAVIGATION CO. 


Differences of Opinion With Hudson 
Line Directors Reported. 


The resignation of Clifford S. Simms 
as President of the Hudson River Navi- 
gation Company was announced yes- 
terday. It was reported that John W. 
McKinnon, a director, might become 
President, but this was not confirmed 
by F. J. Lisman, a director and head 
of the banking interests that reor- 
ganized the company last year. Mr. 
Lisman said no action on filling the 
place would be taken until the direc- 
tors mect next month. 

Mr. Lisman. said that Mr. Simms’s 
ideas as to the expansion policies the 
company should follow had not met 
with the approval of the other direc- 
tors. Mr. Simms was formerly a Vice 
President of the Delaware & Hudson 
Railroad. He became head of the navi- 
gation company at the time of its re- 
organization by the Lisman interests.

Company Reports $509,455 Surplus

SKELLY OIL DEAL RUMORED. 


Shares Advance on Report of Merger 
With New Jersey Standard. 
The strength of the shares of the 
Skelly Oil Company, which sold on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday at 37, a 
new high price for the year, on a turn- 
over of more than 25,000 shares, re- 
vived rumors in the financial district 
that a deal was pending for acquisi- 
tion of the Skelly Oil Company by the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey.

Last Fall Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sey made an offer to Mr. Skelly and 
his associates for sufficient shares of 
their corporation to give it working 
control, but Mr. Skelly declined the 
offer. The present rumor is that ne- 
gotiations have been resumed. Skelly 
Oil is one of the largest producers of 
crude oil in the Midcontinent fields 
and has its own distributing organ- 
ization.

EXPLAINS RESIGNATION 
AS DIRECTOR OF C. & 0. 


J. S. Bryan Says Action Was Due 
to Failare of Minority and 
Majority to Agree. 
Amplifying his uieiuiena’ of Feb. 7, 


when he resigned as a director of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railway, John S. 


Bryan of Richmond, Va., also a mem-| 4 


ber of the minority committee, de- 
clared yesterday that he left the board 
because of the failure to bring the 
minority and majority groups into 
harmony. Mr. Bryan disclosed that 
he was a member of the directors’ 
committee appointed to seek an agree- 
able merger plan, but that after a 
year’s work the committee stood where 
it had started and nothing was accom- 
plished. 

“In February, 1925, I was asked to 
join the minority stockholders in pro- 
testing against the proposed consolida- 
tion by which the Chesapeake & Ohio 
stock would be ed for new 
Nickle Plate stock, the holding com- 
pany at that time, under a plan where- 

y the new Nickle Plate would acquire 
the Chesapeake & Ohio, the Pere Mar- 
quette, the Erie and the Hocking Val- 
ley,”’ Mr. Bryan said. “On this basis 
the proposal seemed unfair, and as 
the Chesapeake & Ohio was undoubted- 
ly the largest and most prosperous unit 
of the proposed consolidation, the 
terms offered its stockholders were not 
apparently justified, either in resnect 
to the money the Chesapeake & Ohio 
was then earning for its stockholders 
or with regard to its prospects for 
future development. 

“After a long and exhaustive hear- 
ing before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, that body held, by a vote 
of 4—4, that the unification of the pro- 
posed lines was in the public interest, 
but that the terms and conditions of 
the. proposed vlan were not just and 
reasonable, The commission further 
declared that there had been an evi- 
dent purpose on the part of the ma- 
jority ‘to use every weapon at their 
command to crush all opposition.’ 

“Shortly after this decision was 
handed down overtures were made by 
the majority stockholders of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railway with the avowed 
purpose of trying to harmonize the in- 
terests of both sides, and the former 
Chairman of the minority committee, 
George C. Scott, myself were 
asked to go on the Board of Directors 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio. 

“But in spite of frequent and pro- 
tracted conferences no real progress 
toward a meeting of minds was made. 
This, I think, was due largely to the 
fact that, apart from the diversity of 
ovinion that was inherent in the ques- 
tion of desirability of including the 
Erie and Pere Marquette in the pro- 
posed consolidation, there never was a 
time at which the minority felt that 
they were in full posgession of all the 
facts in the case. After a year of 
fruitless endeavor, I saw it was im- 
possible to get the minority and the 
majority to see eye to eye. My per- 
sonal association with the board: was 
predicated entirely upon the purpose 
to bring about a unity of action be- 
tween the stockholders and it seemed 
plain that I could. not longer perform 
" any real service had I remained in the 
‘position of a director.”

‘Except in Farm Products— 
534% Below 1926. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—A alight 
decline in the general level of whole- 
sale prices in January, as compared 
with the preceding month, is shown by 
information collected in representative 
markets by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics of the United States Department 
of Labor. The bureau’s weighted in- 
dex number, which includes 404 com- 
modities or price series, registered 146.9 
for January, compared with, 147.2 for 
December, ‘a decline of two-tenths of 1 
per cent. Compared with January, 
1926, with an index number of 156.0, 
there was-a decrease of more than 5% 
per cent. 

In all groups of commodities included 
in the comparison, except farm prod- 
ucts and miscellaneous commodities, 
there were decreases in the price level 
from December to January ranging 
from three-fourths of 1 per cent. in the 
case of clothing materials to 4% per 
cent. in the case of chemicals and 
drugs. Farm products, owing chiefly 
to small increases in cattle, hogs, 
sheep and poultry, also cotton, hides 
and potatoes, showed a general in- 
crease of approximately 1% per cent.

Board to Plan Way to 
Expedite Traffic, 


Acting Mayor*McKee announced last 
night that under authority of a reso-

WOULD QUIT TRANSIT SUIT. 


Commission Seeks to Be Freed From 
$30,000,000 B. M. T. Action. 


The Transit Commission, through 
Clarence M. Lewis, its counsel, made 
an unsuccessful attempt yesterday to 
“absolve itself” from an active part in 
the defense of the $30,000,000 damage 
suit brought by the Brooklyn Manhat- 
tan Transit Corporation against the 
city for alleged failure to carry out all 
the provisions of the 1913 subway con- 
tract. <A hearing on the action was 
held before Graham Sumner, special 
master, at 120 Broadway. 

Mr. Lewis asked Harold G. Picker- 
ing, of counsel for the B. M. T., to re- 
move the present individual Transit 
Commissioners from the case. He con- 
tended: that, while the contract was 
made by the old Public Service Com- 
mission, it was obvious that the pres- 
ent Commissioners were in no way re- 
sponsible for the allezwed failure to 
perform the contract fully. 

Mr. Pickering said he did not charge 
any default on the part of the Transit 
Commissioners as. individuals, except 
as successors to the Public Service 
Commissioners who signed the con- 
tract, but could not grant them ‘“com- 
plete absolution’ because he did not 
know what might develop later. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Wil- 
liam E. C. Mayer said there was no 
desire to keep the Transit Commiesion- 
ers represented at the hearings if they 
did not wish representation. He added 
that the city claimed that the Transit 
and Public Service Commissions were 
responsible for construction under the 
contract and that the city was not 
blamable. 

Adjournment was taken to March 4. 


NAMES BRIDGE COMMISSION. 


Smith Appoints Conferecs for Lake 
, Champlain Structure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 18,—Members of a 
commission to confer with the Gover- 
nor and the Legislature of Vermont 
regarding the erection of a toll bridge 
across Lake Champlain were appointed 
today by Governor Smith. The com- 
mission will be composed of former 
State Senator Mortimer Y. Ferris of 
Ticonderoga, Henry B. Owen of Port 
Henry and Roy Lockwood of Ticon- 
deroga.. 

The two States have already agreed 
to the construction of a bridge. New 
York is expected to pay 60 per cent. of 
the cost and Vermont the remaining 
40 per cent.

TEXTILE TRADE BETTER 


Wholesale Improvement Falied to 
Continue, Bradstreet’s Reports— 
industry More Active. 


The commercial situation Presents a 
stronger aspect, with more firmness 
in some commodity markets and with 
further moderate expansion of demand 
in most basic industries, according to 
R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of 
business. Reflecting the gradual ac- 
celeration of business, sentiment is 
more confident, although there is no 
diminution of conservatism. 

Commitments are being made with 
less restraint, if chiefly for immediate 
or near-by needs. Not all lines have 
shared in the upturn, and results in 
some instances have been dis int- 

but the main road is t im- 
provement, the review says. 

The status of the textile trade, espe- 
cially that of the cotton 3 division, 
is declared to be distinctly better, with 
prospects for continued Y aing: steel 
mill operations are higher in response 
to larger buying; building permits 
have risen sharply at some centres, 
notably at Chicaro: automobile manu- 
facture shows a seasonal increase; and 
copper has been more active and has 
recovered in price. 

Several unsatisfactory features are 
noted. The excess of declines in Dun’s 
list of wholesale quotations is more 
pronounced this week, but many of the 
reductions are in foodstuffs. Many 
prices are on a relatively low basis 
and profit margins have narrowed fur- 
ther this year, but the additional con- 
cessions recently made have in some 
cases prompted the placing of deferred 
orders. This is true of the steel in- 
dustry, whose principal producer is 
working at above an 85 per cent. rate, 

the attractive prices for cotton 
goods have stimulated consumption.

The exchange 
will, affect an annual business of $60,- 
000,000 in New. York City alone. 

In addition to active participants in 
the trade the membership of the ex- 
change will include a special class of 
not more than twelve members repre- 
senting the United States Department 


‘of Agriculture, the New York City De- 


partment of Health, the Port Authority 
of New York City, the New York State 
Chamber of Commerce, the State .De- 
partment of Agriculture and Markets, 
and the New York City Department of 
Public.

York 
City will introduce’ the bill which will 
incorporate the exchange. Both State 
and Federal agriculture officials have 
agreed to cooperate in its establish- 
ment, according to Mr. Ottinger.

“It has been my experience that the 
early morning demand operates to 
jump prices upon the pretext of a 
shortage in poultry supplies, and all 
the while large stocks are held in re- 
serve in storage places and in cars on 
sidings.”’ 

By having organized control of the 
trade in which the public is repre- 
sented and by setting up committees 
to inspect and grade poultry and dis- 
seminate information about shipping 
and marketing it is expected that the 
consumers will be materially benefited. 

A board of governors will head the 
exchange and appoint committees on 
arbitration, membership, house, and in- 
spection to administer the floor af- 
fairs of the exchange.

NEW BRONX HOUSES. 
10 COST $4,000,000 


Architects File Record Number 
of Plans With the Bureau 
of Buildings, 


TENEMENTS LEAD THE LIST 


Three Operations Involve Estimated 
Cost of $500,000 Each— 
Other Projects. 


Plans for new buildings estimated to 
cost more than $4,000,000 were filed 
yesterday with the Bronx Bureau of 
Buildings. The major part of the cost 
represented in this sum will go into 
tenement house construction. . Patrick 
J. Reville, Superintendent of Buildings 
in the Bronx, said yesterday that the 
unusual number of filings was prob- 
ably due to a desire on the part of 
architects to get their plans filed be- 
fore Washington's Birthday. 

Some of the largest operations range 
in estimated cost from $300,000 to $500,- 
000. One project estimated to cost the 
latter figure involves the erection of 
two six-story brick tenements on the 
east side of White Plains Avenue, 145 
feet north of Morris Park Avenue. The 
site is 88 by 125 feet, and is owned by 
the Jobert Realty Corporation, which 
will erect the houses. George C. Miller 
is the architect. 

Another operation to cost $500,000 is 
that planned by the Sucheroff apie 
ment Company, owners of the south- 
east corner of Frisby Avenue and 
Overing Street and a plot on the sotth 
sids of Overing Street 114 feet east of 
Frisby Avenue. On this site the own- 
ers will eréct two six-story brick tene- 
ment houses from plans by Leo Still- 
man, architect. The plot measures 83 
by 114 feet and 92 by 105 feet. 


Houses in Saxon Avenue. 


At an estimated cost of $500,000 the 
A. C. W. Corporation will erect two 
six-story brick flats on the east side 
of Saxon Avenue 462 feet north of 
Sedgwick Avenue, and on the west 
side of Dickinson Avenue 171 feet 
north of Sedgwick Avenue. The plots 
are 87 by 185 feet. The plans were 
prepared by Springsteen & Goldham- 
mer, architects. 

One six-story brick tenement house 
to be erected on the southeast corner 
of Sheridan Avenue and i64th Street 
will cost $400,000, according to the 
plans filed by George G. Miller, archi- 
tect, for the Beilen Construction Cor- 
poration, owners of the property at 
that ‘location. The site measures 154 
by 131 feet. 

A five-story brick tenement planned 
for the southwest corner of Popham 
Avenue and 175th Street, on a plot 148 
by 91 feet, will cost $350,000, according 
to an estimate of Gronenberg & Leuch- 
tag, architects, who prepared the 
plans. The property is owned by the 
Orney Realty Corporation. A six-story 
brick flat for a site on the east side of 
Fort Independence -Street, 280 feet 
north of Heath Avenue, was estimated 
to cost $300,000 by the architect, George 
G. Miller. The property is 117 by 111 
feet and 1s owned by the Tario Con- 
struction Corporation. 


Fiat for Anthony Avénue Corner. 


Another operation involving a money 
outlay of $350,000 is that of the Nalpak 
Holding Corporation, which will erect a 
six-story brick tenement at the north- 
east corner of Anthony Avenue and 
18ist Street, a plot 99 by 100 feet. The 
architect for this undertaking is Hor- 
ace Ginsberg. 

The Silvia Construction Company 
filed plans for a six-story brick tene- 
ment, on a plot 80 by 97 feet, on the 
east side of Anderson Avenue, 151 feet 
north of 167th Street. Charles S. Clark, 
the architect, estimates the cost at 
$250,000. At an estimated cost of $200,- 
000 a five-story brick tenement will be 
erected on the northwest corner of 
Watson Avenue and Elder Avenue. 
The site is 88 by 156 feet and is owned 
by the Seal Realty Corporation. Meiss- 
ner & Uffner, the architects, estimate 
the cost at $200,000. 

Other scattering plans included 
among those filed will result in the 
erection of fourteen two-story brick 
dwellings on Manor Avenue, 416 feet 
north of Westchester Avenue; the con- 
struction of small tenements, small 
residences, a storage building and a 
one-story brick hall on Washington 
Avenue for the Church of the Advo- 
cate. 


MITCHELL ESTATE $394,927. 


Lawyer, an Executor of Eno Will, 
Had $160,113 Real Estate. 

William Mitchell, member of the law 
firm of Mitchell & Mitchell, who when 
he died on Oct. 17, 1921, was an execu- 
tor under the will of Amos F. ‘Eno, left 
an estate apprassea yesterday at $394,- 
927, which went to his sister, Grace 
Mitchell, .to other relatives and to 
charities. He owned real estate valued 
at $160,113, much of which was in 
Yonkers, and his personal effects con- 
sisted largely of art objects worth 
$48,787. He left many of his art works 
to the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
which rejected several but accepted 
Chinese bronzes and porcelains and 
several other articles. 

Mr. Mitchell’s commissions as execu- 
tor under: the Eno will were fixed. at 
$77,000 after he had put in a claim for 
a larger sum and Columbia University, 
as residuary legatee of the estate of 
more than $1,000,000, had contested the 
claim and had made a counter-claim 
for the refund of Federal income taxes 
on the Eno estate paid by Mr. Mitchell. 
His interest in his law firm was valued 
at $25,582. His will included two be- 

uests of $1,000 each to the Five Points

LIVERIGHT DECIDES © 
TO HOLD UP ‘CAPTIVE: 


Producer Drops Plan to Open 
Play Monday and Will. Wait, 
Hoping-Courts Clear It. 


ONE IN ‘CAST IS DEFIANT 


Others Promise Not to Act in the 
Production—A. G. Hays Sees 
“Another Scopes Case.” 


Horace Liveright, producer of “An 
American Tragedy,” who hoped to re- 
open ‘‘The Captive’ in New York next 
Monday, changed his plans yesterday 


7|and announced he would not try to 


produce it until the courts had given 
it ‘‘a clean bill of health."” He made 
this announcement after all except one 
of the ‘Captive’ defendants had 
promised Magistrate H. Stanley Re- 
naud in Jefferson Market Court that 
they would not act in any production 
of the play until it had been held per- 
missible by the courts. 

Percy Shostac, stage director, was 
the only defendant who did not make 
this agreement. He refused to do so 
on the ground that it would be ‘‘mor- 
ally degrading”? to make such a prom- 
ise. Magistrate Renaud, who dis- 
charged all the others, held Shostac 
for a hearing at 2:30 P. M. on Feb. 28 
in the Women’s Court, where he will 
be sitting at that time. 


Hays Fails to Get Test Case. 


Arthur Garfield Hays, attorney for 

Mr. Liveright. and.most of the cast, 
failed to persuade Magistrate Renaud 
to hear the charges against Shostac 
immediately as a test case. Mr. Hays 
then announced his intention to apply 
to the Supreme Court today or Mon- 
day for an order compelling the au- 
thorities to show c&use why ‘‘The Cap- 
tive’’ should not be produced without 
police interference. He said the argu- 
ment in such a proceeding would fur- 
nish ull the necessary material for 
a judicial determination, and that if 
an injunction was obtained as a result 
of such argument it would be a per- 
manent one and his clients would be 
able to proceed with the production 
without fear of interference. The in- 
junction, he went on, would release 
from their promises all the defendants 
who had agreed not to appear in the 
play again. 
“This is another Scopes case,’’ Mr. 
Hays, who was one of the counsel for 
the defense in the Dayton evolution 
case, told reporters. ‘‘Exactly the same 
issue is involved—the belief that if you 
keep people ignorant you will save 
them. Down in Tennessee they thought 
if you kept the people ignorant you 
would save their souls. Here in New 
York some people think that if you 
keep people ignorant you will save 
their morals.” 


Says Law Is Used as Club. 


Mr. Hays charged District Attorney 
Banton with “using the law as a 


club” to close plays “whether they 
ought to be closed or not.” 

“If the District Attorney wanted to 
be fair,” he said, ‘the could do what 
the Federal Attorney does in night 
club cases—enjoin them first, and then 
have it argued in court, so thit there 
would be a court decision before any 
one was injured or intimidated.” 

“Padlock proceedings for the thea- 
tres?” he was asked. 

“Exactly,” replied Mr. Hays. 

Mr. Liveright, who appeared in court 
with the actors, said he had acquired 
the American rights from Edouard 
Bourdet, the author, who is in France, 
and continued: 

“Neither from an artistic nor com- 
mercial point of view will I allow this 
play to be injured by permitting this 
present situation to become ridiculous. 
Because of the tremendous and in 
some cases the type of publicity this 
situation has received, I now feel that 
it is in the best interest of Mr. Bour- 
det, Mr. Hornblow, the adapter, the 
cast and the play itself that we do not 
reopen this play until the courts agree, 
as I am sure they will, that this great 
work violates no law.”’ 

The defendants who appeared before 
Magistrate Renaud yesterday were 
Ann Trevor, Basil Rathbone, Arthur 
Montner, Mina Phillips, Gail Kane, 
John Miltern and Mr. Shostac. Mr. 
Hays appeared as counsel for all ex- 
cept Mr. Rathbone, who was repre- 
sented by Walter Stern.

ther the producers nor the actors 
of “Sex’”’ and “‘The Virgin Man’”’ ap- 
peared in the Court of Special Ses- 
sions when those cases came up yes- 
terday. Their lawyers obtained ad- 
journment of both cases until Feb. 28. 

*‘We want to avoid any monkey busi- 
ness in these cases,” said Justice Ker- 
nochan. “By monkey business I 
mean unnecessary delays, because 
these plays are still going on.” 

Justice Kernochan made it plain that 
the cases must go to trial on Feb. 28 
without further delay unless a higher 
court intervened. 

Supreme Court Justice Nathan Bijur 
adjourned until Monday a hearing on 
the motion by the defense to transfer 
the “Sex” case to General Sessions, 
where it can have a trial by jury. Wil- 
liam F. Dugan, producer of ‘“‘The Vir- 
gin Man,” notified District Attorney 
Banton that his lawyers would seek 
transfer of their case next week to 
General Sessions. 

Banton Won’t Press Old Case. 

District Attorney Banton, in a state- 
ment dealing with the adjournments, 
recalled a statement he made some 
time ago about handling immoral 
plays, in which he had said delays 
were unavoidable under our present 
laws because lawyers for the defense 
“almost invariably resort to all the 
many dilatory practices possible under 
the law.” He said he was confident 
that public opinion was now so thor- 
oughly aroused that ‘‘whatever prac- 
tices may be resorted to, the day is 
not far distant when producers of im- 
moral and obscene plays will receive 
the punishment which they have 
courted.”’ 

The District Attorney announced he 
did not intend to push to trial the 
case against Mr. Liveright, under an 
indictment which has been hanging 
fire since 1925, for publishing a novel, 
“Replenishing Jessica,’’ alleged to be 
immoral, although it was hinted on 
Thursday that the old case would be 
brought up. 

Winthrop Ames of the theatrical 
committee of nine which has drafted 
a new plan for cleaning house in the 
theatre, will sail this morning on the 
France for four weeks in Europe. He 
will look at “Escape,” a new play 
by John Galsworthy, now running in 
London. 

“If it’s clean, I will bring it over,” 
he said. 


Approves Censorship Plan. 


The Board of Directors of the 
Dramatists’ Guild at a meeting yes- 
terday approved the plan for house- 
cleaning from within and opposed po- 


litical censorship. Those present in- 
cluded Arthur Richman, George Ab- 
bott, George Kelly, Rita Weiman, Ed- 
ward Childs Carpenter, Cosmo Hamil- 
ten, Mare Connelly, Owen Davis, 
George Middleton, George S. Kaufman 
and William Cary Duncan. A general 
meeting of the guild will be held in 
about ten days to ratify the board’s 
action. 

At a meeting of the Catholic Actors’ 
Guild at the Hotel Astor, Brandon 
Tynan, President, and the Rev. Philip 
Donohue, chaplain, said that participa- 
tion in campaigns to clean up the 
ee was not part of the guild’s func- 

on. 

Mrs. Minnie M. Marks, President of 
the Theatre Assembly, composed of 
2,500 playgoers, said the public was to 
blame for immoral plays. She said the 
actors and actresses must accept the 
plays offered them by the producers, 
and that the producers gave them 
“only what the public craves for.” If 
the audiences attending immoral plays 
were arrested, she went on, it would 
cut off box office receipts and thereby 
“eliminate such rot from the. the- 
atres.”’ 

Dr. Harold de Wolf Fuller, editor of 
The New York, weekly publication of 
New York University, in the current 
issue voices the fear that ‘‘some ab- 
surd puritanical test’’ will be at- 
tempted for the theatre as a result 
of the present situation. 

William F. Quigley; Commissioner of 
Licenses, announced that he had 
ordered investigators to check up on 
night clubs, beginning last night, to 
see whether action should be taken 
against nude or salacious shows. If 
complaints are made, he went on, he 
will hold hearings.

Justice Levy Orders Mental 


‘Examination of Slayer and 
Postpones Hearing. 


1:1 HE SHOWS NO Soevrion 


Physician Says He Is Precocious | very 
and Highly Nervous—State Still 
Hints at Trial for Murder. 


Probation officers and other investi- 
gators were more baffled than ever 
yesterday by eleven-year-old Michael 
Ponkraskow Jr., who shot and killed 
a Richmond Hill merchant last Mon- 
day. The boy slayer was brought be- 
fore Justice Samuel D. Levy in the 
Jamaica Children’s Court, but his case 
was postponed until next Friday. In 
the meantime he will be subjected to 
a thorough pbychiatric examination, 
and his entire family history and back- 
ground will be studied in an effort to 
account for his crime. 

A mental examination yesterday 
morning showed him to be unusually 
bright, even precocious, with no appar- 
ent mental abnormality. A check-up 
by probation officers showed that he/i 
had an excellent record in school, 
where he had reached Grade 8 A; his 
home surroundings were said to have 
been good; he was interested’ in art, 
showed considerable talent in drawing 
landscapes and sketches in crayon, and 
had an ambition to be an artist. - 

On the other hand, he seemed to have 
no pealization of what he had done, 
showed no remorse for his crime and 
no emotion except extreme nervous- 
ness. He still told conflicting stories 
about his crime, leading Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney Thomas F. Thornton to 
call him ‘‘a chronic liar.” The boy’s 
blue eyes shifted uneasily, almost 
sneakily, under his slanting eyebrows, 
when he stood before Justice Levy in 
court. 

Welfare workers, probation officers 
and even the District Attorney’s staff 
were puzzled by the strange bundle of 
contradictions presented by the slen- 
der, pale-faced youngster in court yes- 
day. 

Doubt on Method of Trial. 


There is still some doubt as to how 
the boy will be tried. Every indica- 
tion points to a Children’s Court hear- 
ing and decision, although Assistant 
District Attorney Thornton still talked 
yesterday of a possible indictment and 
trial for first degree murder. In a 
long distance telephone conversation 
with Mr. Thornton, District Attorney 
Richard S. Newcombe of Queens, who 
is away in the South, insisted that it 
was clearly a Children’s Court case, 
but Mr. Thornton was not convinced. 

“The question rests on the boy’s age 
only,” said Mr. Thornton yesterday. 
“If he had been an adult he would 
have been indicted by now. We have 
only one course to follow—the course 
the law provides,” he said, and he 
hinted that the law required a first- 
degree trial for the boy. 

In the corridors of the court house 
such a contingency was regarded as 
absurd and unthinkable. In the Chil- 
dren’s Court a murder by an 1l-year- 
old is simply a juvenile delinquency, 
subject to a probable reformatory sen- 
tence or commitment to some other

To almost all questions Michael re- 
sponded in a frightened, half-whis- 
pered monotone. He admitted he had 
killed Marcus Gold, even said he was 
sorry, but there seemed to be not the 
slightest realization of the enormity of 
his crime. 

“He is in a state of mental shock,”’ 
said Probation Officer Murray yester- 
day. ‘Events have crowded in on him 
so fast since last Monday that nothing 
makes any impression.” ; 


Still Seek Source of Pistol. 


The police are still trying to learn 
how he got the automatic pistol with 
which he shot Gold. They do not 
credit the boy’s stories, which contra- 
dict each other. Nevertheless, they 
are checking up on Otto Bemish, a 
former playmate of Michael, who now 
lives in Washington, D. C., and from 
whom the boy says he obtained the 
weapon. They believe he had the pistol 
more or less openly in his possession, 
and even carried it to school in his 
coat pocket. No evidence has yet been 
found, according to Assistant District 
Attorney Thornton, which would war- 
rant arresting the boy’s parents. 

Yesterday afternoon Michael was 
taken back to the headquarters of the 
Brooklyn Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, where he will re- 
main until Friday. He spends his time 
for the most part reading in the so- 
ciety’s library. Tomorrow his father 
and mother will be allowed to visit 
him. On Monday he will undergo the 
psychiatric examination, which will 
probably be given by Dr. Max Schlapp 
or one of his assistants at the Post- 
Graduate Hospital.

Barone’s description of the child tal- 
lied in every point with that of the 
missing boy. He said the boy was 
crying when the pair boarded the car 
and continued crying until they alight- 
ed at Hamfiton F . The man was

Before he left the car the man asked 
Barone the best way to reach Staten 
Island and the conductor directed him 
to take the Hamilton Avenue Ferry to 
the Battery and then the Munici 
Ferry to St. George. Instead of fol- 
lowing the directions, however, he 
turned up Sackett Street and walked 
away from the ferry. 

Barone described the man as about 
50 years old, five feet eight inches tall, 
weight about 180 pounds and of light 
complexion with a full face and black 
moustache. He appeared to be a Slav 
and he wore a black overcoat, blue 
suit and soft gray hat. 

The number of crank letters and 
postal cards received by Mr. and Mrs. 
Gaffney since their. son disappeared 
was increased yesterday. One in- 
formed them the boy was well, but at 
the same time threatened them if they 
told the police of the message. 

A card, enclosed in an envelope 
mailed at Station W on Thirty-third 
Street, Manhattan, bore the typewrit- 
ten message: 

‘Wait; do not appear too anxious. 
Your son is in safe hands. We fought 
for him but I got him. We'll get the 
Beaton boy for him to play with for 
Billy is lonesome. Do not show this 
letter to the police if you know what 
dh good for you. We are experiment- 
ng 

The Beaton boy referred to in the 
message, is William’s playmate with 
whom he had been playing just before 
he dropped out of sight. 

Inspector Sullivan and Captain 
Bishop conferred with Commissioner 
McLaughlin yesterday, and the In- 
spector asked newspaper readers to be 
on the lookout for the boy. 

“I feel that he is still alive,” he 
said. “I still hold to the theory that 
some one who has lost a child by death 
or who has wanted a child and never 
had one may have taken Billy Gaffney 
— is , keeping him concealed some- 
where.”
